PREFATORY. 


The  development  of  our  system  of  education  in  Maryland  during 
the  past  year,  has  been  marked  by  a  distinct  improvement  in  our 
high  schools ;  an  extension  of  the  plan  to  bring  closer  supervision  in 
the  counties  through  the  appointment  of  grade  supervisors;  a  more 
extended  introduction  of  home  economics  and  industrial  arts,  and 
the  untiring  efforts  of  many  county  school  officials  to  bring  the  school 
and  the  home  into  more  sympathetic  relations  and  helpful  co- 
operation. 

In  submitting  this,  the  forty-fourth  annual  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  it  is  our  pleasure  to  call  attention  to  the 
statistical  tables  and  the  several  topics  discussed,  as  proof  that  the 
public  school  is  growing  in  public  favor;  and  that  it  is  more 
liberally  supported  by  the  State  and  the  county  than  ever  before. 

In  proportion  as  the  people  rely  upon  this  means  of  educating  and 
training  their  children  to  become  self-supporting  men  and  women, 
and  to  meet  honestly  and  intelligently  the  obligations  of  American 
citizenship,  and  school  appropriations  increase  to  attain  more  fully 
these  ends;  so  grows  the  responsibility  of  those  into  whose  hands 
the  administration  of  our  schools  has  been  placed. 

School  plans  and  teaching  methods  are,  in  a  sense,  tentative, 
because  new  conditions  in  our  American  civilization  make  new 
demands  on  school  instruction.  We  welcome  the  new  subjects  in 
our  school  curriculum,  which  have  vitalized  teaching,  and  enriched 
the  general  scope  of  education ;  we  hail  with  satisfaction  the  efforts 
to  have  school  work  attach  pupils  to  the  world  and  its  activities,  by 
devoting  a  greater  amount  of  time  to  the  content  subjects,  along 
with  formal  training,  and  the  expression  of  this  idea  in  the  increas- 
ing number  of  pupils  in  the  manual,  industrial,  commercial,  agri- 
cultural and  home  economic  classes.  We  gladly  accept  the  broad 
declaration  that  education  is  the  introduction  of  the  individual  to 
himself  and  his  environment,  but  subordinate  to  overcrowded 
courses  of  study  with  the  several  electives  of  modest  specialization, 
is  thoroughness  in  the  essential  subjects  or  in  those  instrumental 
knowledges,  a  mastery  of  which  is  fundamental  to  all  intellectual 
education. 

The  quality  of  work  done  by  pupils  must  not  be  sacrificed,  in  order 
to  make  a  showing  of  quantity.    No  course  of  study,  in  any  school. 
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should  be  so  rigid  or  highly  diversified,  as  to  prevent,  or  even  hinder, 
instruction  to  any  pupil,  who  maylieed  it  in  the  practical  elements 
of  the  common  English  branches. 

The  appropriations  for  the  support  of  schools  in  the  counties  of 
Maryland  have  increased,  during  the  last  six  years,  40  per  cent.,  and 
the  amount  paid  on  account  of  teachers'  salaries  during  that  time 
has  increased  more  than  30  per  cent.  The  people  have  given  tangible 
proof  that  they  want  good  schools,  and  it  is  the  business  of  school 
ofiScials  and  teachers  to  disprove  and  allay  the  criticisms  which  come 
to  us  from  business  men  and  other  sources,  that  our  pupils  are  care- 
less and  inaccurate  in  simple  transactions  pertaining  to  business 
life.  '"The  principles  of  sound  and  accurate  training  are  as  fixed  as 
natural  laws,  and  should  be  insistently  followed.  The  formation 
of  correct  mental  habits,  is  second  only  in  importance  to  the  posses- 
sion of  good  moral  traits.  The  public  school  must  not,  under  any 
circumstances,  neglect  its  imperative  duty  in  either  of  these  two 
directions. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

These  schools  enter  upon  a  new  era  of  existence.  The  General 
Assembly  of  1910  gave  substantial  recognition  to  this  class  of 
schools  by  designating  all  accredited  high  schools  as  First  or  Second 
Group,  according  to  the  number  of  years  of  instruction,  of  pupils 
enrolled,  and  assistants  employed.  As  this  was  the  most  important 
part  of  school  legislation  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  the  full 
text  of  the  law  and  also  the  By-Laws  recently  adopted  by  this  Board, 
pertaining  to  high  schools,  form  a  separate  chapter  in  this  report. 
It  is  well  to  mention,  herewith,  that  the  State  appropriations  for 
high  schools,  after  January  1st,  1911,  are  chargeable  to  the  State 
School  Tax,  and  are  made  in  lieu  of  the  special  appropriations  for 
manual  training  and  commercial  education — the  appropriations  for 
which  came  from  the  general  treasury. 

The  intention  of  our  Law-makers,  evidently,  was  to  foster  and 
strengthen  secondary  education  by  the  offer  to  meet  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  instruction  in  every  high  school  department,  and 
thereby  substantially  encourage  a  community  where  a  high  school 
is  an  actual  need. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  temptation  will  be  great  to 
multiplj^  these  schools  beyond  a  reasonable  number,  and  give  such 
schools  to  communities  where  it  will  be  impracticable  to  establish 
them.    The  law  wisely  provides  that  the  approval  of  both  the  county 
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school  board,  and  the  State  Board  of  Education  must  be  obtained, 
before  State  aid  can  be  secured.  If  the  high  school  appropriations 
were  paid  out  of  the  general  treasury,  as  was  the  case  with  special 
department  appropriations,  then  diligence  should  be  exercised  to 
guard  against  improper  warrants;  but  since  the  amounts  appro- 
priated for  accredited  high  schools  come  out  of  the  State  school 
funds,  it  follows  that  the  more  we  spend  on  our  high  schools,  the 
less  will  be  the  amount  to  go  to  the  several  county  school  Boards, 
from  the  State  for  maintaining  the  elementary  schools.  Too  much 
care  cannot  be  shown  in  keeping  from  the  list  all  schools  other  than 
those  whose  existence  is  necessary  for  the  development  of  a  har- 
monious and  rational  scheme  of  education  for  the  counties  of  the 
State. 

Then,  too,  if  we  are  to  have  a  creditable  list  of  high  schools,  we 
must  adopt  a  good  standard,  and  see  to  it  that  no  school  receive  an 
appropriation  unless  its  work  meets  the  requirements  of  that  stand- 
ard. There  should  be  no  division  of  sentiment  on  this  point;  and 
there  ought  to  be  hearty  cooperation  on  all  sides  to  bring  our  high 
schools  to  a  high  plane  of  efficiency. 

TRAINED  TEACHERS. 

Much  has  been  said  pro  and  con  on  the  subject  of  requiring  all 
persons,  who  are  to  teach,  to  receive  special  training  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom.  Our  public  schools  cannot  do 
their  best  work,  so  long  as  it  is  possible  for  any  individual,  who  can 
pass  an  examination  in  certain  required  subjects,  to  secure  a 
position  as  teacher.  It  was  recently  shown  that,  of  the  new  teach- 
ers emjjloyed  each  year,  more  than  60  per  cent,  had  had  no  special 
preparation  for  the  work,  other  than  that  received  in  the  public 
schools.  There  was  a  time  when  it  was  necessary,  perhaps,  to 
employ  untrained  teachers,  but  it  really  would  appear  that  we  have 
come  to  the  point  when  the  State  should  take  a  decided  stand 
against  the  employment  of  any  new  teacher,  who  does  not  possess 
requisite  scholarship,  and  who  has  not  received  thorough  profes- 
sional training. 

The  State  has  maintained,  for  years,  two  State  Normal  Schools, 
and  a  Normal  Department  in  one  of  the  Colleges ;  and  in  addition 
to  these  sources  of  supply,  the  Legislature  of  1908  made  it  possible 
for  the  colleges  of  the  State  to  adopt  a  two  years'  course  in  pedagogy, 
as  an  elective  in  the  last  two  years  of  the  college  course  (the  course 
to  be  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education),  and  students 
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graduated  in  the  regular  college  course  with  the  course  in  pedagogy 
added  are  authorized  to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools,  without 
examination.  Some  colleges  have  availed  themselves  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  and  already  have  graduated  a  goodly  number, 
who  readil}'  obtained  schools.  It  will  be  well  for  the  next  General 
Assembly  to  require  all  colleges,  receiving  State  aid,  to  establish  a 
course  in  pedagogy,  and  all  students  holding  scholarships,  to  take 
it  and  teach  at  least  two  years  after  graduation.  Such  a  require- 
ment will  add  measurably  to  the  number  of  trained  teachers,  and  the 
State  could  not  justify  its  aid  to  these  institutions  in  any  better  way, 
than  by  showing  that  the  schools,  in  which  all  people  are  interested, 
will  have  the  services  of  all  whose  education  has  been  provided  for 
by  the  State  through  appropriations  for  scholarships.  Indeed,  there 
seems  to  be  no  other  adequate  and  defendable  basis  for  making  these 
appropriations  to  private  colleges,  than  the  one  suggested. 

TENURE  OF  OFFICE  FOR  TEACHERS. 

Until  1902,  teachers  in  this  State  had  no  security  in  their 
positions.  When  a  majority  of  a  board  of  trustees  saw  fit  to  remove 
a  teacher,  the  only  thing  necessary  for  them  to  do,  was  to  give 
thirty  days^  notice.  There  is  no  opportunity  to  ask  for  reasons  for 
dismissal,  and  no  appeal  from  their,  action.  It  must  be  confessed, 
that  well-equipped  and  capable  teachers  would  sometimes  fall  victims 
to  "inexpert  opinion,  private  favoritism  and  political  vicissitude." 
The  teachers^  tenure  should  be  free  from  these  demoralizing  influ- 
ences ;  and  it  was  a  distinct  gain  to  the  profession  of  teaching,  w^hen 
the  Legislature  of  1902  made  it  impossible  for  a  principal  teacher 
to  be  dismissed  without  the  privilege  of  asking  for  reasons,  and  the 
right  of  appeal  to  a  higher  Board.  For  some  reason,  these  legal 
rights  were  given  only  to  principal  teachers.  It  is  a  question  whether 
this  right  should  be  enjoyed  by  all  teachers,  and  it  is  a  matter  which 
should  be  carefully  considered,  before  another  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  We  believe  that  the  best  interests  of  the  school 
situation  require  that  every  safeguard  be  thrown  about  teachers 
who  are  capable,  and  who  are  making  teaching  their  life  work.  As 
apropos  to  this  discussion,  w^e  mention  again  the  movement  in 
favor  of  better  school  supervision  through  the  employment  of  grade 
supervisors.  It  cannot  be  said  too  often  that  close,  intelligent, 
judicious  supervision,  is  necessary  for  all  grades  of  schools.  The 
supervisor  naturally  becomes  the  School  Board's  expert  witness  in 
all  appeals  which  involve  the  eflSciency  of  the  teacher.    It  is  un- 
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necessary  to  add  that,  in  the  appointment  of  supervisors,  only  such 
as  are  in  some  sense,  at  least,  educational  experts  should  be 
employed. 

THE  COLORED  INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  matter  of  the  proper  education  of  the  colored  children  in  the 
State,  is  still  of  serious  concern  to  this  Board.  At  the  present  time, 
it  holds  to  the  recommendations  of  its  Committee — Messrs.  Glen  H. 
Worthington,  (former  Judge  Worthington,  of  Frederick  County)  ; 
Rufus  K.  Wood,  (now  deceased)  ;  and  W.  S.  Powell,  still  a  member 
of  this  Board,  whose  recommendations  were  accepted  and  classed  as 
most  satisfactory  by  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature 
of  1908,  to  make  inquiry  and  report  on  the  subject  of  Industrial 
Education  in  the  State;  which  Commission  reported  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1910.  To  carry  into  effect  the  plans  recommended,  after 
considerable  trouble,  this  Board  has  purchased  what  it  believes  to 
be  a  suitable  farm  of  185  acres  in  Prince  George's  County — located 
between  Arundel  and  Bowie  Stations  on  the  Baltimore  and  Potomac 
R.  R.,  (Penna.  R.  R.  System)  and  near  to  W.  B.  &  A.— Electric  R.  R. 
The  land  of  this  farm  is  of  good  soil,  and  has  sufficient  wood  for 
fuel  for  many  years,  and  good  facilities  for  the  study  of  forestry. 
It  is  proposed  to  establish  therein  a  Model,  Normal,  and  Training 
School  for  the  education  of  negro  teachers.  By  law,  this  school  is 
known  as  "State  Normal  No.  3.''  At  present  there  is  being 
constructed,  on  the  farm,  a  modern  brick  school  building,  50  x  50  ft., 
and  three  stories  high,  with  accommodations,  including  dormitories, 
for  about  forty  scholars,  and  the  school,  at  this  attractive  new 
location,  will  be  finished,  equipped  and  ready  for  opening,  Septem- 
ber 1st,  1911.  The  building  referred  to,  is  expected  to  be  the  cen- 
tral one  of  a  group,  which  in  time,  should  be  extended  for  the 
accommodation  of  three  hundred  students.  If  possible,  it  is  pro- 
posed— excepting  the  cost  to  the  State  of  the  plant,  land,  buildings, 
farm  outfit  and  salaries  of  the  teaching  force — to  make  the  institu- 
tion self-sustaining.  A  moderate  charge  of  about  seven  dollars  a 
month  will  be  made  to  students  to  cover  the  cost  of  their  food,  the 
greater  portion  of  which  is  to  be  raised  on  the  farm,  and  allowances 
will  be  made  to  them  for  the  work  they  do  on  the  farm,  in  the  shops 
and  in  the  Domestic  Science  department. 

The  curriculum  will  consist  of  Academic  training  through  the 
present  high  school  grades  of  our  Public  Schools,  with  compulsory 
elective  courses  in  Agriculture,  Mechanics  and  Domestic  Science, 
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after  the  eighth  grade  is  passed.  If  our  plan  is  successful,  any 
really  studious  and  reliable  colored  student,  male  or  female, 
entering  this  school  after  passing  through  the  fourth  grade  of  the 
public  schools,  can  be  thoroughly  educated  as  a  teacher  for  the 
colored  race,  at  a  cost  to  be  largely  covered  by  the  work  performed 
for  the  State  to  offset  the  advantages  given. 

The  school  is  now  temporarily  located  at  608  North  Eutaw  Street, 
I>altimore,  where  the  Junior  class  of  last  year  is  being  carried 
through  to  graduation.

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HEATING  AND  VENTILATING  SCHOOLROOMS. 


"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  very  much  of  the  complaint  we  hear  of  the 
injurious  effects  of  school  life  upon  children,  and  heavy  death  rate  among 
teachers  are  due  far  more  to  unwholesome  conditions  of  work,  than  to  the 
severity  of  work  itself." — Joseph  Langdon. 

"The  simplest  and  most  effective  form  of  ventilation  in  school  buildings 
in  rural  communities,  is  to  have  a  cold-air  box  extending  from  an  opening 
in  the  wall  under  the  floor,  to  a  point  immediately  beneath  the  stove.  This 
air  shaft  should  be  as  short  and  direct  as  possible.  It  should  be  at  least 
thirty  inches  square  for  a  single-room  building,  and  should  be  covered  at 
both  ends  with  a  coarse  wire  netting;  and  about  one  inch  inside  of  this 
netting,  screens  should  be  placed  similar  to  those  used  in  dwelling  houses 
to  exclude  flies.  The  opening  beneath  the  stove  should  be  provided  with  a 
slide,  which  may  be  completely  closed  during  the  time  the  room  is  being 
cleansed  or  swept.  The  stove  should  be  surrounded  by  a  Russia  iron  jacket, 
fastened  securely  to  the  floor,  and  extending  above  the  top  of  the  stove  from 
eight  to  twelve  inches.  The  sides  of  the  jacket  should  not  be  at  any  point 
within  six  inches  of  the  sides  of  the  stove.  By  this  very  simple  plan,  fresh 
air  is  admitted  to  the  room  in  any  required  volume,  and  is  passed  near  the 
stove  in  such  a  way  as  may  be  warmed  before  it  passes  into  the  room.  The 
ventilating  flue,  or  chimney,  for  school  houses  of  one  room  should  be  not  less 
than  thirty  inches  square  on  the  inside.  The  smoke-stack  should  be  about 
eight  inches  in  diameter,  and  placed  in  such  position  in  the  flue  as  to  be 
most  easily  connected  with  the  heating  apparatus.  The  register,  which  opens 
into  the  ventilating  flue  or  chimney,  should  be  about  twenty-eight  inches 
square,  and  should  be  covered  with  a  coarse  wire  netting,  bordered  by  a 
single  moulding  on  the  outside.  This  opening  should  be  near  the  floor." — W. 
W.  Stetson. 

"Hygiene,  which  concerns  the  laws  of  healthful  being,  is  at  the  foundation 
of  human  happiness.  To  be  well  and  capable  of  endurance;  to  be  strong, 
whether  it  be  to  run  a  race  or  fight  a  battle;  to  possess  nerves  which  are  not 
easily  unstrung  and  muscles  which,  through  proper  exercise  have  become 
hard  and  firm  like  iron  bands,  is  to  be  well  fitted  for  active  life.  Add  to  these 
the  clear  brain,  symmetrically  developed;  the  cunning,  skilful  hand,  and  we 
have  a  foundation  upon  which  we  may  base  a  moral  nature  which  no  tempta- 
tion can  swerve  from  the  path  of  rectitude,  and  an  intellect  which  can  accom- 
plish great  things  for  the  progress  of  mankind." — Henry  Sabin. 

Education  is  a  most  general  term,  and  we  usually  class  under  it, 
everything  which  pertains  to  the  rearing  of  children,  including  the 
agencies  and  processes  designed  to  stimulate  and  direct  the  develop- 
ment of  the  powers  or  faculties  of  our  youth.  The  oldest  and  most 
comprehensive  division  of  the  subject,  when  we  think  of  particular 
faculties,  gives  three  departments,  viz:  (1)  Physical  education,  or 
the  development  of  powers  pertaining  to  the  physical  well  being  of 
persons;  (2)  Intellectual  education,  which  regards  the  intellect, 
and  (3)  Moral  education,  which  pertains  to  the  '^propensities,  senti- 
ments, will  and  conscience."  In  this  third  division,  we  may  include 
aesthetic  and  spiritual  education.  A  public  school  system,  while 
organized  primarily  to  train  the  intellect,  must  also  provide  means 
for  making  pupils  strong  physically,  and  so  arrange  instruction 
as  to  effect,  favorably,  the  moral  nature  of  pupils.  The  County 
School  Commissioners  and  their  agents,  the  district  school  trustees, 
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should  feel  that  the  responsibility  for  the  preservation  of  pupils^ 
health  rests  largely  with  them.  The  character  of  the  instruction 
given  in  the  schoolroom  is  a  matter  which  concerns  most  the  County 
Superintendent,  and  he  is  expected  to  maintain  the  standard  of 
teaching  by  influencing  the  appointment  of  capable  teachers.  But 
this  good  work  of  the  County  Superintendent  may  be  nullified,  to  a 
large  extent,  if  teachers  are  surrounded  by  conditions  which  make 
difficult  efficient  teaching  on  the  part  of  the  instructor,  and  effective 
study  on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 

The  School  Commissioners  owe  it  to  the  cause  of  instruction  to 
provide  schoolrooms,  school  furniture,  apparatus  and  such  means  of 
heating,  lighting  and  ventilating,  as  will  make  the  process  of  educa- 
tion easy  and  stimulative.  We  have  no  right  to  expect  a  pupil  to 
rivet  his  attention  on  an  intellectual  task  if  surrounded  by  con- 
ditions and  circumstances  which  act  as  counter-stimulations. 
Pupils  need  well-lighted  and  airy  rooms,  of  even  temperature,  and 
single  desks,  adjustable  to  their  stature,  if  we  are  to  expect  mental 
tasks  to  be  performed  satisfactorily.  They  can't  work  effectually 
if  too  hot  or  too  cold,  or  if  required  to  sit  in  desks  which  are  uncom- 
fortable because  the  seat  is  too  high  or  too  low.  It  is  distinctly  the 
duty  of  the  School  Commissioners  to  study  this  phase  of  education, 
and  lend  themselves  to  the  improvement  of  the  school  plant,  by 
providing  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils  and  teachers; 
and  by  surrounding  the  school  with  good  sanitary  conditions.  Much 
commendation  is  due  for  the  substantial  progress  made  along  these 
lines  in  the  secondary  schools.  High  school  buildings  recently 
erected  in  Annapolis,  Hagerstown,  Cumberland,  Frostburg,  Catons- 
ville,  Salisbury  and  Crisfield  are  attractive  in  appearance,  and  com- 
bine the  features  which  are  essential  to  an  up-to-date  school  building. 

But  we  should  be  more  concerned  about  the  character  of  what  we 
term  our  rural  school  buildings.  What  is  the  situation  as  regards 
them?  A  majority  of  teachers,  and  the  larger  number  of  pupils,  , 
are  located  in  the  rural  and  the  village  school.  At  least  in  a  few 
communities  of  the  State,  more  money  has  been  spent  on  cow-stables 
than  on  the  schoolhouse.  More  regard  has  also  been  shown  in  such 
stables,  touching  the  questions  of  ventilation  than  in  case  of  the 
schoolhouses.  Of  course,  no  one  will  believe  that  the  people  who 
live  in  such  neighborhoods  think  the  cow  is  as  valuable  as  a  child, 
yet  there  seem  to  be  applied  more  scientific  principles  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  stable,  than  in  the  erection  of  our  smaller  school 
buildings. 

We  need  a  strong  conviction  in  the  first  place,  that  we  have  been 
really  too  parsimonious  in  the  construction  of  schoolhouses,  as  well 
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as  in  the  matter  of  providing  school  grounds.  No  school  building, 
whether  large  or  small,  should  be  built  upon  a  lot  containing  less 
than  an  acre.  From  two  to  five  acres  would  be  much  better,  and 
should  be  purchased  if  it  can  be  secured  at  a  reasonable  price.  The 
rural  school  is  facing  a  new  era,  for  it  must  sustain  a  closer  rela- 
tionship to  the  community  and  its  interests  than  heretofore;  and  in 
order  to  meet  the  new  demands  which  will  be  imposed  on  rural 
scllool  instruction,  we  must  provide  adequate  school  gi^ounds. 

School  Commissioners  should  call  a  halt  in  the  matter  of  increas- 
ing school  districts.    We  have  too  many  now.    The  recommendation 
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of  the  law,  pertaining  to  number  of  legal  voters  a  new  district  must 
'  have,  has  been  many,  many  times  disregarded,  until  w^e  are  con- 
fronted in  nearly  every  county  wdth  a  large  number  of  small  schools 
w^here  there  are  not  enough  pupils  to  create  and  sustain  a  good 
school  spirit.  Moreover,  it  costs  as  much  to  support  a  school  with 
fifteen  pupils,  as  it  does  a  school  with  thirty  or  forty  pupils.  We 
need  fewer  and  larger  rural  schools.  An  appropriation  which  will 
provide  for  the  mere  existence  of  fifty  small  schools  will  support, 
handsomely,  thirty  larger  schools. 

In  his  book  called  "Common  Sense  Didactics,"  Mr.  Sabin  says : 

"Very  few  schoolrooms  are  provided  with  artificial  means  of  ventilation. 
Even  in  those  in  which  some  attempts  are  made  in  this  direction,  the 
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means  used  are  not  adequate  to  produce  the  desired  results.  In  the  majority 
of  cases,  teachers  must  depend  upon  resources  as  seem  most  ready  at  hand. 
But  few  teachers  realize  the  necessity  of  a  supply  of  pure  air  in  the  school 
room.  A  child  requires  about  twenty-five  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air,  and  an 
adult,  about  four  thousand  cubic  feet  per  hour.  There  should  be  at  least 
thirty  square  feet  of  floor  space,  and  three  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air 


space  to  each  pupil.  A  schoolroom  22  x  33  feet,  with  a  ceiling  12  ft.  high, 
is  usually  seated  for  forty  pupils.  This  gives  over  two  hundred  cubic  feet  of 
space  to  each  person,  and  when  windows  and  doors  are  closed,  the  air  will 
be  vitiated,  or  rendered  unfit  for  breathing  in  less  than  ten  minutes." 

We  have  depended  too  long  on  windows  and  doors  for  ventilating 
schoolrooms.  We  know  it  has  been  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory. 
We  have  also  depended  on  the  ordinary  stove,  either  wood  or  coal, 
for  heating  purposes;  and  every  teacher  will  bear  testimony  that, 
with  such  an  arrangement,  the  temperature  varies  greatly  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  room. 

It  seems  that  these  two  problems  have  been  solved  by  the  invention 
of  a  system  for  heating  and  ventilating  schoolrooms,  which  is  effec- 
tive, and  the  cost  of  which  is  not  beyond  the  financial  ability  of  our 
County  School  Boards  to  meet.  We  are  not  attempting  to  boost  any 
particular  company  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  these  heating 
and  ventilating  furnaces.  Both  the  Waterbury  and  Smith  systems 
of  heating  and  ventilating  are  in  use  in  schools  of  the  State,  and 
have  proved  satisfactory.  We  give  some  cuts  as  illustrations  of  the 
system,  and  which  will  give  a  comprehensive  idea  of  its  merits. 
These  cuts  were  furnished  by  the  manufacturers. 
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This  style  eliminates  the  cost  of  a  special  flue  and  can  be  installed 
with  any  kind  or  size  of  chimney. 

The  Waterman-Waterbury  Company  makes  the  following  state- 
ment about  their  system: 

THE  WATERBURY  SYSTEM  OF  HEATING  AND 
VENTILATING. 
This  system  consists  of  a  heavy  furnace  surrounded  by  a  casing 
made  up  of  two  layers  of  metal  separated  by  two  layers  of  asbestos 
with  air  spaces  between,  making  it  as  near  heat  proof  as  practicable. 
There  is  also  supplied  an  intake  for  admitting  fresh  air  into  this 
casing  and  some  device  for  removing  foul  air  from  the  floor  of  the 
room. 

The  operation  of  the  system  is  as  follows :  The  radiating  surface 
of  the  furnace  is  used  entirely  in  heating  the  air  inside  of  the  cas- 
ing. This  creates  an  upward  draft,  pulling  cold  air  from  the  floor 
and  through  the  intake.  This  causes  the  heated  air  to  rise  and 
spread  out  along  the  ceiling.  In  this  way,  a  constant  circulation  of 
tempered  air  is  produced  throughout  the  room.  As  the  casing  is 
heat  proof,  the  temperature  a  few  inches  away  from  it  is  no  higher 
llian  that  in  the  farthest  parts  of  the  room.    As  the  heating  is 
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entirely  by  the  current  of  air,  the  temperature  in  all  parts  of  the 
room  is  absolutely  uniform  and  the  floors  are  warmed. 

A  fresh  air  intake  extends  from  the  side  of  the  casing  directly 
through  the  wall  of  the  building.  Through  this,  fresh  air  is  drawn 
inside  and  is  heated.  It  is  then  distributed  throughout  the  room. 
An  ample  supply  of  warm  fresh  air  is  secured  without  the  slightest 
draft. 

In  schools  having  a  smoke  flue  that  measures  12  x  12"  or  larger, 
a  register  is  placed  in  the  face  of  the  chimney  at  the  floor  line.  This 
is  for  the  purpose  of  taking  foul  air  from  the  room.  To  prevent 
interference  of  this  current  of  foul  air  with  the  draft  of  the  stove, 
a  specially  devised  damper  arrangement  is  placed  in  the  chimney 
in  connection  with  the  smoke  pipe. 

In  schools  where  the  flue  is  small  or  located  in  the  center  of  the 
room,  a  special  ventilating  pipe  is  run  directly  from  the  floor 
through  the  ceiling  and  roof  of  the  building,  ending  outside  in  a 
galvanized  iron  cap.  About  one-half  of  this  special  pipe  is  inside 
of  the  casing  and  receives  the  direct  heat  of  the  furnace,  thus,  creat- 
ing a  powerful  upward  draft.  Tests  have  sho\^^l  that  as  high  as 
900  cubic  feet  of  air  can  be  removed  per  minute. 


THE  OLD  DOMINION  SYSTEM. 


The  system  is  placed  in  one  corner  of  the  room,  thus  leaving  the 
most  desirable  space,  generally  used  for  a  stove,  free  for  the  placing 
of  desks. 

The  casing  is  of  embossed  steel,  copper  electroplated,  giving  a 
finish  that  is  practically  indestructible  and  which  does  not  rust  nor 
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show  finger  marks.  It  adds  materially  to  the  appearance  of  the 
room. 

In  operation,  this  system  requires  no  more  care  or  attention  than 
an  ordinary  stove.  Being  placed  in  the  room,  it  is  under  the  direct 
observation  of  the  teacher  at  all  times.  As  it  does  not  over  heat 
any  portion  of  the  room,  as  does  an  ordinary  stove,  it  requires  much 
less  fuel. 

This  system  is  manufactured  by  the  Waterman-Waterbury  Com- 
pany, G14  White  Building,  Bulfalo,  N.  Y.,  and  is  sold  by  them  under 
a  guaranty  that  it  will  produce  a  uniform  temperature  of  70  degrees 
in  all  parts  of  the  room  during  cold  weather  and  that  it  will  induce 
ample  ventilation.  A  number  of  these  were  used  in  Maryland 
schools  during  the  past  winter  and  have  been  found  satisfactory  in 
every  respect.  They  are  highly  recommended  by  the  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Counties  in  which  they  are  placed. 

(The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health,  recently  issued  the  following  circular 
which  deserves  a  careful  reading  by  every  teacher  and  parent.) 

Why  Not  Protect  the  Health  of  School  Children? 
It  may  seem  strange  to  some  people  that  this  question  should  ever 
be  asked.  Indeed,  it  is  a  strange  question,  for  the  people  love  their 
children  and  certainl}^  desire  that  they  grow  up  healthy  and  strong, 
physically,  morally  and  intellectually.  The  average  person  in 
disease  prevention  is  very  frequently  impractical.  As  to  the  general 
principle,  he  is  practical,  but  when  it  comes  to  doing  certain  things 
which  are  absolutely  necessary  according  to  nature's  laws  for  the 
health  of  school  children,  he  hesitates.  It  is  generally  the  cost 
which  makes  him  pause.  ''Taxes  are  already  too  high,"  is  his  usual 
reason  for  hesitation.  If  -his  child  were  drowning  in  a  stream,  he 
would  not  hesitate  on  account  of  expense.  He  would  plunge  in, 
regardless  of  the  new  suit  of  clothes  he  might  have  on,  or  any  money 
that  might  be  in  his  pocket ;  and,  indeed,  regardless  of  his  own  life. 
This  is  because  the  facts  of  the  case  are  plainly  before  him  and  he 
understands  them.  Now  let  the  facts  necessary  in  regard  to  pre- 
serving the  health  of  school  children  in  schoolhouses  be  plainly 
before  him  and  again  he  will  not  hesitate.  He  will  then  advocate 
iiud  demand  every  sanitary  condition.  He  will  demand  that  school 
children  must  have  and  shall  have  the  full  amount  of  pure  fresh  air 
which  nature  requires,  for  otherwise  they  can  not  preserve  their 
health.  Why  not  the  full  amount  of  air  be  given  to  school  children? 
Why  withhold  it? 

IMPORTANCE  OF  PURE  AIR. 

We  find  in  nine  schoolhouses  out  of  ten  that  the  simple  matter  of 
ventilation  is  not  properly  attended  to,  and  the  school  children 
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suffer.  Parents  in  any  locality  would  stop  work  and  spend  their 
last  cent  to  prevent  their  children  from  being  injured  in  any  open 
and  plainly  seen  way,  but  they  do  hesitate  to  prevent  injury  to  their 
children  when  it  occurs  by  a  slow  and  not  well-understood  process. 
Let  us  consider  what  happens  when  children  are  shut  up  in  a  school- 
room that  is  heated  by  stoves,  and  no  ventilating  ducts  in  the  walls, 
and  perhaps  where  cross  lights,  or  direct  lights,  or  insufficient  light 
strain  and  injure  the  eyes. 

HEATING  AND  VENTILATION. 

A  schoolroom  in  w^hich  there  is  a  stove  is  never  evenly  and  uni- 
formly warmed,  and  the  same  air,  or  about  the  same  air,  is  heated 
over  and  over,  denying  the  pupils  the  amount  which  nature  says  they 
must  have  to  keep  well.  Besides  this,  the  children  near  the  stove 
are  overheated,  made  sweaty  and  uneomf  or  table,  and  in  conse- 
quence can  not  study  and  progress  as  they  should.  They  are  also 
rendered  more  liable  to  catch  cold  when  they  go  out.  All  of  this  is 
a  handicap  upon  them.  But  remember,  also,  that  the  children 
seated  away  from  the  stove  are  cold  and  chilly,  and  in  consequence 
can  not  study  and  progress  as  they  should,  and  they,  like  the  over- 
heated ones  near  the  stove,  are  more  liable  to  catch  cold.  So  it 
appears  that  heating  schoolrooms  with  stoves  is  a  money  loss,  for 
it  puts  a  handicap  upon  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  and  besides 
makes  them  more  liable  to  colds.  Indeed,  it  is  extravagant,  bad 
business,  unjust  and  cruel  to  the  children. 

It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  properly  ventilate  a  schoolroom  by 
windoics  and  doors  in  the  icinter  time.  To  ventilate  properly  it  is 
necessary  to  have  ventilating  ducts  of  ample  size  and  always  in 
good  working  order,  and  also  necessary  to  have  a  furnace  of  ample 
size  taking  fresh  air  from  outside,  warming  and  then  introducing  it 
into  the  schoolroom.  To  not  properly  ventilate  a  schoolroom  is  to 
impose  air  starvation  upon  the  children,  and  air  starvation  is  far 
more  injurious  to  health  and  destructive  to  life  than  bad  and  insuffi- 
cient food.  We  can  do  without  food  for  ten,  twenty  or  even  forty 
days,  but  we  cannot  do  without  air  for  four  minutes.  Therefore, 
to  shut  off  even  a  fraction  of  the  amount  of  air  needed  to  maintain 
life  and  health,  is  far  worse  than  cutting  off  a  part  of  one's  usual 
food  ration. 

AIR  STARVATION. 

If  a  parent  or  school  trustee  should  so  conduct  affairs  as  to  bring 
food  starvation  upon  a  child  a  great  cry  would  immediately  arise 
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and  prompt  relief  would  be  given.  However,  nothing  is  done  when 
air  starvation  is  forced  upon  children,  because  the  people  don't 
understand.  The  people  generally  don't  know  that  where  one  per- 
son dies  of  food  starvation,  over  one  thousand  die  of  air  starvation. 
In  1905  the  exact  death  records  collected  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  in  Indiana  show  that  12,107  persons  die  of  diseases  which 
directly  attend  air  starvation^  and  how  many  deaths  were  the  in- 
direct result  of  the  same  cannot  be  known. 

Consumption,  pneumonia,  coughs,  colds  and  all  diseases  of  the 
breathing  apparatus  are  induced  by  air  starvation.  Then  why  do 
we  shut  out  the  air  and  sicken  and  die?  We  do  it  because  we  are 
ijiuorant.  It  is  a  sin  of  the  fathers  which  descends  upon  our  chil- 
dren when  we  refuse  to  supply  schoolrooms  with  air  shafts  and  all 
of  the  means  of  perfect  ventilation.  Lack  of  proper  ventilation  at 
the  home  is,  of  course,  as  great  a  sin  as  lack  of  proper  ventilation 
of  schoolrooms.  The  neglect  to  open  bedroom  windows  at  night  and 
let  in  God's  pure  air,  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  health  and 
life,  has  killed  more  than  all  of  the  wars  known  to  history ;  and,  in 
our  ignorance,  we  keep  on  killing.  And  in  this  connection  remember 
that  night  air  is  purer  than  day  air,  and  at  night  there  is  no  air 
but  night  air. 

motive  of  state  board. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  two  objects  in  view  in  calling  the 
attention  of  the  people  to  the  sanitary  construction  of  schoolhouses : 
The  First — To  preserve  the  health  of  the  school  children,  to  save 
them  from  the  effects  of  the  sins  of  their  fathers ;  and  Second — To 
save  money  to  the  fathers  and  to  increase  the  general  happiness. 

Let  us  away  with  the  old*  unsanitary  schoolhouses,  which  are 
heated  with  stoves,  lighted  by  cross  lights,  unventilated  and  built 
flat  upon  the  ground,  and  without  clean,  easily  accessible  outhouses. 
We  owe  this  to  civilization,  to  Christianity.  It  would  be  wise  econ- 
omy and  good  business. 

carefully  watch  your  children  grow. 

A  living  human  body  is  a  sacred  thing.  The  parents  who  do  not 
pay  close  attention  to  the  health  of  their  children  are  bad  citizens. 
More,  they  are  wicked.  If  your  child  is  not  in  robust  health,  it 
probably  is  not  receiving  enough  air,  or  its  food  is  not  suitable,  or 
the  water  it  drinks  may  contain  a  very  little  poison  from  drainage, 
or  bodily  cleanliness  is  not  what  it  should  be.  When  such  school 
children  are  taken  out  of  school  they  usually  quickly  improve  in 
health.  The  principal  reason  of  the  improvement  is  the  fact  that 
they  get  more  air.  See  to  it  the  schoolhouse  is  properly  ventilated, 
and  there  will  be  fewer  sick  school  children. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  LAW  OF  1910. 
1910,  ch.  386. 

120.  The  board  of  county  school  comDiissioners  of  any  county 
shall  have  authority  to  establish  high  schools,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  State  board  of  education,  in  their  respective  counties, 
when,  in  their  judgment,  it  is  advisable  to  do  so.  All  high  schools 
so  established  and  those  now  in  operation  shall  be  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  several  boards  of  county  school  commissioners,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  provided  that  when  instruction 
below  that  of  the  high  school  grades  is  given  in  the  same  building, 
or  on  the  same  premises,  such  grade  work  may  also  be  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  board  of  county  school  commissioners,  and  the 
principal  of  the  high  school  shall  also  be  principal  of  the  elementary 
department.

121.  For  the  encouragement  of  secondary  education  in  Maryland, 
the  State  shall  extend  aid  to  such  groups  of  high  schools  as  shall 
be  herein  designated  and  described,  and  in  such  amounts  and  in 
such  manner  as  shall  hereinafter  be  set  forth.  All  high  schools  of 
the  counties  of  the  State  of  Maryland  receiving  State  aid  shall  be 
arranged  by  the  State  board  of  education  into  two  groups,  to  be 
designated  first  group  and  second  group,  according  to  the  number 
of  pupils  enrolled,  teachers  employed,  and  years  of  instruction  given. 
High  schools  of  the  first  group  shall  fulfill  the  following  minimum 
requirements:  (a)  an  enrollment  of  not  less  than  eighty  pupils; 
(6)  employ  not  less  than  four  teachers  for  the  regular  high  school 
work,  exclusive  of  instructors  of  special  subjects  named  under  (e)  ; 
(c)  four  years'  course  of  instruction  of  not  less  than  thirty-six  weeks 
in  each  year,  same  to  conform  to  the  standard  required  by  the  State 
board  of  education;  {cl)  the  annual  salary  of  the  principal  to  be  not 
less  than  $1200,  and  the  salary  of  each  assistant  teacher  regularly 
employed  to  be  not  less  than  |500  per  annum;  (e)  provision  to  be 
made  for  manual  training  and  domestic  science  courses,  and  also  a 
commercial  or  an  agricultural  course,  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  county  school  commissioners.  High  schools  of  the  second 
group  shall  fulfill  the  following  minimum  requirements:  [a)  an 
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enrollment  of  not  less  than  thirty-five  pupils;  [h)  employ  not  less 
than  two  teachers  for  the  regular  high  school  work,  exclusive  of 
instructors  of  special  subjects  named  under  (e)  ;  (c)  a  three  years' 
course  of  instruction  of  not  less  than  thirt3-six  weeks  in  each  year, 
same  to  conform  to  the  standard  required  by  the  State  board  of 
education;  (d)  the  annual  salary  of  the  principal  to  be  not  less  than 
flOOO,  and  that  of  each  assistant  to  be  not  less  than  $500;  (e)  pro- 
vision to  be  made  for  a  manual  training  or  an  agricultural  or  a 
commercial  course,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  county 
school  commissioners,  provided  that  no  high  school,  which  fulfills  the 
conditions  under  (Z)),  (c),  {d)y  and  (e),  and  is  now  on  the  list  of 
approved  high  schools,  shall  be  excluded  from  this  group  within  two 
years  from  the  first  day  of  June,  1910.  The  course  of  instruction  in 
schools  of  the  second  group  may  be  extended  to  four  years  by  the 
board  of  county  school  commissioners  by  the  employment  of  such 
additional  teacher  or  teachers  as  may  be  required  by  the  State 
board  of  education,  provided  that  the  salary  of  such  additional 
teacher  or  teachers  shall  be  paid  wholly  by  the  said  board  of  county 
school  commissioners ;  and  in  the  schools  of  the  second  group,  where 
the  course  of  instruction  has  been  so  extended  to  a  four-year  course, 
the  graduates  shall  receive  the  same  recognition  as  graduates  of 
schools  of  the  first  group.  No  promotions  of  high  school  pupils 
from  one  grade  to  another,  or  graduation,  shall  be  made  without  the 
approval  of  the  principal  and  the  county  superintendent.

122.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  superintendent  of  education, 
or  some  person  designated  by  him,  to  make  an  annual  inspection  of 
all  high  schools  receiving  State  aid,  and  also  such  other  schools  as 
make  application,  through  their  respective  county  superintendents, 
to  receive  said  State  aid.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
August  of  each  year,  prepare  a  list  of  high  schools,  designating  the 
group  to  which  each  belongs,  the  amount  of  said  State  aid  to  which 
each  is  entitled,  and  to  whom  same  should  be  paid.  Preparation  of 
said  list  shall  be  based  on  information  obtained  through  the  annual 
inspection,  written  reports  of  the  principal  or  county  superin- 
tendent, or  other  reliable  source.  The  superintendent's  report  of 
such  schools  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  board  of  education  for 
approval,  and  when  approved,  said  board  shall  certify  same  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  treasury,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of 
each  year,  and  said  comptroller  of  the  treasury  shall  issue  his 
warrant  upon  the  treasurer  of  the  State  in  equal  quarterly  instal-

raents  in  each  and  every  year  at  the  time  when  the  public  school  tax 
is  now  or  may  hereafter  be,  distributed,  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
treasurers  of  the  respective  boards  of  county  school  commissioners 
or  the  board  of  commissioners  of  public  schools  of  Baltimore  city, 
for  such  sum  or  sums  as  they  are  entitled  to  receive  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  and  shown  by  the  certified  list  of  high 
schools  as  aforesaid;  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  levy  for  public 
schools;  provided,  however,  that  the  apportionment  authorized 
in  this  section  for  October  1,  1910,  and  January  1,  1911,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  receipts  of  the  treasury;  and  provided 
further,  that  any  high  school  receiving  State  aid,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article,  shall  forfeit  its  right  to  receive  State  aid 
under  the  provision  of  any  other  act  or  resolution  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  to  repeal  any  appropriations  made  prior  to  the  year 
1872  and  chargeable  to  what  is  known  as  the  academic  fund;  nor 
shall  any  school  now  receiving  an  appropriation  from  the  State  lose 
same  until  such  time  as  it  shall  receive  an  appropriation  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

123.  Each  high  school  in  the  first  group  in  the  counties  of  Mary- 
land shall  receive  State  aid  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  of  instruction, 
and  in  the  following  manner:  The  sum  of  |G0O  on  account  of  the 
principal,  and  the  sum  of  |300  on  account  of  each  of  the  first 
three  assistants  employed  for  regular  high  school  work;  the  sum 
of  |400  on  account  of  each  of  two  special  teachers,  who  shall 
spend  not  less  than  two-fifths  of  their  time  in  the  school  receiving 
said  amounts;  and  the  sum  of  flOO  on  account  of  each  additional 
regular  grade  teacher,  provided  the  total  amount  does  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  |2o00.  In  this  article  the  term  special  teacher  shall 
be  construed  to  tnean  a  teacher  of  commercial,  manual  training, 
domestic  science  or  agricultural  branches.  Each  high  school  in 
the  counties  of  Maryland  of  the  second  group  shall  receive  State 
aid  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  of  instruction,  and  in  the  following 
manner :  The  sum  of  |600  on  account  of  the  principal ;  the  sum  of 
|400  on  account  of  one  assistant  teacher  employed  for  regular  high 
school  work;  and  the  sum  of  |400  on  account  of  the  instructor  of 
special  subjects  to  be  designated  by  the  county  school  board;  pro- 
vided that  if  an  instinictor  in  manual  training  or  agricultural  work 
be  required  to  divide  his  or  her  time  among  not  more  than  four 
schools  of  this  group,  |150  shall  be  allowed  on  account  of  each  of 
such  schools ;  provided  also  that  the  amount  to  be  received  by  each  of 
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the  four  high  schools  of  Baltimore  city  shall  be  equal  to  the  maxi- 
mum amount  received  on  account  of  any  high  school  in  the  counties 
of  the  State;  provided  further,  that  the  board  of  county  school 
commissioners  of  each  county  shall  submit  annually  to  the  county 
commissioners  of  their  respective  counties,  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  date  for  making  the  usual  county  levy  for  school  purposes,  a 
list  of  all  high  schools  of  the  county,  including  those  not  entitled  to 
State  aid,  as  well  as  those  classified  in  this  article,  and  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  estimated  cost  of  maintaining  same,  and  the  said 
boards  of  county  commissioners  shall  make  a  separate  levy  for  high 
schools,  publishing  same  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks 
prior  to  date  of  making  said  levy,  in  one  or  more  county  papers.

123A.  All  certificates  or  diplomas  issued  to  students  having  com- 
pleted a  course  of  study  in  a  high  school  of  the  counties  of  Maryland 
shall  show  the  group  to  which  said  high  school  belongs,  the  course 
taken  by  the  student,  and  the  number  of  years  of  instruction  given, 
and  the  graduates  of  any  approved  high  school  providing  a  four 
years'  course  shall  be  admitted  without  examination  to  the  freshman 
class  of  any  college  of  Maryland  receiving  financial  aid  from  the 
State.

123B.  The  State  board  of  education  shall  prepare  the  course  of 
study  to  be  used  by  the  several  groups  of  high  schools  described  in 
this  article,  and  have  authority  to  make  any  by-law  for  their  govern- 
ment not  at  variance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

BY-LAWS  STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 
ARTICLE  X. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

1.  High  schools  may  be  established  by  the  board  of  county  school 
commissioners  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
and  when  established  and  approved,  they  shall  be  under  the  control 
of  the  county  school  board,  who  shall  appoint  all  teachers  and 
special  instructors  for  the  high  school  grades,  and  fix  salaries  for 
same,  not  to  be  less  than  minimum  amounts  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  High  schools  shall  be  classified  as  first  group  and  second  group 
high  schools,  according  to  enrollment  of  pupils,  teachers  employed, 
and  amount  and  character  of  work  done.    The  work  of  each  school 
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must  be  inspected  annually  by  the  State  Superintendent,  the  Assis- 
tant State  Superintendent,  or  some  competent  person  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  each  high  school  princi- 
pal shall  give,  on  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education,  such  data  pertaining  to  each  high  school  department  as 
may  be  asked  for  from  time  to  time.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  the  State  Board  of  Education  shall  certify  to  the  Comp- 
troller a  list  of  high  schools  entitled  to  receive  State  aid,  with  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  on 
account  of  each  school. 

3.  High  schools  of  the  first  group  shall  fulfill  the  following  mini- 
mum requirements:  (a)  an  enrollment  of  not  less  than  eighty 
pupils;  (b)  employ  not  less  than  four  teachers  for  the  regular  high 
school  work,  exclusive  of  instructors  of  special  subjects  named 
under  (e)  ;  (c)  four  years'  course  of  instruction  of  not  less  than 
thirty-six  weeks  in  each  year,  same  to  conform  to  the  standard 
required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education;  (d)  the  annual  salary  of 
the  principal  to  be  not  less  than  |1,200,  and  the  salary  of  each 
assistant  teacher  regularly  employed,  to  be  not  less  than  |500  per 
annum;  (e)  provision  to  be  made  for  manual  training  and  domestic 
science  courses,  and  also  a  commercial  or  an  agricultural  course,  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  board  of  county  school  commissioners. 

4.  High  schools  of  the  second  group  shall  fulfill  the  following 
minimum  requirements;  (a)  an  enrollment  of  not  less  than  thirty- 
five  pupils;  (b)  employ. not  less  than  two  teachers  for  the  regular 
bigh  school  work,  exclusively  of  instructors  of  special  subjects  named 
under  (e)  ;  (c)  a  three  years'  course  of  instruction  of  not  less  than 
thirty-six  weeks  in  each  year,  same  to  conform  to  the  standard 
required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education;  (d)  the  annual  salary 
of  the  principal  to  be  not  less  than  |1,000,  and  that  of  each  assistant 
to  be  not  less  than  |500;  (e)  provision  to  be  made  for  a  manual 
training,  or  an  agricultural,  or  a  commercial  course,  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  county  school  commissioners. 

5.  The  course  of  instruction  in  schools  of  the  second  group  may 
be  extended  to  four  years  by  the  board  of  county  school  commis- 
sioners, by  the  employment  of  such  additional  teacher  or  teachers  as 
may  be  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  provided  that  the 
salary  of  such  additional  teacher  or  teachers  shall  be  paid  wholly 
by  the  said  board  of  county  school  commissioners;  and  in  those 
schools  of  the  Second  Group,  where  the  course  of  instruction  has 
been  so  extended  to  a  four-year  course,  the  graduates  shall  receive 
the  same  recognition  as  graduates  of  schools  of  the  first  group. 
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6.  When  application  is  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for 
an  inspection  of  a  high  school  of  the  first  group,  there  shall  be 
enrolled  in  the  high  school  department  at  least  eighty  pupils,  and 
the  number  of  teachers  employed  to  give  the  academic  instruction 
shall  be  at  least  four  at  time  such  application  is  made;  and  for  high 
schools  of  the  second  group,  the  enrollment  shall  be  at  least  thirty- 
five,  and  the  number  of  academic  teachers  not  less  than  two  or  the 
equivalent  of  two  teachers,  when  application  is  made.  In  the  item 
of  enrollment  for  both  first  and  second  group  high  schools,  that  for 
the  preceding  year  will  be  accepted,  unless  for  special  reasons  the 
State  Board  of  Education  shall  fix  some  other  basis. 

7.  Students  of  the  high  school  grades  shall  pursue  the  branches 
of  study  and  lines  of  work  laid  down  in  the  curriculum  adopted  by 
the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  shall  take  such  tests  and  exami- 
nations as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  county  school  authorities.  Pro- 
motion from  one  year's  grade  to  another,  and  graduation  from  the 
high  school  department  must  have  the  joint  approval  of  the  principal 
of  the  school  here  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  county 
in  which  the  high  school  may  be  located.  Graduates  of  the  academic 
and  other  elective  courses  shall  rank  equally  in  recognition,  but  the 
diploma  shall  show  which  course  was  pursued  by  the  person  to  whom 
same  is  granted. 

8.  In  the  schools  of  the  second  group,  the  term  ^'manual  training" 
shall  be  construed  to  include  domestic  science — the  former  for  male, 
and  the  latter  for  female  students.  The  same  instructor  may,  if 
practicable,  give  instruction  in  both  subjects.  Two-fifths  of  the 
instructor's  time  shall  be  required  for  the  school  receiving  State  aid 
on  account  of  said  instructor's  services. 

9.  Every  high  school,  whether  of  the  first  or  second  group,  shall 
have  a  library  of  well  selected  books  in  which  there  shall  be  at  least 
(>ne  hundred  volumes  (exclusive  of  public  documents  and  text-books 
furnished  the  students),  which  are  related  to  the  various  subjects 
taught  and  which  may  be  used  by  pupils  to  reinforce  the  regular 
text-book  instruction.  Such  volumes  must  be  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education. 

10.  Every  high  school,  whether  of  the  first  or  second  group,  must 
have  a  science  laboratory  located  in  a  suitable  room,  which  shall  be 
equipped  by  September  15,  1911,  with  not  less  than  $150  wortli  of 
apparatus,  and  material  in  the  proper  portions  for  the  teaching  of 
the  various  science  branches  required  to  be  taught,  and  such  addi- 
tional amounts  of  apparatus  and  material  as  the  State  Board  of 
Education  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  on  six  months'  notice. 
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All  orders  for  apparatus  shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent before  being  placed. 

11.  Instructors  in  the  manual  training,  domestic  science,  com- 
mercial or  agricultural  courses  must  hold  a  certificate  of  proficiency 
in  such  subjects  as  they  are  required  to  teach,  same  to  be  approved 
by  both  the  State  and  county  superintendents.  In  case  any  such 
instructor  does  not  hold  such  a  certificate,  he  or  she  shall  take  such 
an  examination  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  county  superintendent, 
with  the  approval  of  the  State  superintendent. 

12.  Thirty  days  prior  to  making  the  annual  levy  in  each  county, 
the  board  of  county  school  commissioners  shall  submit  to  the  county 
commissioners  a  list  of  all  the  high  schools  of  the  county,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  the  cost  of  instruction  in  such  schools,  and 
publish  same  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  one  or  more  of  the  papers 
published  in  said  county. 

13.  Any  high  school,  of  either  first  or  second  group,  receiving 
State  aid  under  the  provisions  of  the  high  school  law  passed  in  1910, 
shall  forfeit  any  special  State  appropriation  heretofore  made  for 
such  schools,  except  academic  appropriations  made  prior  to  1872. 

14.  State  aid  is  based  on  the  cost  of  instruction  and  for  first  group 
schools  as  follows :  The  sum  of  $600  on  account  of  the  principal, 
and  the  sum  of  $300  on  account  of  each  of  the  first  three  assistants 
employed  for  regular  high  school  work ;  the  sum  of  $400  on  account 
of  each  of  two  special  teachers,  who  shall  spend  not  less  than  two- 
fifths  of  their  time  in  the  school  receiving  said  amounts ;  and  sum  of 
|100  on  account  of  each  additional  regular  grade  teacher,  provided 
the  total  amount  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,500.  For  second 
group  schools :  The  sum  of  $600  for  the  principal,  and  $400  for  one 
assistant  teacher  employed  to  do  regular  grade  or  academic  work; 
the  sum  of  $400  for  salary  of  one  special  instructor,  provided  that  if 
an  instructor  in  manual  training  or  agriculture  be  required  to  divide 
his  or  her  time  among  not  more  than  four  schools  of  this  group,  $150 
shall  be  allowed  on  account  to  each  school;  provided,  further,  that 
the  total  amount  for  any  one  school  of  the  second  group  shall  not 
exceed  $1,400. 

15.  Where  grade  work  below  that  of  the  high  school  department  is 
done  in  the  same  building  or  on  the  same  premises,  such  grade  work 
may  be  under  the  control  of  the  county  school  board,  and  the  princi- 
pal of  the  high  school  shall  be  principal  also  for  the  grades  below 
those  of  the  high  school  department.

Normal  School. 
December  3,  1909. 

The  Maryland  High  School  Teachers'  Association  convened  in 
Baltimore,  Friday,  December  3,  1909.  Members  registered  showed 
a  gain  of  19  over  the  corresponding  period  of  the  year  preceding, 
although  the  registration  lists  never  show  the  correct  number  of 
those  attending  the  meeting,  as  many  fail  to  register. 

*In  the  afternoon  the  following  subjects  were  discussed  in  well 
attended  section  meetings  held  at  the  Normal  School:  The  Com- 
mercial Course,  English,  History,  Latin,  Mathematics,  and  Science. 

The  evening  meeting  was  addressed  by  the  following  prominent 
people:  Miss  Richmond,  of  the  State  Normal  School;  Mr.  Harold 
Randolph,  Peabody  Conservatory;  Miss  Minnie  Murphy,  Ellicott 
City  High  School;  Mr.  Howard  C.  Hill,  Allegany  County  High 
School,  Cumberland ;  Mr.  Earl  B.  Wood,  Supt.  Montgomery  County ; 
Dr.  Thomas  Baker,  Tome  Institute.  Music  w^as  rendered  by  the 
Baltimore  Polytechnic  Orchestra,  Miss  Forrest  and  Miss  Williams. 
An  informal  reception  followed. 

Md.  State  Normal  School^  December  4,  1909. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  with  about 
forty-five  members  present.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  as 
the  President  and  Vice-President  were  absent,  the  officers  to  take 
their  places  for  the  ensuing  year  be  elected  at  once.  The  result 
was  as  follows :  President,  Edward  C.  Hill,  Cumberland ;  Vice- 
President,  R.  I.  Manning,  Laurel;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Rosa

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President  to  appoint  other  special  or  local  Committees  when  neces- 
sary, this  Committee  also  to  look  into  the  matter  of  appropriations 
to  private  secondary  school. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  Committee  on  Institute  work  be  con- 
tinued. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Commercial  Teachers  had  organized 
a  section  in  connection  with  the  High  School  Teachers'  Association 
to  promote  the  interests  of  their  work. 

The  Manual  Training  Teachers  also  reported  that  they  had  decided 
to  affiliate  themselves  with  the  High  School  Teachers'  Association. 

Moved  and  carried  that  thanks  be  given  to  the  State  Normal 
School  and  to  all  who  had  taken  part  in  the  meetings  of  December, 
1909.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  SCHOOL  COMMISSIONERS 
AND   COUNTY  SUPERINTEN- 
DENTS OF  MARYLAND. 


December  2nd  and  3rd,  1909. 
Maryland  State  Norinial  School. 

The  School  Commissioners'  and  County  Superintendents'  Associa- 
tion of  Maryland,  met  in  the  library  of  the  State  Normal  School, 
Baltimore.  The  first  session  was  called  to  order  at  10.30  A.  M.  by 
the  president,  Mr.  Edmund  P.  Cohill. 

Supt.  A.  S.  Cook,  of  Baltimore  County,  discussed  "A  Feasible 
Plan  for  County  Supervision,"  taking  up  the  physical  side  of  the 
problem,  as  found  in  his  own  county.  Miss  Lida  L.  Tall,  a  Super- 
visor in  the  same  county,  followed,  showing,  in  part,  what  one  of 
her  capacity  can  do  toward  supplementing  the  work  of  the  superin- 
tendent. In  the  general  discussion,  the  representatives  from  the 
counties  where  the  supervisor  has  become  a  permanent  part  of  the 
system,  spoke  most  enthusiastically  of  the  results  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  teaching  force. 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  Lewis,  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  read  a 
thoughtful  paper  on  ^'How  Are  We  to  Secure  Trained  Teachers." 
A  few  of  his  suggestions  were :  Adequate  Normal  School  facilities, 
training  classes  in  high  schools,  and  a  State  Summer  School. 

Dr.  Fanny  C.  Gates,  of  the  Woman's  College,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Education  of  the  Maryland  State  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  in  a  few  words  told  the  Association  of  the  desire  of 
the  Federation  to  cooperate  with  it  in  any  and  all  efforts  for  the 
advancement  of  education  throughout  the  State. 

"What  can  this  Association  Do  to  Help  Establish  a  Summer 
School?"  was  ably  discussed  by  Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner,  of  Hopkins 
University.  The  Association  was  a  unit  in  support  of  the  Summer 
School  idea. 

In  response  to  roll  call  representatives  of  about  one-half  of  the 
counties  expressed  themselves  as  favoring  a  Compulsory  Education 
Law. 

The  Committee  on  resolutions,  Supt.  John  P.  Fockler  and  Dr.  M. 
Bates  Stephens,  submitted  the  following  report : 
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The  Association  of  School  Commissioners  and  County  Superintendents  of 
Maryland  now  in  session,  with  representatives  of  our  school  system  from 
every  section  of  the  State,  extends  its  thanks  to  those  persons  who  have 
contributed  to  the  success  of  the  meeting  by  the  able  discussion  of  the  topics 
specified  on  the  program,  and  its  appreciation  of  a  combined  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  our  school  officials  to  make  school  administration  and  super- 
vision more  effective.  The  Committee  offers  the  following  summary  of  the 
excellent  suggestions  which  have  been  made  during  the  meeting  as  resolu- 
tions or  recommendations: 

1.  There  must  be  a  general  recognition  of  the  fact  that  adverse  public 
sentiment  will  seriously  hinder  the  work  of  even  our  best  school  officials  and 
teachers.  Public  school  work,  to  be  effective,  must  have  public  approval  and 
support.  We  must  keep  the  patrons  informed  as  to  what  we  are  doing  and 
convince  them  as  to  the  purposes  of  school  work,  and  bring  then  into 
harmony  with  modern  methods  in  teaching.  The  County  Superintendent 
should  arrange,  each  year,  numerous  meetings  to  be  held  for  this  purpose 

•  and  organize  a  parents'  club  in  each  school  community,  if  possible. 

2.  The  cost  of  supervision  in  our  State  is  not  in  proportion  to  the  large 
amount  spent  annually  for  maintaining  our  system  of  education.  The  whole 
purpose  of  supervision  is  to  insure  the  best  results  in  the  school  room.  This 

iji  3annot  be  attained  unless  we  have  trained  supervisors,  who  may  be  permitted 
to  visit  the  teachers  frequently.  We  heartily  commend  the  officials  of  those 
counties  who  have  supplemented  the  work  of  the  county  superintendent  by 
providing  grade  supervisors,  and  we  believe  this  plan  should  be  adopted  in 
ill  the  counties  and  that  the  General  Assembly  should  encourage  the  idea 

^'  Df  closer  supervision  by  revising  the  present  law  to  meet  the  present  con- 

p.  iitions. 

3.  We  are  in  entire  accord  with  the  efforts  to  induce  the  Trustees  of  the 
rohns  Hopkins  University  to  establish  a  summer  school  for  teachers,  and  we 

le  'ecommend  that  both  State  and  county  school  officials  do  all  they  can  both 
n  the  matter  of  sympathy  and  other  encouragement  to  make  the  summer 
school  a  success  should  it  be  inaugurated.  We  desire  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  excellent  showing  made  by  Dr.  Edward  F.  Buchner  in  providing 
!0urses  for  teachers  by  a  joint  arrangement  between  the  Hopkins  University 

'  md  the  Woman's  College. 

'    4.  We  commend  to  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  our  people,  a  declara- 
|ion  recently  made  by  Governor  Crothers  that  the  public  school  teacher  is 
'  he  most  important  official  of  the  State.    If  the  interests  committed  to  the 
eachers  are  so  sacred  and  the  duties  of  teaching  so  important,  it  follows 
hat  there  should  be  the  greatest  preparation  by  the  teacher  for  the  work. 
'  ^''e  urge  the  extension  of  facilities  for  normal  school  training,  and  such 
,f  idditional  inducements  as  will  attract  our  best  young  men  and  ladies  to  pre- 
)are  themselves  for  teaching.    It  should  become  a  maxim  that  the  best 
'  nergies  of  a  State  are  never  employed  better  than  when  providing  adequate 
pichool  facilities  for  our  boys  and  girls,  and  the  foundation  of  all  substantial 
chool  progress  is  in  securing  capable  teachers,  which  can  best  be  done  by 
taying  fair  salaries. 

r  5.  We  deplore  the  loss  which  the  membership  of  this  Association  and  the 
|}tate  School  system  has  sustained  since  our  last  meeting,  in  the  death  of 
Ion.  Rufus  K.  Wood,  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who  died 

-rlt  his  home  at  Sparrows  Point  last  May;  and  of  John  S.  Sudler,  a  member 
f  the  Somerset  County  School  Board;  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Stonestreet,  of  Mont- 
omery  County.    Each  of  these  men  labored  zealously  for  the  best  interests 

ii^  f  our  public  schools  in  his  respective  sphere,  and  contributed  largely  to 
ring  about  improved  school  conditions. 

As  a  pleasant  closing  feature,  the  students  of  the  Normal  School,

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS'  SECTION. 

Hotel  Rennert^  Baltimore,  December  1,  1909. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  Stephens,  who  stated  that 
President  Dashiell  could  not  be  present,  and  on  motion,  Mr.  A.  S. 
Cook  was  called  to  preside,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Sasscer  acted  as 
Secretary. 

The  first  subject  on  the  program — ''Needed  Changes  in  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  State  Board  of  Education" — was  discussed  by  Dr.  S. 
Simpson,  and  others. 

The  presiding  officer  called  attention  to  the  following  proposed 
changes  in  the  By-Laws: 

Ordered  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  that  Section  7,  of  Article  6  of 
the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  be  revised  and 
reenacted  to  read  as  follows: 

7.  For  each  day's  absence  from  school,  without  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
stated  in  the  quarterly  report  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  County  School 
Commissioners,  the  teacher  shall  forfeit  the  proportionate  amount  of  salary 
for  the  time  so  lost.  Every  teacher  regularly  employed,  who  shall  submit 
satisfactory  proof  of  same  to  the  County  School  Board,  shall  be  allowed  not 
more  than  twenty  days  for  the  school  year  for  actual  sickness;  and  the 
County  School  Board  shall  pay  to  said  teacher,  for  the  number  of  days  thus 
lost,  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  amount  of  salary  received  by  him  or  her 
when  in  actual  service.  Any  time  lost  by  the  teacher,  whether  from  sickness 
or  any  other  cause,  shall  not  be  made  up  by  teaching  on  Saturdays  or  legal 
holidays,  or  at  extra  hours.  The  days  of  absence  and  causes  therefor  shall 
be  noted  in  the  quarterly  report,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  County  School 
Board  shall  keep  a  correct  statement  of  same  in  an  appropriate  record  book. 

Discussion  was  participated  in  by  Dr.  Garner,  Messrs.  Orem, 
Noble  and  others.  Mr.  Browning  moved  that  the  State  Board  strike 
out  ithe  present  by-law.  A  motion  to  approve  the  by-laws  as 
amended  was  adopted. 

The  next  subject  on  the  program  was  ^^The  Salary  Law  of  1908." 
Discussion  was  opened  by  Mr.  McMaster.  He  recommended  that 
should  the  law  be  declared  unconstitutional,  that  another  law  along 
same  lines  be  enacted.  Mr.  Holloway  presented  the  following: 
"That  the  State  Board  of  Education  be  requested  to  rescind  their 
supplementary  interpretation  of  their  by-law  of  March  17,  1909, 
and  allow  the  by-law  to  stand  as  originally  passed,  giving  County 
Superintendents  the  authority  to  classify  Life  Certificates  and 
Normal  School  diplomas. 

Mr.  Willison  opened  the  discussion  on  "What  Should  be  the 
Requirements  of  an  Approved  High  School?"  He  made  the  follow- 
ing recommendations : 
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REQUIREMENTS  OP  APPROVED  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

1.  Not  less  than  three  teachers  engaged  exclusively  in  High  School 
work. 

2.  A  science  equipment  to  value  of  not  less  than  |oOO. 

3.  Library  containing  large  English  and  Classical  dictionaries. 

100  volumes  on  English  (Including  Classics  in  Prose  and  Verses.) 
100       "        "  History  (American,  English,  Ancient.) 
25       "        "  Geography. 

4.  Branches — requirements : 

One  year  Latin,  French  or  German. 
Three  or  four  years  of  English. 
One  year  Algebra  (through  Quadratics). 
One  year  Geometry 

One  year  Science,  Physical  Geography,  Zoology,  Botany,  Physics  or 

Chemistry. 
One  year  Freehand  Drawing. 

Two  years  Manual  Training  or  Domestic  Science. 
One  year  History  (American  preferred). 

For  graduation,  four  studies  for  four  years,  covering  not  less  than 
twenty  periods  a  week,  should  be  required. 

5.  Where  the  four  High  School  classes  shall  average  more  than 
thirty  pupils,  an  additional  teacher  shall  be  employed.  No  class 
shall  contain  more  than  forty  pupils.  No  child  shall  have  less  than 
five  3o-minute  periods  per  week. 

6.  Recommendation :  "The  qualification  of  a  High  School  teacher 
should  be  College  graduation  and  Normal  training;  or  college 
graduation  and  experience  in  grammar  grade  work. 

The  fourth  subject  for  discussion  was  ''Improvement  of  the  Rural 
School."  Mr.  Hershner  opened  this  discussion.  He  spoke  on 
methods  of  improving :  • 

(a)  Buildings. 

(b)  Grounds. 

(c)  Teachers. 

(d)  Supervision. 

He  recommended  the  organization  of  Farmers'  Clubs,  and  referred 
to  practical  benefits  already  derived  from  this  in  Baltimore  County. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Stephens,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  send 
to  Mr.  Geo.  Biddle  the  regrets  of  the  Association  that  he  could  not 
be  present  on  account  of  illness,  and  best  wishes  for  a  speedy 
recovery.

The  meeting  was  opened  with  Mr.  Herschner  presiding,  who,  after 
some  preliminary  remarks  made  an  address,  being  a  continuation  of 
the  subject  previously  treated. 

Mr.  Herschner  then  introduced  Principal  W.  C.  Wachter,  of 
Boonsboro,  who  addressed  the  meeting  on  "The  Teacher's  Respon- 
sibility Outside  of  the  Class  Room."  He  stated  in  part  that  they 
had  been  brought  to  realize  the  change  in  the  conditions  in  the 
rural  communities ;  that  all  the  good  people  do  not  live  in  the  towns 
and  cities;  and  to  look  back  to  the  source  of  much  of  our  comfort 
and  that  it  comes  from  Mother  Earth.  In  the  changed  conditions, 
instead  of  finding  dilapidated  scliool  houses  on  the  hillside  sur- 
rounded by  uneven  grounds,  such  as  we  have  just  had  pictured  to  us, 
we  see  school  buildings  in  good  repair  and  grounds  well  kept. 

In  referring  to  the  teacher's  responsibility  outside  of  the  class- 
room, Mr.  Wachter  spoke  first  of  the  teacher's  responsibility  in  re- 
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gard  to  herself,  as  bearing  on  the  care  to  be  taken  to  keep  herself  in 
good  physical  condition ;  and  then  as  regarding  deportment  and  the 
force  of  her  example  upon  the  community  as  well  as  her  pupils 
citing  in  illustration  an  instance  of  his  own  experience.  He  then 
took  up  the  responsibility  to  the  patrons  of  the  schools,  and  what 
could  be  accomplished  in  keeping  in  touch  with  them,  and  stated 
what  opportunities  teachers  in  rural  districts  have  to  further  their 
work  by  force  of  example.  Mr.  Wachter  dwelt  at  length  on  the 
responsibility  of  the  teacher  in  loyalty  to  school  authorities  and  in 
a  moral  and  religious  way,  stating  that  while  Church  and  State  are 
segregated,  the  teacher  should  be  willing  to  be  a  willing  follower 
and  supporter  of  religious  work  in  the  community. 

Miss  Isabel  Davidson  was  introduced,  and  gave  an  interesting  talk 
on  the  matter  of  discipline  while  on  the  school  grounds,  and  the 
work  of  the  "Mother  Teacher"  in  directing  the  activities  of  the 
pupils  into  safe  and  proper  channels. 

Mr.  Chas  T.  Wright,  of  Harford  County,  spoke  on  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  teacher  outside  of  the  school  room,  stating  that  his 
responsibility  outside  of  the  school  room  is  identical  with  the  respon- 
sibility inside  and  that  it  is  hard  to  separate  the  two. 

Mr.  Herschner  then  announced  that  Mr.  E'.  M.  Noble,  Superin- 
tendent of  Caroline  County,  was  not  able  to  attend  on  account  of 
indisposition,  and  that  his  paper  on  ''Rural  School  Supervision"  had 
not  been  received,  and  that  the  reading  of  it  therefore  would  have 
to  be  omitted.  In  the  absence  of  Superintendent  Noble,  Superin- 
tendent Orem  spoke  on  what  was  being  done  along  this  line  in 
Talbot  and  Caroline  Counties. 

DISCUSSION. 

At  the  presentment  of  an  opportunity  for  discussion  of  the  sub- 
jects handled.  Dr.  Saml.  Garner  asked  for  the  experience  of  others 
present  in  regard  to  beautifying  school  grounds. 

Mr.  Orem  stated  that  in  his  county  a  prize  of  |10  had  been  offered 
town  schools  that  would  make  the  most  improvement  along  this  line 
over  the  previous  year,  and  a  prize  of  |10  to  the  rural  school  doing 
the  same  thing,  the  |10  to  be  spent  for  something  in  the  school  and 
not  to  become  the  property  of  the  teacher  or  pupil. 

After  some  closing  remarks  by  Ml\  Herschner  on  the  same  subject, 
the  meeting  adjourned.

Curriculum  as  a  Finishing  Course."  Dr.  West  then  distributed 
copies  of  his  proposed  curriculum  to  each  member  of  the  Association. 

After  several  announcements  the  meeting  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow morning,  at  9.30.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 


Adopted  Thursday,  June  30,  1910. 

Ocean  City^  Md. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Maryland  State  Teachers' 
Association. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  revise  the  constitution  and  by-laws 
of  this  Association  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:

Committee. 

CONSTITUTION. 
Article  1 — Name. 

Section  1.  This  organization  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  the  Mary- 
land State  Teachers'  Association. 

Article  2 — Membership. 

Section  1.  All  persons  actively  engaged  in  educational  work  in  this  State 
are  eligible  to  active  membership  herein.  Any  such  person  may  become  an 
active  member  of  this  Association  by  paying  annual  dues  of  fifty  cents  and 
signifying  assent  to  this  Constitution,  and  may  continue  his  membership 
from  year  to  year  by  the  payment  of  the  annual  dues  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  All  friends  of  education  in  this  State,  upon  payment  of  the 
annual  dues,  may  become  associate  members,  with  all  privileges  of  the 
Association,  except  the  right  to  hold  office  and  vote  in  the  election  of  officers. 

Section  3.  Other  distinguished  educators,  and  friends  of  education,  on 
being  proposed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  may  be  elected  honorary  mem- 
bers of  this  Association. 

Article  3 — Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  the  President  as  Chairman,  the  first  Vice-President  Ex-Officio,  and  three 
other  members,  elected  by  the  Association,  provided  that  on  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  one  member  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years, 
and  one  for  three  years.  Thereafter,  as  vacancies  occur,  the  members  of 
said  committee  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  All  officers,  except 
the  elective  members  of  the  Excutive  Committee,  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

Section  2.  The  President  of  this  Association  shall  preside  at  all  sessions 
of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee;  cause  this  constitution  to 
be  enforced  according  to  the  several  provisions  thereof;  appoint  members 
of  the  standing  committee  as  herein  provided  and  all  special  committees 
unless  otherwise  determined  upon  by  resolution;  prepare,  with  the  advice 
and  assistance  of  the  Executive  Committee,  a  program  for  the  annual  meet- 
ings and  arrange  for  section  meetings;  sign  proper  orders  drawn  upon  the 
treasurer  for  funds  in  payment  of  lawful  claims  when  approved  by  the  Execu- 
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tive  Committee,  and  perform  all  other  necessary  duties,  incident  to  the  office 
of  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  membership  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association  and  .of  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  shall  provide  for  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  com- 
pleted program,  secure  special  transportation  terms  for  the  annual  meeting, 
have  charge  of  the  compiling  of  the  preceedings  of  the  annual  meeting,  and 
send  a  copy  of  same  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
within  thirty  days  after  said  session,  disseminate  information  regarding  the 
work  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  keep  a  record  of  all 
claims  and  of  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  carry  on  such  a  correspond- 
ence as  may  seem  to  him  or  to  the  Executive  Committee  desirable.  It  shall 
be  the  further  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  collect  all  membership  fees,  and  pay 
same  over  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  month,  or  at  such  other  time 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  direct.  He  shall  have  authority  to  appoint 
annually  an  enrolling  committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  the  Secre- 
tary in  the  enrollment  of  members  and  such  other  work  as  he  may  direct. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  and  pay  all  orders  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  present,  at  each 
annual  meeting,  a  written  report  of  the  finances  with  vouchers  for  all 
expenditures  and  other  documents  pertaining  to  his  office,  and  immediately 
upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  shall  turn  over  to  his  successor  all 
funds,  books,  and  other  papers  belonging  to  the  Association. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  offices  of  the  Association,  between  its  annual  sessions;  officers 
so  chosen  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  session  and  until  their  successors 
are  duly  qualified;  said  Committee  shall  have  in  charge  the  general  interests 
of  the  Association;  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  its  meetings, 
and  shall  carry  into  effect  all  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Association  not 
otherwise  provided  for.  It  shall  call  for  a  report  from  each  Standing  Com- 
mittee annually,  same  to  be  presented  to  the  President  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  the  annual  meeting.  It  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Article  4 — Committees  and  Departments. 

Section  1.  The  President  on  the  second  day  of  each  annual  session  shall 
appoint  and  announce  the  membership  of  the  following  standing  committees, 
and  designate  the  chairman  of  each: 

A  Committee  of  Five  on  Legislation. 
A  Committee  of  Three  on  Educational  Progress. 
A  Committee  of  Three  on  Auditing  Accounts. 
A  Committee  of  Three  on  Resolutions. 
A  Committee  of  Nine  to  serve  as  a  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  Teachers' 
Reading  Circle,  three  only  of  whom  are  to  be  appointed  annually  and  to 
serve  for  three  years. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  written  request  of  five  or  more  members  of  the 
Association  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
some  particular  educational  subject,  or  upon  the  order  of  the  Association  to 
that  intent,  the  President  shall  appoint  such  special  committee.  Each  com- 
mittee so  appointed  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  a  written  report, 
either  preliminary  or  complete,  and  in  suitable  form  for  filing  or  publication. 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  organized  upon  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
as  adjuncts  to  this  Association  and  subordinate  thereto  three  departments, 
namely: 

1.  The  Department  of  Primary  Education. 

2.  The  Department  of  Rural  Education. 

3.  The  Department  of  Secondary  Education. 

The  Association  may  on  resolution  provide  at  any  time  such  other 
departments  as  may  seem  advisable.  Each  department  shall  elect  its  own 
officers  and  sub-divide  its  work  in  whatever  way  may  be  deemed  practicable. 
Each  department  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  during  each  annual  session 
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of  this  Association  and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  thought  necessary. 
The  Secretary  of  each  department  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  stated 
meeting  of  his  department  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  a 
summary  of  the  proceedings  of  his  department  during  the  preceding  year. 

Article  5 — Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  hold  annual  meetings  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee,  or  by  vote  of  the 
Association,  and  other  meetings  at  the  call  of  a  majority  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association. 

Article  6 — Election  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  at  the  last  day's 
session  of  the  annual  meeting  in  the  following  manner.  The  President  shall 
appoint  two  tellers  to  collect  and  count  the  ballots.  Nominations  may  be 
made  and  the  vote  shall  then  be  taken.  The  person  receiving  the  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected.  The  Association  may,  however, 
by  a  viva  voce  vote  record  its  ballot  for  any  candidate. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  alternately  from  the  teachers, 
and  from  the  Superintendents  and  Commissioners,  and  upon  the  expiration  of 
his  term  shall  become  the  first  vice-president  of  this  Association  and  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  provided  by  Art.  3,  Section 
1,  of  this  Constitution. 

Section  3.  All  officers  elected  as  above  provided  shall  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  their  respective  positions  immediately  upon  the  close  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing at  which  they  were  elected. 

Article  7 — By-Laws. 

Section  1.  By-Laws  not  inconsistent  with  constitution  may  be  adopted  by  a 
two-third  vote  of  the  members  present  at  an  annual  meeting  and  any  By-Law 
may  be  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Article  8 — Amendments. 

Section  1.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  with  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  the  annual  meeting,  but  not  without 
a  formal  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  presented  in  writing  at  least 
one  day  previous  to  action  thereon. 

BY-LAWS. 

Article  1 — Annual  Dues. 

The  annual  dues  of  this  Association  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

Article  2 — President's  Address. 

The  President  shall  deliver  an  address  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual 
meeting. 

Article  3 — Adjournment. 

When  the  business  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  have  been  completed,  the 
President  shall  introduce  the  President-elect  to  the  Association,  and  he  shall 
declare  the  meeting  adjourned  sine  die.

1910,  ch.  210. 

139.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  school  com- 
missioners of  each  county  in  this  State,  whenever  a  suitable  building 
or  room,  or  rooms  connected  with  one  of  the  colored  schools  of  said 
county  shall  be  provided  by  the  county,  to  accept  the  same,  if,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  county  school  commissioners,  there  is  any 
necessity  therefor,  and  thereafter  to  provide  for  the  maintenance 
of  such  colored  industrial  school  or  schools  where  instruction  shall 
be  given  daily  in  domestic  science  and  such  industrial  arts  as  may 
be  outlined  by  the  county  school  board,  and  a  part  of  the  appro- 
priation— about  one-half — to  be  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  used 
for  maintaining  such  department  or  school. 

1910,  ch.  210. 

110.  Whenever  any  such  colored  industrial  school  is  opened  in 
any  county  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of  county 
school  commissioners  of  said  county  shall  report  the  fact  to  the 
secretary  of  the  State  board  of  education,  and  the  State  board  of 
education  shall,  without  delay,  proceed  to  appoint  a  proper  person, 
well  qualified  for  such  inspection,  to  visit  the  said  school  and  give  a 
certificate  of  approval  of  its  condition  and  the  plan  upon  which  it 
is  conducted  to  the  said  State  board  of  education  on  or  before  the 
tenth  of  September  following  the  inspection ;  and  said  colored  indus- 
trial school  shall  be  inspected  annually  thereafter  by  the  State 
superintendent  of  public  education,  or  by  some  person  to  be  desig 
nated  by  him,  and  the  result  of  such  inspection  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  State  board  of  education  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of 
July  of  each  year.  The  State  board  of  education  shall  submit 
annually  to  the  comptroller  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  September  a  list  of  such  schools  entitled  to  receive  the 
special  appropriation  for  industrial  education.

141.  The  comptroller  of  the  treasury,  upon  receiving  the  certifi- 
cate of  approval  from  the  State  board  of  education,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  of 
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the  State  for  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  to  the  order 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  county  school  commissioners  having 
inaugurated  such  a  colored  industrial  school  and  same  approved  by 
the  State  board  of  education,  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  on  the  first  day  of  October  of  each 
year;  one  part  of  said  appropriation — about  one-half — to  be  used 
for  the  support  of  one  colored  industrial  school  in  the  county,  and 
the  other  part — about  one-half — shall  be  used  by  the  board  of  school 
commissioners  of  the  county  where  said  colored  industrial  school 
is  located,  for  the  employment  of  a  capable  and  trained  supervisor 
of  colored  schools,  who  shall  be  required  to  visit,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  county  superintendent,  all  the  colored  schools  of  the 
county  as  often  as  said  county  superintendent  may  direct,  and 
cause  instruction  of  an  industrial  character  to  be  made  a  daily 
part  of  the  work  of  every  colored  school.  The  management  and 
control  of  such  an  industrial  school  and  the  employment  of  a 
supervisor  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  county  school 
commissioners  of  the  county  where  such  school  is  located.

143.  Xo  appropriation  for  the  full  amount  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  hereby  authorized  for  the  support  of  one  central  colored 
industrial  school  and  for  the  employment  of  a  colored  school 
supervisor  in  such  county  where  the  colored  industrial  school  may 
be  located,  shall  be  paid  as  authorized  after  the  first  annual  ap- 
propriation, unless  said  colored  industrial  school  shall  have  had 
for  the  preceding  year  an  average  attendance  of  thirty  pupils  and 
as  many  as  ten  colored  schools  in  the  county  where  such  industrial 
school  is  located.  If  in  any  county  where  there  are  less  than  ten 
colored  schools,  a  colored  industrial  school  shall  be  established,  the 
State  board  of  education,  in  its  discretion,  may  recommend  the 
payment  of  a  part  of  said  appropriation,  not  to  exceed  one-half 
the  amount,  or  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  and  when  sucli 
recommendation  is  made  to  the  comptroller,  he  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  for  said  amount, 
provided  it  does  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  whole  appropriation.

144.  The  superintendent  of  public  education  shall  supervise  and 
inspect  the  work  of  industrial  and  agricultural  training  done  in 
the  several  counties  of  the  State  under  the  provisions  of  this  article; 
collect  all  necessary  statistics  pertaining  thereto,  and  annually,  on 


lis 
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or  before  the  2()th  day  of  August  of  each  year,  certify  to  the 
comptroller  the  names  of  such  counties  as  shall  have  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article  relating  to  such  training;  and  upon 
the  receipt  of  said  certificate  from  the  superintendent  of  public 
education,  but  not  otherwise,  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  warrant 
upon  the  treasurer,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  county  school  commissioners  of  the  county  so  certified  as 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  for  the  full  amount  of  money  so  certi- 
fied to  be  due  to  such  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  article; 
and  the  superintendent  of  public  education  shall,  on  or  before  the 
20th  day  of  August  of  each  year,  submit  to  the  State  board  of  educa- 
tion a  full  report  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  industrial  and  agricul- 
tural training  in  such  counties,  and  attach  thereto  a  copy  of  the 
certificate  filed  by  him  with  the  comptroller.

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THE  NEW  NORMAL  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


By  Miss  Sarah  E.  Richmond,  Principal  Maryland  State  Normal 

School,  Baltimore. 

The  normal  school  ideal  introduced  into  America  from  Germany 
nearly  three-quarters  of  a  century  ago,  has  now  become  a  vital  part 
of  our  educational  system.  Today  nearly  every  state  has  one  or 
more  schools  for  the  training  of  teachers.  These  schools  need  to  be 
no  longer  defended.  So  fully  and  so  satisfactorily  have  they  demon- 
strated their  efficiency  as  an  educational  factor  that  the  universities 
are  now  creating  chairs  of  pedagogy. 

In  1866  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School  was  organized  with 
eleven  students  present.  For  several  years  the  classes  were  taught 
in  one  room,  no  more  being  available.  As  the  number  of  students 
increased,  conditions  became  intolerable.  Through  an  increased 
appropriation  the  school  was  enabled  to  secure  more  comfortable 
quarters — the  Athenaeum  Building — at  the  intersection  of  Charles 
and  Franklin  streets.  Its  stay  here  was  but  a  short  one  as  the 
legislature  of  1874  gave  the  school  a  permanent  home  at  Lafayette 
Square. 

The  building  was  constructed  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works — Honorable  James  Black  Groome,  Governor  of  Mary- 
land; Honorable  Levin  Woolford,  State  Comptroller;  Honorable

This  committee  planned  to  give 
the  State  a  beautiful  building  happily  located  and  with  sufficient 
ground  attached  to  allow  for  future  improvements. 

Sometimes  in  the  course  of  events,  circumstances  so  combine  as  to 
set  at  naught  the  wisest  of  preconceived  plans.  Thus  it  happened 
with  the  plans  of  this  Committee.  In  the  last  twenty-five  years 
school  architecture  has  so  improved  in  designs  and  methods  of  con- 
struction, that  the  model  building  of  thirty  or  forty  years  ago  is 
only  tolerated  now  for  want  of  means  to  tear  it  down  and  recon- 
struct another.  Thirty-five  years  ago  the  one  aim  in  public  educa- 
tion was  economy;  classes  were  large  and  teachers  were  few,  there- 
fore few  classrooms  w^ere  needed.  Today  the  individual  counts  for  a 
great  deal  and  fewer  pupils  are  assigned  to  one  teacher,  necssita- 
ting  a  larger  number  of  classrooms.  So  it  soon  happened  that  the 
number  of  classrooms  in  the  normal  school  building  were  not  suffi- 
cient to  accommodate  the  larger  number  of  classes. 

The  present  site  of  the  building  once  so  desirable — and  even  now 
so  from  a  single  point  of  view — is  within  a  block  of  the  colored 
residential  district.    The  two  streets  upon  which  it  is  located  have 
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become  prominent  business  thoroughfares  whose  noise  is  so  great,  as 
to  make  necessary,  at  times,  a  suspension  of  class  exercises,  while 
the  dust  arising  from  the  traffic  is  hurtful  to  the  books,  and  a 
source  of  danger  to  the  students  who  continually  breathe  it.  The 
adjoining  ground,  once  a  beautiful  lawn,  left  as  an  opening  for  air 
and  sunlight,  has  been  used  for  additional  buildings,  which  build- 
ings have  served  not  only  for  the  purpose  intended,  but  also  have  cut 
off  the  light  from  some  of  the  classrooms.  The  steep  roof  with  its 
towers  and  projecting  walls  has  proved  an  irreparable  leaking 
water  trough  whose  constant  repair  modifies  bad  conditions,  but 
never  permanently  removes  them.  The  building  once  so  beautiful 
and  complete  is  today  badly  lighted  in  some  parts ;  badly  ventilated ; 
has  an  insufficient  number  of  rooms  required  for  the  different  sub- 
jects in  a  modern  course  of  study,  and  is  badly  adapted  for  an  up  to 
date  normal  school.  Its  corridors  are  not  sufficiently  lighted  and 
are  narrow  enough  to  be  avenues  of  danger  should  the  necessity 
arise  for  a  hurried  passage  through  them.  Figuratively  speaking, 
the  building  is  suffering  from  '-general  debility,"  and  no  amount 
of  money  spent  upon  it  other  than  that  required  to  build  a  better 
one  would  make  it  the  school  building  required  in  the  twentieth 
century. 

The  friends  of  the  school  have  long  desired  to  see  it  located  in 
a  suburban  district  where  enough  land  could  be  obtained  to  allow

for  the  required  school  buildings  including  dormitories;  a  large 
campus ;  a  garden  of  several  acres,  and  ten  or  twelve  additional  acres 
TO  provide  for  future  contingencies. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1910,  keenly  alive  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  school,  and  appreciating  that  those  who  were  to  be  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  should  be  trained  under  the  most  favorable  con- 
ditions passed  an  act  creating  a  commission  "to  be  known  as  th*> 
Maryland  State  Normal  School  Building  Commission."  Said  com- 
mission to  consist  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  Comptroller  of 
Ihe  Treasury,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Education,  the  Principal  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School,  Honorable  J.  Charles  Linthicum,  Honorable  John  S.  Biddi- 
son,  Honorable  W.  Mitchell  Digges,  and  Honorable  Carville  D. 
Benson.  The  act  also  stated  :  "the  members  of  said  commission  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  work  for  which  it  is  established  shall 
have  been  completed;  provided,  however,  that  the  Governor  shall 
have  the  power,  in  his  discretion,  to  remove  any  member  thereof,  or 
to  till  any  vacancy  causd  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise.  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  created  by  this  act  to  select 
and  obtain  an  option  for  the  State  of  Maryland  upon  a  suitable 
site  and  have  prepared  tentative  plans  and  estimates  for  the 
necessary  buildings  for  a  new  normal  school,  which  shall  include 
dormitories  for  the  students  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal  School, 
now  located  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  commission  is  hereby 
given  authority  for  all  acts  necessary  to  accomplish  this  purpose." 
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The  commission  has  not  yet  asked  for  an  option  on  any  property, 
deeming  it  unwise  to  do  so  until  the  members  have  made  themselves 
personally  familiar  with  the  most  desirable  site  to  be  procured  at 
reasonable  prices,  said  site  to  be  near  Baltimore  City.  They  are 
studying  the  conditions  necessary  in  the  construction  of  a  most  ap- 
proved building  for  normal  school  purposes ;  conditions  that  not  only 
meet  the  needs  of  the  present  status  of  the  school,  but  will  anticipate 
its  growth  and  needs  in  the  future. 

In  the  selection  of  an  architect  it  is  hoped  the  committee  will 
make  no  mistake.  He  should  be  one  conversant  with  all  the  re- 
quirements of  the  twentieth  century  school  building,  regarding 
ventilation,  sanitation,  lighting,  heating,  size  and  grouping  of  class- 
rooms, and  their  adaptability  for  the  purpose  intended.  A  mistake 
in  this  direction  would  be  most  serious.  The  accompanying  cuts  will 
show  some  modern  normal  school  buildings  in  different  parts  of  the 
United  States.  These  buildings  seem  to  be  pleasing  in  their  architec- 
ture, harmonious  in  their  proportions,  and  finely  adapted  to  accom- 
modate comfortably  and  suitably  a  large  number  of  students. 

The  school  officials  of  Maryland  feel  obliged  to  employ  untrained  | 
and  inexperienced  teachers  since  the  normal  schools  do  not  send  out 
a  sufficient  number  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  them.  The 
State  Department  of  Education  writes  thus  upon  the  matter :  "con- 
servative estimates  put  the  need,  annually,  of  Maryland  for  new 
teachers  at  three  hundred  and  fifty.  The  normal  schools  at  present 
graduate  less  than  one  hundred.  This  means  that  the  other  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  teachers  needed  must  come  from  other  states,  or  must 
go  into  the  work  without  the  much  needed  professional  training." 

This  means  that  the  State,  in  justice  to  the  children  in  its  schools, 
should  provide  for  the  training  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  additional 
teachers ;  the  present  number  on  roll  in  the  Maryland  State  Xormal 
School  is  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  students.  Not  quite  one- 
fourth  of  these  graduate  each  year — the  course  being  one  of  four 
years.  When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  present  building  was  con- 
structed to  accommodate  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  students  only 
— the  number  then  required  by  law — it  becomes  evident  that  "a  con- 
dition not  a  theory  confronts  us." 

It  is  plainly  apparent  that  a  building  is  needed  that  will  accom- 
modate as  large  a  number  of  students  as  will  provide  a  yearly 
graduation  of  enough  teachers  to  supply  the  demands  of  the  schools. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  the  next  session  of  the  Greneral  Assembly 
to  give  the  school  such  a  building  and  to  give  it  also  a  sufficiently 
large  appropriation  to  afford  this  increased  number  of  students  op- 
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portunities  to  acquire  under  proper  conditions  the  art  of  school 
management  and  to  be  well  trained  in  the  methods  of  teaching  all 
subjects  in  the  required  courses  of  study  for  the  schools. 

An  out-of-town  site  is  preferred  for  the  Normal  School.  It  is  true 
the  city  has  its  advantages — lectures,  concerts,  churches,  libraries, 
conveniences  of  cars  and  railway  stations,  but  these  are  overbalanced 
by  the  quietness,  abundance  of  pure  air,  freedom  from  dust,  noise, 
disagreeable  odors  and  many  other  distracting  influences.  In  the 
suburbs,  at  a  comparatively  small  cost,  enough  land  may  be  pro- 
cured to  allow  the  students  abundant  room  for  all  kinds  of  out-door 
exercise,  for  gardening,  for  dairying,  and  for  whatever  purpose  pro- 
gressive education  may  demand.  The  farm  should  be  brought  nearer 
to  the  school  than  it  is.  The  soil  and  its  products  should  deserve  as 
much  consideration  in  a  course  of  study  as  interest-bearing  bonds, 
prices  of  stocks,  etc.  As  agriculture  is  taking  prominence  as  a 
study  in  our  rural  schools,  the  future  teachers  of  the  schools  should 
come  in  contact  with  farm  life. 

But  the  reason  that  appeals  to  our  hearts  as  well  as  our  judgment 
with  the  most  tremendous  force  for  locating  the  school  out  of  town 
is  that  dormitories  may  be  built  where  the  students  may  secure  a 
comfortable  home  at  a  minimum  rate,  and  be  under  the  careful  super- 
vision of  the  school  at  all  hours.  The  dormitory  system  in  a 
metropolis  seems  a  necessity.  Temptation  and  dangers  increase 
with  the  city's  growth.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Normal  School 
Baltimore's  population  has  more  than  doubled,  and  her  business 
interests  have  greatly  increased  while  cheap  amusements  have  multi- 
plied. All  these  have  added  to  the  allurements  confronting  one 
coming  from  a  quiet  rural  district.  Transplanted  from  a  community 
comparatively  harmless,  and  where  every  resident's  reputation  is 
known,  into  a  city  with  its  multitudes  of  attractions,  these  young 
girls,  students  of  the  school,  are  subjected  at  an  impressionable 
age  to  temptations  which  the  strongest  characters  sometimes  find  it 
difficult  to  resist.  Suddenly  deprived  of  the  influences  of  home  life 
and  the  wholesome  restraint  of  parental  control,  they  become  resi- 
dents of  a  large  city,  dwellers  in  a  boarding  house,  where  often  in 
kindness  few  restrictions  are  placed  upon  them. 

Surely  it  is  a  matter  of  State  concern  that  the  future  of  these 
young  people  should  not  be  endangered  through  want  of  a  judicious 
supervision. 

Aside  from  the  temptations  of  a  large  city  there  are  other  reasons, 
not  quite  so  potent,  but  yet  strong,  why  these  growing  girls  should 
find  homes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  school.    Pure  air,  whole- 
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some  food,  judicious  exercise,  make  good  blood;  and  good  blood 
ijourishes  the  cells  of  the  body.  On  the  health  of  the  cells  depends 
the  health  of  the  body.  Brain  work  is  exhausting  and  nutritious 
food  is  necessary  to  repair  this  exhaustion. 

At  present  we  are  suffering  for  the  want  of  enough  comfortable 
homes  near  the  school.  This  limited  number  is  growing  smaller  on 
account  of  the  proximity  of  the  colored  residents,  and  the  increased 
I^rice  of  food  products. 

Authority  states  that  each  person  to  maintain  health  needs  32 
cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  minute;  that  the  ordinary  gasburner 
consumes  the  air  required  for  two  persons.  Boarding  students  have 
but  one  room  to  serve  the  purpose  of  sleeping  room  and  study. 
This  room  is  not  large,  is  occupied  by  two  persons,  and  sometimes 
has  but  one  window.  Open  windows  lower  the  temperature  of 
the  room  and  expose  one  to  the  draughts,  screens  not  being  available. 
Hence  the  windows  are  seldom  open  causing  the  occupants  of  the 
room  to  sit  in  a  vitiated  atmosphere  which  poisons  the  blood  instead 
of  nourishing  it.  Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  these  students  come 
to  school  with  pale  faces,  languid  movements  and  nervous  tempera- 
ments. 

Again,  student  boarders  are  limited  in  means,  therefore  cannot 
pay  such  prices  for  accommodations  as  would  insure  warm  and 
nutritious  meals  at  such  times  and  intervals  as  the  school  hours 
admit.  Nor  will  the  anxious  and  diligent  student  permit  herself  to 
take  the  requisite  outdoor  exercise,  fearing  she  cannot  spare  the 
time  from  her  studies.  The  school  may  and  does  advise  in  this 
matter,  but  the  school  has  not  the  authority  to  compel  the  student 
to  take  outdoor  exercise,  not  being  under  its  jurisdiction  at  the 
time. 

Another  reason  for  dormitories,  not  to  be  ignored,  is  the  feeling  of 
confidence  and  ease  which  parents  must  necessarily  have  when  they 
know  their  daughters  are  under  the  protecting  and  watchful  care  of 
the  faculty  of  the  school. 

Let  us  earnestly  hope  that  our  legislators  will  give  the  matter  of 
the  new  State  Normal  School  Building  their  intelligent  and  heart;y 
support,  thus  relieving  a  situation  that  is  giving  all  the  friends  of  the 
school  deep  concern.  The  following  tables  will  show  the  cost  of 
dormitories  with  the  number  of  students  accommodated  and  other 
statistics  concerning  normal  schools :

The  Honorable^  The  State  Board  of  Education,  Annapolis,  Md. 
Gentlemen : 

In  presenting  you  the  report  of  the  Maryland  State  Normal 
School  for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1910,  I  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  hearty  support  given  me  by  your  honorable 
body  and  the  faculty  of  the  school  in  my  introductory  year  of  the 
principalship.  Each  in  its  own  way  has  so  co-operated  with  all 
efforts  in  the  management  of  the  school  that  the  year  has  not  only 
been  one  of  progress,  but  it  has  passed  quickly  and  happily  to  me, 
and  I  hope  to  all  concerned  in  its  activity. 

In  no  way  has  the  school  shown  more  improvement  than  in  the 
difference  of  attitude  taken  by  the  Senior  Class  in  its  practice 
teaching.  Formerly  the  students  entered  upon  this  phase  of  their 
professional  work  with  misgivings  and  reluctance,  and  gladly  re- 
linquished it  when  their  term  of  probation  was  over.  But  a  growing 
tendency  is  now  manifesting  itself  among  the  members  of  the 
Senior  Class  to  look  upon  the  practice  teaching  as  the  most  im- 
portant preparation  for  their  future  career.  They  eagerly  enter 
upon  their  apprenticeship,  take  up  its  duties  with  animation  and 
intelligence  and  become  much  interested  in  their  several  classes. 

I  think  this  increased  appreciation  of  their  practice  teaching  is 
due  chiefly  to  the  critic  teachers  in  the  Model  School,  who  are 
tactful,  helpful,  and  ever  sympathetic. 

I  am  glad  to  report  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  number 
of  hours  of  practice  teaching  per  student,  and  that  the  quality  of 
work  done  is  much  better. 

But  good  practice  work  requires  more  than  a  knowledge  of  the 
fundamental  principles  of  teaching,  and  the  methods  founded  upon 
these  principles.  Underlying  these — important  as  they  are — must 
be  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  subjects  sought.  Without  this 
knowledge  theory  and  methods  are  as  productive  in  results  as  is  a 
complete  knowledge  of  bread-making  without  materials  to  make 
the  bread. 
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The  high  schools  are  doing  excellent  work  in  teaching  a  knowl- 
edge of  subjects;  but,  until  every  community  has  a  good  high 
school  of  its  own,  the  Normal  School  must  make  up  the  deficiency. 
This  it  does  in  its  high  school  or  preparatory  department.  Hence 
arose  the  necessity  of  adding  two  years  to  the  course  of  study 
in  the  Normal  School  for  such  students  as  are  not  high  school 
graduates. 

Into  the  Normal  department  proper  an  increased  number  of  grad- 
uates of  high  schools  enter  j^early.  We  hope  in  a  few  years  to 
report  that  every  student  in  the  State  Normal  School  has  been 
I)reviously  graduated  from  some  approved  high  school. 

A  few  counties  in  Maryland,  keenh^  alive  to  the  educational 
interests  of  their  communities  and  the  intelligent  development  of 
the  child,  encourage  such  graduates  of  high  schools  as  intend  to 
teach,  to  take  up  a  course  in  teaching  at  a  good  Normal  School. 
Furthermore  they  give  force  to  their  suggestions  by  employing  in 
their  school — when  the  opportunity  presents  itself — such  as  have 
received  this  Normal  training. 

The  total  enrollment  of  pupils  last  year  was  354.  Of  these  64^ 
were  in  the  Senior  Class  and  received  their  diplomas  in  June.  All 
with  few  exceptions  are  now  teaching;  these  few  are  awaiting 
positions  near  home. 

The  removal  of  the  Model  School  from  its  dark  and  cramped 
quarters  in  the  main  building  to  the  more  roomy,  cheerful  and 
uirj  building  erected  for  it,  has  been  a  most  desirable  improvement. 
This  change  has  not  only  made  the  Model  School  pupils  more  com- 
fortable, and  given  us  additional  facilities  for  practice  teaching, 
but  it  has  added  to  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  Normal 
students  also  by  giving  them  additional  and  much  needed  space. 

During  the  past  year  three  requests  have  been  received  to  furnish 
teachers  in  domestic  science.  It  seems  that  a  school  whose  special 
mission  is  to  furnish  trained  teachers  for  the  public  schools  should 
be  able  to  meet  the  demands  for  teachers  made  by  these  schools. 
Yet  we  cannot  do  so  under  present  conditions.  The  question — 
shall  there  be  a  department  of  domestic  economy  in  our  Normal 
school — has  now  forced  itself  upon  us,  and  we  should  meet  it. 

There  is  a  growing  need  of  a  larger  library.  The  number  of 
volumes  has  not  increased  perceptibly  during  recent  years,  and 
many  of  those  now  in  use  are  much  worn.  A  number  of  reference 
books  should  he  added;  and  some  books  should  be  duplicated  that 
the  teachers  of  special  subjects  may  have  them  for  ready  use  in 
the  recitation  rooms  and  laboratories. 
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Again  I  have  to  announce  the  resignation  of  two  capable  teachers 
— Ida  Mason  Cox,  of  the  Physical  and  Voice  Training  Department, 
and  Rose  Baldwin,  teacher  of  Latin.  Miss  Cox  intends  to  pursue 
an  advanced  course  of  study;  Miss  Baldwin  has  accepted  a  position 
at  a  much  higher  salary  than  we  were  paying  her.  Both  have 
won  our  esteem  by  their  loyalty  to  the  interests  of  the  school.  They 
carry  our  best  wishes  with  them.

Report  of  Principal — Reginald  H.  Ridgely. 

To  the  Hoiiorahle  State  Board  of  Education,  Annapolis,  Md. 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  to  the 
condition  of  State  Normal  School  No.  2,  for  the  session  of  1909-10. 

Attendance. 

There  were  in  attendance  for  session  of  1909-10  one  hundred 
and  tAventy-three  pupils,  an  increase  of  25%  over  the  best  previous 
record  of  the  school. 

Faculty. 

The  increase  in  attendance  necessitated  an  increase  in  teaching- 
force.  One  assistant  teacher  has  been  added  to  the  Faculty,  and 
results  amply  repay  us  for  the  extra  expense.  The  members  of  the 
Faculty  have  been  loyal  to  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  and  to 
their  hearty  co-operation  is  largely  due  our  recent  success. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Faculty  that,  with  a  properly 
equipped  dormitory,  the  output  of  the  school  would  be  more  than 
doubled.  I,  therefore,  take  this  opportunity  to  urge  upon  your 
Honorable  Body  the  wisdom  of  providing  State  Normal  School  No.  2 
with  a  dormitory.

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 
history. 

On  September  15th,  1902,  the  doors  of  the  State  Normal  at  Frobt- 
burg  were  opened  to  students  for  the  first  time.  Three  classes  were 
formed :  Freshman ;  Sophomore ;  Junior.  Full  work  began  on  the 
iSth  with  the  organization  of  primary  classes  in  the  Model  Depart- 
ment.   This  was  accomplished  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
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Board  of  School  Commissioners  for  Allegany  County,  who  trans- 
ferred pupils  and  teachers  from  the  Beall  School  to  the  Normal. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  Course  of  Study  begins  in  the  Freshman  year  with  a  careful 
review  of  the  major  subjects  of  the  Common- School  branches,  pre- 
sented from  both  the  professional  and  the  academic  viewpoint,  thus 
affording  two-fold  advantage  to  the  student. — The  study  of  the 
theory  and  the  art  of  teaching  begins  in  the  Junior  year,  and  con- 
tinues throughout  the  course.  In  addition,  students  will  be  re- 
quired before  graduation  to  do  observation  and  practise  work  in  the 
Training  school  for  at  least  one  hour  a  day  during  the  last  year. 
This  is  the  keystone  in  the  arch  ivhich  Maryland  expects  her  Normal 
Schools  to  huild.  To  those  students  who  may  not  be  able  to  com- 
plete the  course,  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years  offer  excellent 
opportunity  to  prepare  for  examination  for  teachers'  certificates, 
since  they  cover  the  usual  high  school  course. 

CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

A  school  is  known  through  its  dominant  characteristics,  and  its 
value  is  determined  by  its  results.  This  school  stands,  first  of  all, 
for  the  best  that  is  possible  in  public  school  education.  It  stands 
for  the  most  practical  and  the  most  sensible  things  that  can  be  done 
for  boys  and  girls  of  this  commonwealth.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
Principal  to  put  into  the  Normal,  and,  through  its  graduates,  into 
the  public  schools,  the  things  that  shall  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
ihe  children  of  the  common  schools. 

In  the  second  place,  this  institution  stands  for  hard  work  and 
sound  scholarship.  Those  who  complete  its  course  of  study  should 
have  no  reason  to  fear  educational  tests  wheresoever  duty  calls 
them.  Its  graduates  should  be  successful  in  the  great  work  of 
teaching,  and  meet  the  commendation  of  their  official  superiors. 

In  the  third  place,  this  school  stands  for  freedom  in  method. 
There  are  no  pet  theories  to  advocate,  no  pet  hobbies  to  ride.  The 
members  of  the  faculty  must  be  specialists  in  their  respective  lines, 
and  should  be  granted  all  freedom  that  is  essential  to  the  highest 
good  in  pedagogical  training;  hence,  they  must  be  alert  and  ready, 
striving  to  attain  the  best  in  educational  results. 

In  the  fourth  place,  the  school  stands  for  sound  morals  and  high 
character,  beautified  and  ennobled  by  ''that  fine  sense  which  men 
call  courtesy."    Students  of  every  creed  and  degree  are  welcome; 
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but  the  daily  practise  of  honorable  living,  moral  dignity,  and  cour- 
teous manners  is  expected  of  all  alike. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Two  societies,  the  Stephens  and  the  Chaplain,  were  organized 
early  in  the  first  term  of  the  first  year,  and  they  hold  regular  meet- 
ings each  Friday.  Much  interest  has  been  shown  in  this  work  by 
the  students. 

THE   TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

This  department  is  in  charge  of  experienced  teachers.  Work 
begins  with  the  primary  grades,  and  every  opportunity  is  afforded  j 
for  observation  and  practice  under  criticism.  Primary  manual  train- 
ing, in  correlation  with  other  work,  is  an  integral  factor.  The 
department  is  directly  under  the  charge  of  the  Principal  of  the  j 
Normal  School,  and  is  the  very  heart  of  the  school  body. 

A  pupil  may  also  enter  the  first  year  of  the  model  department  and 
continue  through  all  the  grades  and  classes  of  the  school  until, 
finally,  the  diploma  of  the  State  is  granted  to  one  accredited  as  a 
teacher.

In  Convention  Asseniltlcd  at  Boston,  Mass.,  July  7,  1910. 
Declaration. 

The  National  Education  Association,  now  holding  its  forty-eighth 
annual  Convention  in  the  City  of  Boston  representing  every  edu- 
cational interest  of  the  Nation,  makes  the  following  declaration  of 
I)rinciples : 

1.  We  reaffirm  our  faith  in  the  schools  of  the  Republic,  believing 
that  it  is  impossible  for  the  citizens  of  a  great  democracy  to  develop 
power  and  efficiency  without  the  public  schools,  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  the  people. 

2.  A  Federal  office  of  Education  is  necessary  to  the  best  develop- 
ment of  education  in  the  several  states.  The  National  Bureau  of 
Education  has  for  many  years  rendered  a  splendid  service  in  dis- 
seminating information  and  developing  educational  ideals.  During 
tlie  past  few  years  its  increasing  service  and  enhanced  efficiency 
have  been  marked  and  stimulating.  The  plans  which  are  now  pro- 
jected have  the  earnest  approval  and  the  enthusiastic  endorsement 
of  the  educational  interests  of  the  entire  country.  The  members 
of  this  Association  hereby  express  their  appreciation  of  the  pro- 
vision made  for  the  better  housing  of  the  Bureau  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  its  staff.  We  further  respectfully  urge  on  the  Congress  an 
increased  appropriation  for  its  support.  In  particular  we  urge  that 
in  addition  to  the  usual  appropriations  the  sum  of  $75,000  be  made 
available  at  the  next  session  of  Congress  for  the  organization  of  a 
more  adequate  staff  of  specialists  with  particular  reference  to  work 
in  the  field. 

3.  In  the  judgment  of  the  National  Education  Association,  the 
time  has  arrived  for  the  formation  of  an  International  Council  of 
Education,  to  be  composed  of  leading  educators  from  all  the  prin- 
cipal nations  of  the  globe;  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  to  be 
held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  at  some  time  during  the  year  1911.  The 
Association  hereby  appoints  the  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education,  the  President  and  all  living  ex-Presidents  of  the  National 
Education  Association,  and  seven  others,  to  be  chosen  by  the  above 
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designated  persons,  as  a  committee  to  formulate  plans  for  such  an 
International  Council  and  to  attend  to  their  execution. 

4.  The  fundamental  consideration  in  any  system  of  schools  is  the 
development  of  inflexible  integrity  and  strong  moral  character  in 
those  receiving  instruction.  The  Kepublic  cannot  survive  without 
a  citizenship  with  high  ideals  of  patriotism,  duty,  and  service.  This 
Association,  therefore,  commends  most  heartily  the  growing  in- 
terest in  the  moral  development  of  the  children  of  the  nation. 

5.  While  the  members  of  this  Association  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  old  courses  of  study,  which  had  as  their  chief  object  the  giving 
of  culture  to  the  individual  and  of  transmitting  to  him  the  best 
ideas  and  ideals  of  the  past,  should  in  no  manner  be  weakened,  we, 
nevertheless,  very  sincerely  endorse  the  movement  to  mako  the 
courses  of  study  offered  in  our  schools  more  democratic,  that  they 
may  meet  the  conditions  of  our  modern  commercial  and  industrial 
life.  However,  to  meet  adequately  these  new  demands  imposes  upon 
the  schools  of  the  country  additional  financial  responsibilities,  and 
this  Association  appeals  to  the  Nation  and  to  the  states  for  more 
liberal  appropriations  for  educational  purposes  in  order  that  this 
additional  work  in  Agriculture,  in  the  trades  and  industries,  and 
in  the  Home  Economics  may  be  effectively  undertaken. 

6.  No  country  that  is  physically  weak  or  physically  diseased  can 
attain  its  possible  greatness.  All  efforts,  therefore,  to  make  the 
condition  of  our  educational  plants  more  sanitary  and  to  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  the  children  and  the  citizens  of  the  Nation  the 
importance  of  the  proper  observance  of  the  laws  of  health — public 
and  individual — should  receive  the  support  and  hearty  co-operation 
of  American  teachers. 

7.  The  abuses  attending  the  employment  of  children  in  industrial 
occupations  tend  to  limit  their  educational  opportunities,  and  this 
Association,  therefore,  endorses  all  such  wise  and  humane  legislation 
as  shall  make  possible  the  broadest  development  of  all  the  children. 

8.  The  character  and  efficiency  of  the  schools  must  depend  in  the 
future,  as  in  the  past,  upon  the  character  and  efficiency  of  the 
Teachers.  The  profession  of  teaching  should,  therefore,  attract  men 
and  women  of  the  highest  intellectual  attainments,  broadest  culture, 
most  thorough  training,  and  loftiest  ideals ;  to  this  end  the  salaries 
paid  American  teachers  should  be  commensurate  with  salaries  paid 
in  other  professions  and  in  commercial  and  industrial  pursuits. 
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9.  The  Association  reaffirms  its  declaration  in  the  year  of  the 
last  Hague  Conference  of  the  preeminent  duty  of  the  teachers  of  the 
United  States,  and  of  all  the  nations,  to  advance  this  commanding 
movement  of  our  time  for  the  world's  peace ;  and  we  record  our  pro- 
found satisfaction  at  the  noteworthy  development  of  attention  to 
this  high  interest  in  our  schools  and  colleges,  and  the  rapid  progress 
of  the  cause  among  all  peoples.  We  herewith  express  our  special 
satisfaction  in  the  recent  declaration  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  behalf  of  the  settlement  by  arbitration  of  all  differences 
whatever  between  nations.  With  equal  gratitude  we  endorse  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the 
appointment  of  a  commission  to  consider  measures  for  the  reduction 
of  the  burdensome  armaments  of  the  nations. 

10.  The  National  Education  Association  reaffirms  its  unalterable 
opposition  to  any  division  of  the  public  school  funds  among  private 
or  sectarian  schools  and  believes  that  any  appropriation  from  the 
federal  or  state  treasuries  in  support  of  private  educational  institu- 
tions is  in  direct  contravention  of  the  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  our  system  of  American  public  school  education  has  been 
founded.

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MEANS  OF  RAISING  THE  STANDARD  OF 
TEACHING. 


Ijj  Dr.  E.  F.  Buchner,  Professor  of  Education,  Johns  Hopkins 

University. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  in  recent  educational  move- 
ments is  the  zeal  displayed  by  the  administrators  of  school  systems  in 
raising  the  standard  of  teaching.  In  state,  county  and  city,  the 
superintendent  has  made  use  of  a  variety  of  means  looking  towards 
increased  efficiency  in  the  school  room.  The  externals  in  education, 
such  as  grounds,  building,  and  equipment,  are  important  enough. 
But  the  real  work  of  the  school  rests  upon  the  equipment  of  the 
teacher  for  the  specific  work  of  instruction. 

Teaching  as  a  profession  in  the  United  States  presents  characteris- 
tics which  have  made  this  zeal  in  administration  thoroughly  neces- 
sary. The  low  standards  of  examination  and  certificates  of  years 
ago  admitted  many  persons  with  meagre  academic  and  professional 
training  into  the  schools.  The  increasingly  great  demand  for  addi- 
tional teachers  tends  to  keep  down  in  practice  the  standards  which 
our  normal  and  training  schools,  colleges  and  universities  have  been 
bringing  to  a  higher  level.  Then,  again,  since  the  teacher  of  today 
virtually  becomes  a  permanent  officer  in  a  school  system,  so  long  as 
he  or  she  chooses  to  remain  in  it,  it  is  difiicult  for  the  administrator 
to  find  a  place  in  which  the  untrained,  inefficient  and  unprogressive 
teacher  can  be  disposed  of.  The  general  problem  then  has  become 
that  of  making  good  teachers  or  better  teachers  out  of  those  already 
in  the  service  of  the  schools. 

The  chief  means  that  have  been  devised  for  realizing  this  general 
aim  have,  of  course,  varied  with  the  times  and  places.  They  might 
be  enumerated  as  four : 

(1)  Having  teachers  do  certain  definite,  but  small  pieces  of  work. 

(2)  Providing  closer  and  more  helpful  supervision  of  actual 

teaching. 

(3)  Resorting  to  the  stimulus  of  salary  increase. 

(4)  Encouraging  further  systematic  study  in  higher  educational 

institutions. 

The  love  of  learning  and  gi'owing  enthusiasm  may  in  many  in- 
stances carry  the  teacher  onward  in  the  effort  to  increase  his  effici- 
ency.   Individual  initiative  is  rare,  or  the  teacher's  institute  and 
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the  reading  circle  would  never  have  had  any  reason  for  being  pro- 
posed, nor  so  widely  adopted  as  a  means  of  reaching  the  majority  of 
teachers.  The  institute  is  excellent ;  but  what  it  does  for  a  group  of 
teachers  as  a  whole,  it  fails  to  do  for  the  individual.  It  can  present 
a  few  definite  points  of  professional  interest,  arouse  some  enthu- 
siasm, and  start  an  esprit  du  corps.  But  it  is  too  limited  in  time  to 
prepare  a  broad  foundation  for  the  wider  effects  which  are  much 
desired.  The  long  history  of  the  annual  institute  as  an  agency  in 
bettering  teaching  is  an  indication  of  its  utility.  That  the  institute 
is  being  lengthened  in  session,  wherever  possible,  is  a  confession, 
partly  of  its  original  weakness  and  partly  of  the  need  of  continuing 
its  type  of  contribution  to  the  needs  of  teachers.  The  chief  limita- 
tions of  this  form  of  work  are  found  in  the  fact  that  teachers  are 
too  often  made  to  feel  the  full  responsibility  of  maintaining  it. 

The  reading  circle  is  an  interesting  adjunct  to  the  institute.  It 
helps  the  individual  teacher  to  carry  on  somewhat  systematically  a 
certain  amount  of  private  study  which  might  not  be  undertaken  in 
the  absence  of  the  stimulus  it  offers.  It  is  an  excellent  means  of 
getting  the  teacher  acquainted  with  some  of  the  best  professional 
literature  while  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  school.  By  enlisting 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  teachers  in  isolated  districts  and  smaller 
^communities  in  the  reading  of  specified  books,  it  brings  them  to- 
gether in  spirit,  and  creates  a  common  platform  of  knowledge  and 
appreciation  upon  which  the  advancement  in  the  next  institute  and 
county  or  state  association  meeting  can  rest.  The  advantages  of 
this  means  depend  in  a  large  measure  upon  the  care  with 
which  the  selection  of  the  literature  is  made.  That  this  plan  for 
improving  the  standards  of  teaching  should  be  found  necessary 
and  so  useful  is  a  very  convincing  indication  of  the  relatively  low 
state  of  professional  zeal  among  teachers.  It  shows  that  it  is  not 
easy  for  the  teacher  in  service  to  keep  on  improving  alone  and 
unaided  by  a  wide  spreading  organization.  Attendance  at  stated 
meetings,  as  the  institute  or  other  associations,  can  in  part  be  com- 
manded, but  consecutive  and  systematic  study  seems  to  be  beyond 
the  power  of  all  law.  It  should  be  recognized,  however,  that  the 
reading  circle  has  been  profitable  of  much  good,  especially  among 
those  teachers  who  have  entered  upon  their  work  with  little  or 
no  preparatory  training.  When  it  has  brought  the  teacher  to  see 
the  wide  range  of  professional  problems  and  the  technical  knowl- 
edge awaiting  him  and  fills  him  with  enthusiasm  to  enter  this  larger 
field,  its  work  is  done. 
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In  the  larger  towns  and  cities  the  institute  and  the  reading  circle 
have  given  place  to  the  superintendent's  round-table  or  the  princi- 
pal's meeting.  Here  the  professional  interests  are  narrowed  more 
closely  to  a  consideration  of  the  problem  arising  out  of  the  local 
situation.  The  riper  knowledge  of  educational  principles  leads 
to  a  more  consistent  application  of  them  to  the  practical  art  of 
school  teaching  and  administration.  The  definite  pieces  of  work  un- 
dertaken therefore  usually  relate  to  problems  that  are  largely  local. 

The  foregoing  means  of  improving  the  quality  of  teaching  have 
not  been  entirely  satisfactory.  This  is  witnessed  by  the  wide-spread 
introduction  of  the  supervisory  teachers.  The  rapid  growth  in 
educational  material  and  the  development  of  more  refined  methods 
of  handling  it  place  heavier  burdens  upon  the  teacher.  The  new 
difficulties  thus  encountered  have  been  met  by  the  aid  that  comes 
from  supervision  in  the  grades,  and  the  plan  of  departmental  teach- 
ing in  secondary  instruction.  Supervision  which  was  recently  speci- 
fied as  the  greatest  need  in  our  education,  can  at  best,  be  only  a 
temporary  means  to  a  local  end.  In  county  and  state  systems, 
supervision  is  most  helpful  to  the  more  or  less  isolated  single 
teacher.  It  may  in  time  bring  the  quality  of  introduction  up  to  a 
higher  level.  It  is,  however,  only  a  species  of  vending  "first  aid" 
to  the  helpless.  Supervision  can  help  and  suggest.  It  cannot 
create  the  training  which  may  have  been  neglected.  It  is  effective 
because,  at  its  best,  it  presents  the  teacher  with  the  latest  working 
models  for  presenting  subjects  and  getting  results.  The  real  office 
of  supervision,  how^ever,  is  that  of  unifying  the  work  in  a  given 
system  of  schools.  As  our  city,  county  or  state  systems  become 
Jarger  and  more  complicated  their  unwieldiness  is  in  large  measure 
overcome  by  the  organizing  and  leveling-up  work  of  the  supervisor. 
The  extent  of  this  improvement  is  in  direct  ratio  to  the  amount  of 
professional  knowledge  and  practical  ability  of  the  supervisor.  But 
no  amount  of  effort  can  transfer  these  attainments  from  the  super- 
visor to  the  individual  teachers. 

A  still  more  effective  means  of  stirring  the  individual  teacher  into 
improvement  is  the  stimulus  of  salary  increase.  This  resorts  to  the 
more  economic  aspect  of  teaching.  Better  work  is  rewarded  by 
more  pay.  More  pay  can  command  better  work.  At  first  blush  this 
plan  seems  to  take  a  very  materialistic  view  of  the  office  of  teaching. 
In  the  numerous  systems  of  schools  where  it  has  been  put  into  opera- 
tion, the  plan  has  been  found  to  he  effective.  It  opens  the  doors  to 
every  individual  teacher.  In  offering  a  more  substantial  reward  for 
improvement,  it  places,  sooner  or  later,  more  financial  resources  in 
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the  hands  of  the  individual  who  is  ready  to  undergo  the  outlay  for 
improvement.  It  continues  to  be  a  useful  means,  largely  because 
the  average  salary  of  teachers  is  too  low.  And  if  the  schools  have  a 
right  to  demand  an  improved  professional  service  the  teacher  is 
justified  in  demanding  and  receiving  a  larger  salary.  At  the  same 
time  the  demand  for  a  more  substantial  recompense  should  be  ac- 
companied by  some  definite  guarantee  of  improvement  of  service. 
It  should  also  not  be  overlooked  that  an  appreciation  of  this  relation 
between  the  give  and  take  of  pay  and  service  does  not  in  the  least 
prejudice  the  just  claims  of  the  teacher  for  a  higher  average  salary. 

The  efforts  to  secure,  more  and  better  professional  training  for 
teachers,  and  thus  set  a  higher  standard  of  work  in  the  school,  have 
gone  in  recent  years  far  beyond  the  foregoing  means.  These  are 
largely  expressions  of  local  needs  and  local  possibilities.  The  need 
for  better  trained  teachers  has  become  so  great  that  our  national 
educational  institutions  have  turned  their  energies  to  a  solution  of 
this  problem.  It  is  no  small  event  when  a  compact  organization, 
such  as  a  real  college  or  a  real  university,  directs  its  attention  to  a 
particular  situation.  During  the  past  twenty  years,  colleges  and 
universities,  the  country  over,  have  been  steadily  making  their  contri- 
butions towards  meeting  the  demand  for  the  increased  preparation 
of  teachers.  It  is  true  that  scholarship  was,  for  long,  the  ideal 
preparation  for  teaching.  The  old  adage  ran:  Only  he  who  knows 
can  teach.  But  this  has  been  changed,  in  part,  at  least  by  the 
astonishingly  rapid  growth  in  knowledge  about  education,  and  by  a 
more  marked  perfection  in  the  technique  of  teaching.  Much  of  this 
knowledge  has  come  indirectly  from  the  general  advance  in  the 
sciences,  and  much  has  come  directly  through  the  systematic  inves- 
tigations which  have  been  made  possible  by  the  larger  resources  in 
men  and  apparatus  in  our  higher  institutions.  The  fruits  of  these 
inquiries  and  the  effort  of  these  institutions  to  increase  their  service 
to  society  have  combined  in  producing  the  teachers'  colleges  and  the 
schools  of  education,  which  have  at  last  become  acceptable  and 
accepted  departments  in  the  organization  of  higher  and  professional 
education.  And  furthermore  the  establishment  of  these  facilities 
goes  far  in  bringing  about  and  confirming  the  opinion  in  a  com- 
munity that  there  exist  definite  high  standards  of  professional  train- 
ing. 

The  first  practical  benefit  arising  from  this  fourth  type  of  effort  is 
seen  in  the  preference  expressed  by  school  administrators  for  those 
teachers  who  have  gone  through  the  more  systematic  study  symbol- 
ized by  academic  degrees.    In  training  its  graduates  the  college  or 
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university  has  thus  solved  some  of  the  problems  of  the  superin- 
tendent. In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  teachers  in  service  could  not 
start  in  at  the  beginning  and  go  through  the  routine  of  a  college 
course,  further  opportunities  for  systematic  study  have  been  devised 
in  the  form  of  extension  courses  and  summer  schools.  The  new 
knowledges  that  have  bearing  upon  educational  problems  are  thus 
organized  and  made  available  to  those  teachers  who  aspire  to  in- 
crease their  personal  culture  and  professional  equipment.  Super- 
intendents have  discovered  that  intensive  and  systematic  study  along 
both  academic  and  professional  lines  goes  farther  to  raise  the 
standard  of  teaching  than  any  other  means  hitherto  devised.  It  is 
this,  perhaps,  more  than  any  other  one  thing  that  accounts  for  the 
appearance  of  the  summer  session  in  our  American  universities. 
One  of  the  peculiar  advantages  of  summer  study  is  to  be  found  in 
the  opportunities  it  offers  for  bringing  together  individual  needs 
and  systematic  training  under  expert  teachers.  It  also  encourages 
the  helpful^  combination  of  scholastic  and  professional  study  in 
such  a  measure  as  will  best  benefit  the  teachers  in  our  schools. 
Freed  at  this  time  from  school  duties  the  teacher  is  enabled  to  carry 
on  far  more  intensive  and  therefore  profitable  study  than  that 
which  might  be  possible  while  teaching  during  the  academic  session, 
and  in  addition^ a  large  number  of  teachers  find  the  summer  school 
opportunities  more  available  than  those  in  the  regular  session.  The 
happy  plan,  too,  which  is  in  many  instances  adopted  by  school 
officials,  of  increasing  the  salaries  on  the  basis  of  summer  school 
work,  is  made  effective  in  bringing  many  a  needy  teacher  to  avail 
himself  of  the  opportunities  of  summer  study.

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THE  TEACHERS^  PENSION  LAW. 

As  Revised  by  Act  of  1908. 
(Chapter  605). 

Section  58.  Whenever  any  person  in  this  State  has  taught  in 
any  of  the  Public  or  Normal  Schools  thereof  twenty-fiv^  years,  and 
lias  reached  the  age  of  sixt}'  years,  and  his  or  her  record  as  such 
teacher  has  been  without  reproach,  and  by  reason  of  physical  or 
mental  disability  or  infirmity  is  unable  to  teach  longer,  and  who, 
moreover,  is  without  the  means  of  comfortable  support,  the  said 
teacher  may  lay  his  or  her  case  before  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, supported  in  all  cases  by  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  County  School  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  said 
teacher  has  last  taught,  and  the  said  Board  shall  proceed  to  con- 
sider the  same,  and  if  the  facts  are  found  as  above  stated,  the  said 
teacher  shall  be  placed  on  a  list,  a  record  of  which  shall  be  kept 
by  the  said  Board,  to  be  known  as  the  Teachers'  "'Retired  List," 
shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  and  every 
year,  certified  to  by  said  Board  to  the  Comptroller  of  tlie  Treasury 
of  the  State;  and  every  person  so  placed  upon  said  retired  list 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  pension  from  the  State  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  so  long  as  the 
said  pensioner  is  without  other  means  of  comfortable  support,  pro- 
vided that  after  October  1,  1907,  any  person  whose  name  is  placed 
on  said  list  for  the  first  time  shall  receive  pay  from  the  day  of 
approval  of  application  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  That 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

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STANDARDIZATION  IN  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Address  delivered  by  B.  K.  Purdum,  Assistant  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Education  of  Maryland,  before  the  High 
School  Sectipn  of  the  Maryland  State  Teachers' 
Association  June  29,  1910. 

If  I  approach  any  part  of  my  subject  with  the  degree  of  complete- 
ness at  which  I  aim,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  go  over  much  information 
that  is  already  familiar  to  many  or  all  of  you.  On  this  I  ask  your 
forbearance. 

In  our  great  system  of  American  education — if  it  can  be  called  a 
system — there  are  many  contributing  factors  that  have  not,  as  yet 
found  themselves.  Some  of  them  may  be  said  to  belong  anywhere, 
rather  than  somewhere.  There  is  much  duplication  or  overlapping 
and  conflict.  I  believe  that,  as  time  goes  on,  there  will  be  an  adjust- 
ment. Some  institutions  will  pass  away,  others  will  change,  and 
those  that  survive  will  find  their  places. 

So  far  the  American  high  school  has  not  found  its  place.  Its  func- 
tion is  much  more  definite  now,  than  it  has  ever  been,  but  still  the 
adjustment  is  not,  by  any  means,  complete.  We  find  many  high,  or 
secondary,  schools  doing  elementary  work  and  a  few  attempting  col 
lege  work.  It  is  much  more  common,  however,  for  the  institutions 
bearing  the  name  of  colleges  to  lap  back  on  the  high  school  field, 
but  for  this  the  high  school  must  bear  the  blame  rather  than  the 
college. 

To  fix  definitely  the  place  of  the  high  school  in  the  long  road  lead- 
ing from  the  bottom  of  the  elementary  school  to  the  top  of  the  uni- 
versity, and  to  so  arrange  it  that  it  will  perform  its  full  function  in 
that  position,  is,  of  course,  the  largest  problem  that  confronts  you. 

It  is  not  desirable  that  there  should  be  uniformity  in  the  kind  of 
subject-matter  covered  in  the  high  school,  but  all  students  permitted 
to  graduate  should  possess  a  standard  amount  of  actual  power  and 
efficiency,  even  though  it  may  manifest  itself  in  varied  activities. 

If  the  exclusive  business  of  the  high  school  were  to  fit  its  students 
for  entrance  to  a  college  or  higher  technical  school,  we  should  say, 
perhaps,  that  it  should  cover  four  full  j-ears  of  work,  following  an 
elementary  course  of  eight  years.  This  still  may  be  its  proper  place, 
even  though  very  different  demands  are  made  upon  the  high  school 
by  the  taxpaying  public  from  whom  it  gets  its  support,  and  who 
should  be  first  considered  in  the  rendition  of  returns. 
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The  secondary  schools,  which  include  academies  and  preparatory 
schools  as  well  as  high  schools,  vary  greatly  in  the  amount  and 
quality  of  actual  work  accomplished ;  it  would,  therefore,  be  a  matter 
of  much  convenience  to  those  who  have  to  deal  with  the  results  in 
this  group  of  schools,  to  agree  on  some  measure  that  can  be  used  in 
determining  the  amount  of  work  done  in  any  individual  secondary 
school  .and  also  the  quantity  of  work,  in  terms  of  this  measure,  that 
should  constitute  a  reasonable  standard  requirement. 

At  one  time  the  various  academies  and  high  schools  were  individ- 
ual in  their  organization,  and  no  one  thought  of  any  reason  for 
similarity  in  their  curricula.  The  preparatory  schools  were  even 
more  individual,  and  arranged  their  courses  each  to  fit  the  entrance 
requirements  of  some  one  college  or  university,  for  which  it  exclu- 
sively prepared  students. 

A  need  for  similarity  in  college  entrance  requirements,  as  well  as 
some  uniformity  in  the  curricula  of  the  secondary  school  became 
apparent. 

The  first  move  made  in  this  direction  was  in  December,  1879, 
when  representatives  from  the  leading  New  England  colleges  met  at 
Hartford,  Connecticut.  They  did  little  more  than  compare  their 
several  catalogues  with  regard  to  their  stated  requirements  for 
entrance.  Lists  of  questions  that  had  been  used  in  matriculation 
examinations  were  given  some  attention.  A  later  conference  re- 
sulted in  the  adoption,  by  all  of  the  New  England  colleges  except 
Yale,  of  uniform  requirements  in  English.  During  the  next  three 
years  all  the  New  England  colleges  had  agreed  on  uniform  require- 
ments in  mathematics  and  the  classics.  In  1884,  the  Massachusetts 
High  School  Teachers'  Association  voted  to  propose  a  conference 
with  the  New  England  colleges.  This  conference  resulted  in  the 
organization  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Pre- 
paratory Schools,  the  first  organization  of  its  kind  in  this  country. 
This  Association  now  has  a  membership  of  about  40  colleges  and 
many  more  secondary  schools.  Its  territorial  limits  are  those  indi- 
cated by  its  name. 

The  colleges  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  were  next  to  take 
definite  steps  toward  uniform  standards,  and  in  1887,  representatives 
from  fifteen  of  them  met  at  Franklin  and  Marshall,  Lancaster,  and 
effected  an  organization.  The  colleges  are  not  slow  to  see  that  the 
effectiveness  of  the  standards  fixed  depends  more  on  the  secondary 
schools  than  the  colleges  themselves.  Consequently,  the  next  year 
saw  the  territorial  limits  of  this  Pennsylvania  Association  extended 
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to  all  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland,  and  the  secondary  schools 
of  this  territory  invited  to  join. 

The  name  was  changed  to  the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Pre- 
paratory Schools  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland,  and  thus  a 
second  great  organization,  working  for  uniform  standards,  was 
launched.  Its  membership  now  consists  of  about  seventy  colleges, 
in  addition  to  a  much  larger  number  of  secondary  schools. 

The  years  1892  and  1895  saw,  respectively,  the  formation  of  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and 
the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Preparatory  Schools  of  the  Southern 
States.  Both  of  these  associations  make  rather  rigid  requirements 
a  condition  of  membership,  but  have  enrolled  all  of  the  better  educa- 
tional institutions  in  their  jurisdictions. 

With  practically  the  entire  country  covered  by  these  major  asso- 
ciations, and  a  number  of  State  and  special  school  associations,  all 
working  toward  the  adoption  and  maintenance  of  desirable  uniform 
standards,  we  have  an  equipment  that,  with  the  aid  of  the  National 
Conference  Committee,  and  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  can  keep  this 
problem  at  least  in  sight  of  the  ever  shifting  demands  made  on  our 
American  System  of  Education. 

Before  speaking  of  movements  for  uniformity  that  are  national  in 
character,  I  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  work  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  and  the  New  England  College 
Entrance  Certificate  Board.  The  former  was  organized  in  1900, 
and  operates  mostly  in  the  territory  of  the  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Preparatory  Schools  of  the  Middle  States  and  Maryland, 
although  it  extends  outside  in  several  directions.  It  admits  repre- 
sentatives only  of  high  schools  of  good  grade,  offering  four-year 
courses,  and  colleges  maintaining  such  standards  for  entrance.  It 
publishes,  from  time  to  time,  an  outline  of  what  should  constitute 
the  work  of  secondary  schools  and  holds  annual  examinations  in 
more  than  one  hundred  cities,  issuing  credits  to  those  taking  these 
examinations,  which  are  in  turn  accepted  for  their  face  value,  when 
presented  to  the  colleges  belonging  to  the  Board. 

The  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  does  much 
the  same  work  in  its  territory,  but  it  bases  its  certificates  largely  on 
the  credentials  of  its  applicants,  instead  of  on  examination.  This 
necessitates  its  putting  a  rating  on  all  secondary  schools  in  its 
bounds. 

The  organizations  so  far  referred  to,  have  not  acted  without  knowl- 
edge of  what  their  sister  organizations  were  doing,  but  still  their 
work  has  been  local  in  character,  and  the  individual  influence  of  each

is  not,  in  any  sense,  national.  From  the  beginning,  the  scattered 
efforts  of  these  sectional  agencies  have  been  preparing  the  way  for 
national  standards. 

The  first  move  in  this  direction,  was  the  appointment,  by  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association  in  1892,  of  the  Committee  of  Ten  for 
the  formulation  of  plans  for  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  in 
entrance  requirements.  The  committee  devoted  much  of  its  atten- 
tion to  the  courses  of  secondary  schools,  and  its  report  served  as  a 
great  stimulus  to  the  cause  of  uniformity.  One  of  the  main  con- 
clusions of  the  committee  was  that  the  colleges  should  adapt  their 
entrance  requirements  to  secondary  schools,  after  they  had  been  put 
on  a  proper  educational  basis.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee 
that  uniform  college  entrance  requirements  would  follow  as  a 
natural  result  of  uniform  standards  in  the  secondary  schools. 

Another  committee  was  appointed  in  1895  to  still  further  investi- 
gate this  subject.  The  report  of  this  committee  will  be  found  in  full 
in  the  1899  Proceedings  of  the  National  Education  Association,  page 
632.  Its  findings  were  expressed  in  fourteen  resolutions,  of  which 
President  Pritchett,  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  says :  "These  reso- 
lutions furnish  a  feasible  means  of  securing  uniformity  as  well  as 
elasticity  in  requirements.  The  report  was  the  first  step,  national  in 
character,  towards  bringing  the  high  schools  and  colleges  throughout 
the  country  into  harmonious  co-operation." 

In  1905,  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  set  aside  ten  million  dollars  of  5% 
securities  (which  has  since  been  increased),  appointed  a  board  of 
trustees,  which  was  constituted  into  a  self  perpetuating  corporation, 
to  be  known  as  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of 
Teaching.  This  enormous  income  was  to  be  used  mainly  in  the 
retirement  of  professors  of  colleges  and  universities  of  good  stand- 
ing. The  standing  of  these  institutions  can  be  best  judged  and  rated 
on  the  basis  of  their  entrance  requirements  actually  enforced — I  say 
actually  enforced  to  distinguish  them  from  those  requirements  stated 
in  catalogues  and  not  enforced — since  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Foundation  was  made  national,  it  was  forced  to  meet  the  problem  of 
national  standardization.    The  Foundation  has  met  this  problem. 

The  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  said  recently,  in 
speaking  on  this  subject,  that  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  because  of 
its  ability  to  give  or  withhold  valuable  grants,  and  its  declaration 
that  these  grants  will  be  made  only  to  institutions  of  a  certain  grade, 
and  further,  because  of  adequate  provision  in  the  office  of  the 
Foundation  for  investigation  of  all  institutions  applying  for  such 
orants  this  establishment  has  become  one  of  the  most  powerful

agencies  for  clearing  up  and  unifying  our  standards  in  higher  educa- 
tion. It  is  doubtful  whether  all  of  the  agencies  working  directly  to 
this  end,  taken  together,  have  thus  far  accomplished  so  much  in  the 
fixing  of  a  standard  of  secondary  and  collegiate  education. 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  Foundation  along  this  line,  was  to  pro 
pose  a  measure  in  terms  of  which  the  work  of  secondary  schools  and 
the  college  entrance  requirements  could  be  rated.  This  measure  was 
called  ''The  Unit,"  and  will  be  defined  later. 

The  desire,  on  the  part  of  the  several  associations,  that  the  ques- 
tion of  standards  should  be  considered  in  a  national,  rather  than  a 
sectional  way,  resulted  in  the  formation,  in  1906,  of  the  National 
Conference  Committee  on  Standards  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
S*chools.  The  committee  is  composed  of  delegates  from  the  four 
major  associations  of  colleges  and  preparatory  schools,  the  two  col- 
lege entrance  boards,  the  Association  of  State  Universities,  the 
Carnegie  Foundation,  and  the  United  States  Commissioner  of 
Education. 

This  committee  meets  annually,  and  is  doing  much  effective  work. 
It  has  adopted  the  Carnegie  unit  as  that  of  the  conference. 

You  will  doubtless  recall  that,  near  the  beginning  of  this  paper,  T 
stated  that  it  would  be  a  matter  of  convenience  to  those  who  have 
to  deal  with  results  in  secondary  schools,  to  agree  on  some  measure 
that  could  be  used  in  determining  the  amount  of  work  done  in  any 
secondary  school,  and  also  the  quantity  of  work,  in  terms  of  this 
measure,  that  should  constitute  a  reasonable  standard  requirement. 

Several  terms  have  been  employed  for  this  purpose.  The  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York  adopted  the  "Count,"  which  repre- 
sents satisfactory  work  in  a  subject,  one  hour  per  week  for  a  school 
year.  You  will  see  that,  on  the  basis  of  this  measure,  a  student  hav- 
ing five  one-hour  recitations  per  week  in  a  particular  subject,  could 
get  a  credit  of  five  ''Counts"  for  a  year's  work  in  that  subject. 
Twenty  "Counts"  is  considered  a  standard  year's  work,  and  a 
minimum  of  seventy-five  for  graduation,  or  entrance  to  a  New  York 
College. 

Another  term  that  has  been  used  to  some  extent,  is  the  "Point." 
This  represents  satisfactory  work  for  a  semester,  or  half  year,  in  a 
subject  important  enough  to  be  given  four  or  five  times  a  week.  A 
full  year's  work  would,  consequently,  equal  two  "Points."  Eight 
"Points"  would  constitute  a  year's  work,  and  a  minimum  of  thirty 
"Points"  for  graduation  or  college  entrance. 

The  measure  proposed  by  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  and  previously 
referred  to,  is  known  as  the  "Unit"  which  represents  a  yearns  study 
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in  any  subject  in  a  secondary  school^  constituting  approximately,  a 
quarter  of  a  full  yearns  tvork. 

"This  statement  is  designated  to  afford  a  standard  of  measure- 
ment for  the  work  done  in  a  secondary  school.  It  takes  the  four- 
year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  assumes  that  the  length  of  the 
school  year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from 
forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for 
four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a 
satisfactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  cannot  be  accomplished  in 
less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty,  sixty-minute  hours  or  equiva- 
lents. Schools  organized  on  any  other  than  a  four-year  basis  can, 
nevertheless,  estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit.'' 

A  number  of  the  organizations  mentioned  in  this  paper  have  al- 
ready abandoned  other  terms,  and  adopted  this,  which  is  now 
popularly  known  as  the  Carnegie  ''Unit." 

I  think  that  we  will  be  safe  in  forecasting  that  not  many  more 
years  will  pass  before  we  will  have,  in  general  use,  a  national  stand- 
ard of  measure,  and  that  it  will  be  the  Carnegie  ''Unit." 

If  we  wished  to  reduce  values  stated  in  the  "Count"  or  "Point"  to 
the  denomination  of  "Units,"  it  would  not  be  so  difficult  as  at  first 
may  appear. 

The  "Count"  may  be  stated  as  the  hour- week-year ;  the  "Point"  as 
the  5  hour-week-semester;  and  the  "Unit"  as  the  4  or  5-40  to  60 
minute  hour-36  to  40  week-year.  Consequently  1  unit  would  equal 
approximately  2  points  or  5  counts. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  "Unit"  is  a  much  more  elastic  meas- 
ure and  a  certain  amount  of  elasticity  is  desirable. 

To  illustrate  more  definitely  the  application  of  the  "Unit"  we  will 
use  plane  geometry.  This  subject  is  considered  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  consume  four  or  five  periods  of  the  high  school  course  for 
one  year  and  if  so  given  should  receive  a  credit  of  1  unit.  If  it  were 
given  for  two  periods  a  week  for  one  year,  it  would  receive  a  credit 
of  %  unit,  but  if  on  the  other  hand  plane  geometry  were  given  four 
or  five  times  a  week  for  two  years,  it  would  still  receive  credit  for 
only  1  "Unit,"  the  assumption  being  that  undue  time  had  been 
devoted  to  a  subject  of  that  degree  of  importance. 

The  relative  value  placed  on  the  various  high  school  branches  in 
terms  of  the  unit  is  shown  by  the  following  outline  published  by  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  accepted  by  the  Carnegie 
Foundation  and  generally  by  the  Colleges  of  the  different  associa- 
tions :

Total   42  units 


Sixteen  of  this  total  of  42  units  of  work  is  considered  standard 
requirement  for  graduation  from  a  high  school.  It  is  not  expected 
that  any  one  high  school  will  offer  the  full  42  units  from  which  the 
student  may  elect  16  units.  In  the  case  of  the  small  high  school,  it 
would  be  extravagant  as  well  as  ill  advised  for  other  reasons. 

Even  though  most  States  require  16  units  for  graduation  from 
their  highest  grade  high  schools,  most  of  the  colleges  in  order  to 
allow  a  little  margin  between  the  high  school  and  college  require  only 
14  or  15  units  for  entrance.  It  is  the  practice  of  many  colleges  to 
specify  what  subjects  shall  go  to  make  up  the  greater  part  of  their 
required  units.  Dickinson  College,  of  its  14  required  units,  specifies 
what  all  shall  be,  New  York  University  specifies  14.5  of  15.5  required, 
while  on  the  other  hand  Leland  Stanford  requires  15  units  and  speci- 
lies  only  3,  and  Clark  University  requires  14  units  and  specifies  none. 

The  tendency  seems  to  be  toward  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
specified  units. 

It  appears  that  the  unit  of  measure  agreed  upon  is  the  best  for 
the  purpose,  and  the  quantity  of  work  in  terms  of  that  unit  expected 
of  the  high  school  student  in  a  four-year  course  is  neither  too  much 
nor  too  little,  but  the  various  subjects  for  which  credit  is  at  present 
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given  and  the  amount  of  credit  given  to  each  will  change.  There  is 
no  doubt  but  that  the  Carnegie  Foundation  has  made  a  sincere  effort 
to  adjust  the  recognition  to  the  demand  but  the  demand  considered 
in  this  adjustment  seems  to  have  been  that  of  the  colleges  themselves. 

On  account  of  our  great  industrial  development  and  the  ever 
increasing  cry,  on  the  part  of  those  who  support  our  public  schools, 
for  more  and  more  of  the  vocational  subjects  in  the  curriculum,  we 
will  be  forced  to  give  credit  for  high  school  graduation  to  a  number 
of  sub^'ects  to  which  no  credit  is  given  in  the  outline  previously  read. 

In  support  of  this  view,  I  wish  to  call  jour  attention  to  the  action, 
May  7,  1910,  of  the  High  School  Teachers'  Association  of  the  City 
of  New  York.  On  the  recommendation  of  a  committee  on  the  Articu- 
lation of  High  School  and  College,  the  following  statement  was 
addressed  to  the  leading  Colleges  of  the  Country : 

"We  believe  that  the  interests  of  the  forty  thousand  boys  and  girls 
who  annually  attend  the  nineteen  high  schools  of  this  city  cannot  be 
wisely  and  fully  served  under  the  present  college  entrance  require- 
ments. Our  experience  seems  to  prove  the  existence  of  a  wide  dis- 
crepancy between  "preparation  for  life"  and  "preparation  for  col- 
lege" as  defined  by  college  entrance  requirements. 

"So  long  as  this  discrepancy  exists,  both  the  child  and  society 
suffer,  for  the  following  two  reasons : 

"First: — Every  attempt  to  divide  high  school  students  into  two 
classes  and  to  prepare  one  class  for  college  and  the  other  for  life  is 
unsatisfactory.  Many  of  those  being  "prepared  for  college"  drop 
out  of  school  without  proper  education  for  citizenship  and  without 
the  industrial  or  commercial  efficiency  which  society  rightly  demands 
the  tax-supported  high  school  should  develop.  Those  being  "pre- 
pared for  life"  include  many  who,  later  in  their  course,  would  go  to 
college  if  the  work  already  done  were  recognized  by  the  colleges. 

"Second: — The  attempt  to  prepare  the  student  for  college  under 
the  present  requirements  and  at  the  same  time  to  teach  him  such 
other  subjects  as  are  needed  for  life  is  unsatisfactory.  Under  these 
conditions  the  student  often  has  too  much  to  do.  The  quality  of  all 
his  work  is  likely  to  suffer.  The  additional  subjects  are  slighted 
because  they  do  not  count  for  admission  to  college.  In  such  a  course 
it  is  impossible  for  the  student  to  give  these  subjects  as  much  time 
and  energy  as  social  conditions  demand. 

"For  these  reasons  we  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  entrance 
requirements  of  Clark  College.  This  college  accepts  the  graduates 
of  any  New  England  public  high  school  or  of  any  other  high  school 
with  equivalent  standard.    They  report  that  the  results  are  satisfac- 
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tory  to  the  college.  May  we  ask  what,  in  your  opinion,  would  be  the 
objections,  if  any,  to  the  acceptance  by  your  college  of  the  grad- 
uates of  the  high  schools  of  New  York  City?  Such  a  definition  of 
entrance  requirements  would  secure  to  the  college  a  four-years' 
preparatory  course  and  would  enable  the  high  school  to  perform  its 
function  as  a  tax-supported  institution.  Under  the  present  method 
of  defining  entrance  requirements,  students  who  have  not  completed 
our  course  of  study  repeatedly  gain  admission  to  college,  often  to  the 
weakening  of  both  college  and  high  school. 

^'If  this  departure  seems  too  radical,  may  we  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  statements  and  recommend  the  modifications  in  present 
entrance  requirements  which  seem  to  us  most  urgent?  There  are 
seven  distinct  lines  of  work  which  we  believe  essential  to  a  well- 
rounded  high  school  course;  to-wit,  language,  mathematics,  history 
and  civics,  science,  music,  drawing,  and  manual  training.  Girls 
must  be  taught  household  science  and  art.  Moreover,  we  believe  that 
the  twentieth  century  demands  that  the  high  schools  should  not  cast 
all  students  in  the  same  mold ;  that  the  amount  of  science  and  manual 
training  which  is  sufficient  for  one  student  is  utterly  inadequate  for 
another;  and  that  a  training  for  business  may  be  given  in  the  high 
school  which  will  be  as  cultural  and  as  respectable  as  any  other 
course.  To  enable  the  high  schools  to  adapt  secondary  education  to 
the  varying  needs  of  different  students  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet 
the  diverse  demands  of  the  profession,  of  industry,  and  of  com- 
merce, progress  seems  to  us  to  require, 

(a)  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  so-called  "required"  subjects, 
together  with 

(b)  the  recognition  of  all  standard  subjects,  as  electives. 

"The  specified  entrance  requirements  of  two  foreign  languages,  the 
meager  electives  in  science,  and  the  absence  of  recognition  for  draw- 
ing, music,  household  science  and  art,  shopwork,  commercial 
branches,  and  civics  and  economics,  constitute  the  chief  difficulty. 

"We  should  like  to  see  if  possible  for  a  student  upon  entering  the 
high  school  to  choose  Latin  or  German  or  French;  to  confine  his 
work  in  foreign  language,  during  his  high  school  course,  to  one  such 
language  in  case  the  remainder  of  his  time  is  required  for  other  sub- 
jects ;  and  to  find  at  the  end  of  his  high  school  course  that  he  has  met 
the  foreign  language  requirements  of  whatever  college  he  may  choose 
to  enter.  We  should  like  to  see  no  discrimination  against  Latin  for 
the  course  leading  to  the  B.  S.  degree,  so  that  students  choosing  any 
language  may  enter  the  B.  S.  course. 
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"We  should  like  to  see  the  following  subjects  recognized  by  col- 
lege entrance  credits : 

"Music,  1  unit;  mechanical  and  freehand  drawing,  each  I/2  to 
1  unit;  joinery,  pattern  making,  forging,  machine  shop  practice,  each 
%  to  1  unit;  household  chemistry,  botany,  zoologj^,  physiography, 
applied  physics,  and  advanced  chemistry,  each  1  unit;  modern  his- 
tory, 1  unit ;  civics  and  economics,  each  1/0  to  1  unit ;  household  science 
and  art,  2  units ;  and  commercial  geography,  commercial  law,  stenog- 
raphy and  typewriting,  elementary  bookeeping,  advanced  book- 
keeping and  accounting,  each  Vo  to  1  unit. 

"A  recent  study  of  entrance  requirements  show  that  many  col- 
leges are  already  requiring  only  one  foreign  language  for  admission, 
and  that  many  of  the  above  subjects  have  received  recognition." 

You  will  notice  that  this  bespeaks  the  demands  of  great  commer- 
cial and  manufacturing  center  with  its  many  perplexing  social  prob- 
lems awaiting  solution.  They  have  naturally  overlooked  the  demands 
of  the  rural  sections.  If  we  add  to  their  list  of  vocational  subjects 
for  which  they  ask  recognition,  the  various  branches  related  to  agri- 
culture, that  are  so  rapidly  finding  their  w^ay  into  our  high  schools, 
we  will  have  the  present  situation  fairly  w^ell  covered. 

These  changes  and  even  more  will  come,  I  believe,  but  we  must 
be  patient  as  permanent  growth  must  needs  be  slow.  . 

The  substitution  of  the  living  modern  languages  of  trade  and  com- 
merce for  part  or  all  of  "The  language  they  used  to  speak  in  Kome 
or  one  supposed  to  be  something  like  it,"  as  one  of  our  Baltimore 
papers  put  it  in  a  recent  editorial,  may  shock  some,  but  we  must  be 
only  guided  by  tradition,  and  not  bound  b}'  it. 

I  think  the  following  lines  by  Eugene  C.  Dolson  somewhat  to  the 
point : 

The  past  recedes;  men  walk  no  more 

Fettered  to  thoughts  of  ages  gone — 
The  future  hath  its  meed  in  store, 

And  action  rushes  on. 

Fronting  the  real  in  swift  advance 

From  stage  to  stage  the  world  has  sped — 

The  dream,  the  glamor,  the  romance 
Of  buried  years  are  dead.

Dear  Sir  :  I  transmit  herewith  our  annual  report  of  the  schools 
of  Anne  Arundel  County.  I  believe  we  are  moving  on  gradually  and 
surely  to  better  things.  There  is  a  manifest  improvement  in  our 
corps  of  teachers  both  as  to  the  character  of  their  work  and  their 
professional  spirit;  and  it  is  hoped"  that  the  untiring  energy  and 
zeal  of  Miss  Eleanor  Drury,  our  new  supervisor,  will  revolutionize 
our  whole  school  system.  She  is  admirably  equipped  for  her  work, 
and  the  teachers,  wherever  she  goes,  are  welcoming  her  with  enthu- 
siasm.   This  argues  well  for  future  results. 

We  have  worked  out  a  new  schedule  of  studies,  based  on  the  spirit 
of  your  Xew  Course,  in  so  far  as  local  conditions  would  permit, 
the  aim  being  to  give  to  the  country  teachers  especially  a  simpler 
and  more  definite  plan  for  their  work  than  they  have  had  hereto- 
fore. 

In  response  to  the  almost  universal  demand  for  vocational  train- 
ing, it  was  thought  that  something  should  be  done  more  particularly 
for  the  rural  schools,  in  which  manual  training,  strictly  so-called, 
is  not  practicable  under  present  conditions.  We  have  endeavored, 
therefore,  to  infuse  into  our  whole  schedule  of  studies,  from  the 
lowest  to  the  highest  grade,  the  agricultural  spirit,  believing  that 
country  children  should  be  educated  along  these  lines  rather  than 
in  accordance  with  city  models.  We  are  expecting  in  this  way 
to  awaken  a  new  interest  in  rural  life  on  the  part  of  country  chil- 
dren and  thus  render  life  on  the  farm  more  attractive  and  remunera- 
tive than  it  is  at  present. 

We  have  just  held  a  very  successful  County  Institute.  I  believe 
it  has  been  more  generally  satisfactory  especially  to  our  rural 
teachers  than  any  we  have  held  since  the  beginning  of  my  incum- 
bency. This  was  accomplished  by  seeking  to  make  the  work  as 
practicable  as  possible.  Encouraged  by  this  first  attempt  at  an 
Institute  confined  to  our  own  county,  we  shall  continue  the  same  in 
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the  future,  striving  to  make  tlie  work  more  and  more  helpful  to  our 
teachers  in  the  way  of  an  actual  class-room  character.  Ultimately 
we  hope  to  turn  these  summer  meetings  into  Normal  Institutes,  in 
which  the  needs  of  both  the  rural  and  the  urban  teacher  will  be 
provided  for. 

I  should  like  to  add  further  that  we  tried  the  experiment  last 
spring  of  holding  one-day  district  institutes,  gathering  the  teachers 
of  certain  neighborhoods  into  centrally  located  schoolhouses.  The 
work  was  based  on  "Dinsmore's  Teaching  of  a  District  School,"  or 
"Seeley's  School  Management,"  according  as  the  institute  was  com- 
posed of  rural  or  city  teachers.  Certain  chapters  of  these  books 
were  assigned  and  the  teachers  directed  to  prepare  themselves  to 
take  an  active  part  in  the  exercises.  The  directors  appointed  to  pre- 
side over  these  meetings  called  on  each  teacher  in  turn  to  give  her 
views  on  certain  topics  of  the  work  assigned.  Then  the  question 
was  thrown  open  for  discussion,  and  this,  in  most  cases,  was  entered 
into  with  enthusiasm  by  the  teachers — in  fact  there  was  evident  a 
spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  to  outdo  each  other  in  the  discussions.  It 
is  believed  that  these  local  institutes  will  be  productive  of  much 
good,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  hold  at  least  one  series  of  them  this 
fall  and  another  in  the  spring.

Dear  Sir:  By  uniting  the  two  counties,  Caroline  and  Talbot, 
it  has  been  made  possible  to  employ  two  supervisors,  one  for  the 
intermediate  grades,  one  for  the  primary. 

This  supervision  means  for  our  county  better  organized  schools 
and  a  better  organization  of  the  work  of  the  school.  It  means  the 
promotion  of  a  spirit  of  co-operation  among  our  teachers  and  more 
unity  in  our  county.  It  means  a  closer  supervision  of  schools  and 
someone  directly  responsible  as  a  help  and  guide  to  the  teacher  need- 
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ing  such.    It  means  the  saving  of  time  and  energy  on  the  part  of  the 

teacher,  on  the  part  of  the  child,  for  where  there  is  organization, 

system,  and  plan,  time  is  used  to  the  best  advantage.    All  this  in  the 

end  is  a  matter  of  economy. 

The  plan  of  work  as  carried  out  for  the  present  year  has  meant : 
One  supervisor  in  one  county  for  a  period  of  four  weeks,  the  other 

in  the  other  county  at  the  same  time  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

At  the  end  of  four  weeks  the  supervisors  change  places  in  the  two 
I     counties.    This  plan  gives  each  county  every  other  month  work  with 

the  intermediate  grades,  the  month  between  work  with  the  primary. 

1.  Three  hundred  and  four  visits  to  town  and  country  schools 
Jiave  been  made  by  the  two  supervisors  during  the  present  year. 

I  These  visits  have  meant  the  presenting  by  the  supervisor  of  some- 
thing new,  helping  the  teacher  in  presenting  something  old,  or  the 
liandling  of  the  school  by  the  supervisor  sometimes  for  a  whole 

I  or  half  day.  In  every  case  they  have  been  intended  to  help  the 
teacher  with  the  school  room  problem  of  school  management  and 
of  application  of  method  to  her  condition. 

2.  Twenty-three  Center  Meetings  for  teachers  have  been  held 
during  the  present  year.  The  object  of  these  meetings  has  been  the 
promoting  of  the  co-operative  spirit  among  teachers  of  the  county; 
the  handling  of  the  Reading  Circle  work,  the  study  of  educational 
problems;  the  presenting  of  methods  by  the  supervisors;  the  plan- 
ning and  mapping  of  work  by  teachers  and  supervisors,  questions 
brought  up  by  teachers  talked  over  and  discussed. 

3.  Two  all-day  associations,  both  supervisors  being  present; 
teachers  gathering  from  all  over  the  county. 

4.  One  all  day  meeting  for  beginning  teachers. 

5.  Number  of  meetings,  evening  or  afternoon,  held  in  different 
towns  for  town  teachers. 

6.  Thirty-eight  Patrons'  Meetings  at  which  one  or  other  super- 
visor was  present. 

7.  One  week  of  institute  at  which  both  Supervisors  worked. 

8.  One  period  at  Colored  Institute. 

9  Some  time  and  much  thought  were  given  to  a  careful  selection 
of  library  books  helpful  to  teachers  along  educational  lines.  This 
was  much  appreciated  by  teachers  and  has  brought  good  results. 
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Encouraging  results  of  the  year's  work  are  the  splendid  spirit 
shown  by  teachers  toward  the  work;  the  growth  in  the  organization 
of  the  school;  more  system  in  the  handling  of  the  school  and  its 
work;  a  better  preparation  for  lessons;  a  better  planning  for  the 
occupation  at  seats;  a  growing  spirit  of  more  preparation  on  the 
part  of  the  teachers.

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  report  of  the  School 
Commission  of  Harford  County  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June 
30,  1910,  and  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1910. 

School  conditions  in  Harford  County  for  the  year  just  closed 
have  been  marked,  we  think  with  encouraging  signs  of  progress,  both 
in  the  general  interest  of  the  people,  and  the  professional  earnest- 
ness of  the  great  majority  of  our  teachers.  It  is  superfluous,  proba- 
bly to  report  that  the  inability  of  our  board  to  pay  salaries  commen- 
surate with  the  skill  and  services  of  many  teachers  is  a  discouraging 
feature.  This  condition  causes  the  loss  of  many  eflScient  instructors 
every  year,  they  being  attracted  to  other  fields  by  the  larger  salaries 
offered.  Notwithstanding  the  heavy  strain  on  the  board's  finances, 
it  has  built  and  equipped  a  handsome  two-room  house  at  Youth's 
Benefit,  which  has  been  occupied  since  February  1,  1910. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  High  School  law  of  1910, 
steps  have  been  taken  to  establish  Agricultural  departments  at 
Highland  and  Jarrettsville,  and  a  Domestic  Science  department  at 
Havre  de  Grace.  The  Manual  Training  courses  at  Havre  de  Grace 
and  Aberdeen,  and  the  Commercial  courses  at  Bel  Air  and  Havre  de 
Grace  will  be  continued,  thus  providing  for  seven  special  courses  in 
the  County,  leaving  only  Darlington  as  a  school  of  eleven  grades 
without  a  special  department,  and  we  are  hoping  that  both  Aber- 
deen and  Darlington  will  in  a  short  time  show  sufficient  enrollment 
in  their  advanced  classes  to  become  high  schools  of  second  group. 

Two  classes,  one  at  Havre  de  Grace  and  one  at  Bel  Air,  have  com- 
pleted the  two-year  commercial  course  and  a  number  of  them  have 
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already  secured  good  positions,  thus  justifying  the  policy  of  the 
State  in  providing  for  such  practical  instruction,  and  I  predict  that 
before  long  certificates  issued  by  our  County  School  authorities,  tes- 
tifying that  the  holders  have  taken  a  two-year  Commercial  course  in 
one  of  our  County  High  schools,  will  be  most  valuable  to  these  young 
people  in  seeking  employment  as  clerks,  typewriters  and  stenog- 
raphers. We  are  looking  for  equally  good  results  from  the  courses 
in  Agriculture  and  Domestic  Science.  Two  of  our  High  school 
buildings.  Havre  de  Grace  and  Aberdeen,  have  been  equipped  with 
modern  heating  plants,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  by  the  close  of 
the  present  year,  two  others.  Highland  and  Jarrettsville,  will  be 
similarly  furnished.  Our  board  is  sparing  no  effort  to  supply  these 
important  centers  of  higher  education  with  the  very  best  possible 
facilities,  including  a  high  grade  of  both  teachers  and  general 
equipment.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  public  schools  of  Wicomico  County  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  July  31,  1910. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  substantial  progress  along  several 
lines.  New  and  modern  buildings  have  been  erected  to  take  care  of 
the  increased  enrollment  and  to  replace  old  houses ;  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  professional  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  an 
aroused  public  sentiment  has  made  it  possible  to  effect  improvements 
in  various  directions. 

Two  primary  school  buildings  with  ten  rooms  were  erected  in 
Salisbury,  a  five-room  house  in  Pittsville,  and  one  new  rural  school, 
all  of  which  were  occupied  in  part  the  past  year.  The  new  lots  in 
Salisbury  are  larger  than  any  before  purchased,  containing  Sio  and 
11/4  acres  respectively.    The  larger  of  these  will  provide  an  athleti*^ 
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field  for  all  the  schools,  being  located  near  the  center  of  the  city. 
A  new  four-room  house  has  just  been  completed  in  Mardela  Springs 
and  will  be  occupied  this  fall.  An  addition  to  the  Mardela  Springs 
school  lot  was  purchased,  making  enough  ground  for  experimental 
agriculture,  it  being  our  intention  to  establish  an  agricultural  school 
at  that  place  in  the  near  future. 

Money  for  new  buildings  was  provided  by  a  bond  issue  of  |30,000, 
authorized  by  the  last  legislature. 

Four  new  rural  schools  to  replace  old  buildings  are  planned  to 
be  built  this  fall  or  in  the  early  spring,  and  it  is  the  intention  to 
continue  building  operations  until  every  school  district  in  the 
<*ounty  has  a  comfortable,  well-furnished  schoolhouse.  The  old 
wooden  furniture  formerly  in  use  in  a  majority  of  the  rural  schools 
is  being  replaced  by  modern  desks  as  fast  as  possible. 

Thirty-five  village  and  rural  schools  during  the  past  year  raised 
over  |700,  which  was  expended  in  various  ways — for  organs, 
libraries,  interior  decorations,  improvement  of  grounds,  etc.  The 
sums  raised  were  supplemented  in  many  cases  by  appropriations  for 
libraries  by  the  School  Board.  A  new  map  of  Maryland  was  placed 
in  every  school  room.  A  chemical  laboratory  was  fitted  up  in  the 
Wicomico  High  School  with  complete  equipment  for  twenty-four 
students,  including  tables  and  lockers  for  the  instructor  and  the 
students,  with  gas  and  water  supply  at  each  table. 

Every  teacher  of  the  county  was  a  member  of  the  State  Teachers' 
Reading  Circle,  and  studied  at  least  the  major  subject.  I  regret 
that  only  a  small  percentage  of  them  have  sent  in  the  required 
theses.  Monthly  meetings  of  the  teachers  have  been  held  through- 
out most  of  the  year.  The  county  was  divided  into  four  districts, 
the  teachers  of  each  section  meeting  at  some  central  point  once  a 
month  on  Saturday.  These  meetings  have  been  attended  by  the 
instructor  of  Drawing  and  Manual  Training  of  the  Wicomico  High 
School  and  by  the  County  Superintendent.  Instruction  in  primary 
handwork  was  given  and  the  Reading  Circle  work  carried  on.  By 
these  means  the  teachers  of  all  the  schools  were  encouraged  to  do 
something  along  the  line  of  industrial  work. 

Besides  the  work  in  Manual  Training  and  Drawing,  which  has 
been  in  progress  some  time  in  Salisbury,  a  department^of  Domestic 
Sciences  was  inaugurated  January,  1909.  Instruction  was  given 
in  sewing,  cooking,  household  decoration,  sanitation,  etc.,  which 
proved  very  popular  with  the  girls  and  their  parents.  This  work 
will  be  further  strengthened  under  the  operation  of  the  new  high 
school  law.

Departments  of  Manual  Training  and  Domestic  Science  were 
established  in  the  Delmar  and  Sharptown  High  Schools,  the  in- 
structor spending  one-half  of  th«  year  in  each  school.  This  will  be 
continued  at  both  schools,  at  Sharptown  under  the  operation  of  the 
new  law,  also  at  Delmar,  even  though  this  school  does  not  go  on  the 
list  of  approved  schools,  and  will  possibly  be  extended  to  some  of 
the  other  larger  graded  schools,  wherever  a  definite  course  has  been 
given. 

Seven  of  our  teachers  attended  summer  school  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  three  at  Columbia  University  during  the  past 
summer. 

Our  need  is  for  trained  teachers,  particularly  those  trained  for  the 
rural  school,  with  a  desire  to  work  in  the  country.

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HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION  IN  CAROLINE  COUNTY 
AND  SOURCES  OF  REVENUE  FOR  SCHOOLS.

The  major  part  of  Caroline  County's  adult  population  have  so  keen  an 
interest  in  public  school  education  that  they  are  willing  to  provide  facilities 
for  all  children  in  the  county  to  acquire  it,  and  the  facilities  having  been 
provided — free  books  and  free  tuition,  free  tools,  materials  and  training  in 
handicraft,  and  free  commercial  training — the  more  zealous  would  compel 
them,  by  legislation,  to  make  liberal  use  thereof.  Many  of  the  more  advanced 
ideas  as  to  the  extent  of  the  county's  obligation  to  the  rising  generation  are 
without  doubt  the  outgrowth  of  twentieth  century  progressiveness,  in  which 
this  county  has  had  full  share,  yet  we  cannot  but  feel  gratified  at  the  knowl- 
edge that  we  have  interest  in  general  education  by  heredity.  Back  generation 
by  generation  for  more  than  a  hundred  years  can  be  traced,  in  the  public 
records,  the  activities  of  our  forefathers  in  this  direction.  They  were  ever  in 
the  thick,  oftentimes  in  the  front,  of  movements  to  provide  school  advantages 
for  children  whose  parents  were  unable  to  educate  them.  Caroline  County 
was  therefore,  very  prominent  in  school  legislation  during  the  first  half  of 
the  past  century,  and  was  probably  as  potent  as  any  county  of  the  State  of  no 
greater  numerical  strength  in  the  General  Assembly,  in  the  crystallization 
in  1865,  of  all  the  scattered  or  individual  efforts  for  free  schools  into  a  State 
free  school  system,  which  has  been  year  by  year  more  and  more  systemized 
and  broadened  until  there  now  seems  to  be  little  to  be  desired  or  devised 
to  facilitate  or  encourage  the  education  of  youth  throughout  the  State.  It  is 
proposed  to  give  the  gist  of  the  school  legislation  affecting  Caroline  County 
alone  or  jointly  with  the  other  counties,  and  the  names  of  some  of  those 
who  were  most  active  in  promoting  the  erection  of  school-houses  or  securing 
the  means  of  carrying  on  school  work.  In  a  word,  to  give  the  story  of  the 
establishment  of  schools  as  best  it  can  be  gleaned  from  enactments,  including 
the  sources  of  revenue  for  their  support,  which  will  necessitate  reference  to 
legislation  not  wholly  local,  but  pertinent,  perhaps. 

But  somewhat  apart  from  free,  common,  primary,  or  public  schools,  as 
they  were  variously  called  in  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  there  were 
two  schools,  (nominally  of  the  secondary  class  but  actually  a  combination  of 
the  primary  and  secondary  classes,)  which  held  so  much  of  public  atten- 
tion in  their  day,  and  were  so  frequently  mentioned  in  Acts  of  Assembly, 
that  separate  chapters  of  this  sketch  seem  to  be  due  them — the  old  HiDs- ' 
borough  School,  the  academy  of  the  county  during  the  last  year  or  two  of 
the  eighteenth  century  and  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  nineteenth,  and  the 
old  Denton  Academy,  which  was  in  the  lime  light  for  a  generation  before  it 
was  actually  built,  (through  the  various  efforts  to  raise  the  money  to  erect 
it,)  and  which  held  precedence  among  the  county  schools  for  more  than  a 
generation  after  its  erection. 

THE  OLD  HILLSBOROUGH  SCHOOL. 

The  building  of  the  old  brick  school-house  at  Hillsborough  was  begun  in 
1797,  upon  a  site  donated  by  John  Hardcastle,  Jr.,  of  Talbot  County.  In  the 
deed  of  conveyance  the  donor  recited  that  "It  is  the  desire  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  vicinity  of  Hillsborough,  in  Caroline  County,  that  a  house  or  houses 
should  be  erected  in  said  village  for  the  education  of  youth,  and  that  a  lot 
of  ground  should  be  conveyed  to  the  aforesaid  persons  for  the  benevolent 
purposes  aforesaid,"  and  "for  divers  good  causes  as  aforesaid,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  five  shillings,"  he  conveyed  to  Francis  Sellers,  William  Smith, 
Valentine  Green  and  Henry  Nichols  the  3rd,  of  Caroline  County,  and  Samuel 
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Barrow,  of  Talbot  County,  in  trust,  the  qaarter-acre  lot  upon  which  this 
building  stood  for  more  than  three-fourths  of  a  century,  called  in  said  deed 
a  part  of  "Hackett's  Carding."  That  the  school  was  intended  to  be  strictly 
a  local  one  is  made  clear  by  a  proviso  of  the  deed,  "that  in  case  of  death 
or  refusal  to  serve,  or  the  removal  to  a  distance  of  more  than  three  miles 
from  said  village  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  persons  or  their  successors,  the 
remaining  trustees  are  to  fill  such  vacancies  out  of  the  neighboring 
inhabitants." 

The  revival  in  1798  of  the  plan  to  have  one  liberal  school  for  each  county, 
resulted  in  the  incorporation  of  many  such  institutions,  and  along  with 
Georgetown  School,  in  Kent  County,  and  the  Allegany  County  School,  in 
Allegany,  the  old  Hillsborough  School  was  incorporated  as  a  secondary  school 
or  academy  in  that  year.  It  had  been  preceded,  as  of  this  educational 
period,  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Frederick  County  School  in  1796.  The 
other  schools  of  this  class  in  existence  in  the  State  at  that  time — the  Lower 
Marlboro  School,  in  Calvert  County,  (1778,)  and  Washington  School  in  Somer- 
set County,  (1779,) — were  the  remnants  of  a  former  educational  scheme.  The 
adjoining  counties  of  Talbot  and  Queen  Anne's  quickly  followed  Caroline  s 
example  by  incorporating  Easton  Academy  in  1799  and  Centerville  Academy 
in  1803. 

The  incorporation  of  this  school  changed  somewhat  its  character  and  en- 
larged its  board  of  trustees  to  seven,  to  wit,  Francis  Sellers,  William  Smith, 
Henry  Nichols,  3rd,  Samuel  Barrow,  Henry  Downes,  William  Richardson 
and  George  Martin,  several  of  whom  did  not  reside  within  the  distance 
prescribed  in  the  deed.  The  incorporation  Act  in  its  preamble  sets  forth 
that  "The  happiness  and  prosperity  of  every  community  depend  much 
upon  the  proper  education  of  the  youth,  and  it  being  the  interest  and  duty 
of  the  State  to  assist,  with  legislative  countenance,  every  attempt  to  dis- 
seminate and  promote  the  growth  of  useful  knowledge,  and  it  also  appear- 
ing that  a  considerable  sum  of  money  has  been  subscribed  and  already 
expended  in  the  erection  and  endowment  of  a  school  in  the  county  afore- 
said, which,  if  countenanced  by  the  Legislature,  may  probably  become  an 
useful  institution;"  and  the  enactment  following  was:  "That  there  be 
erected,  and  hereby  is  erected  and  established,  in  Caroline  county  afore- 
said, a  school  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  learned  and  foreign  lan- 
guages, the  useful  arts,  sciences  and  literature."  And  under  title  of  "The 
Trustees  of  the  Hillsborough  School,  in  Caroline  County,"  the  trustees  of 
said  school  were  "erected,  established  and  declared  to  be  one  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession." 

If  any  other  means  than  subscriptions  were  used  to  raise  the  money  for 
the  erection  of  the  school-house,  and  the  other  buildings  that  were  neces- 
sary adjuncts,  if  all  the  purposes  of  the  promoters  of  this  laudable  project 
were  to  be  carried  out,  they  are  not  disclosed  by  the  public  records,  as  as- 
suredly would  have  been  the  case  if  the  Legislature  had  given  financial 
aid  at  the  time  it  gave  its  "countenance"  in  incorporating.  The  contribu- 
tors, no  doubt,  were  numerous  and  not  all  resident  on  the  Caroline  side 
of  "The  Creek,"  as  the  Tuckahoe  River  was  at  that  time  usually  called,  for 
both  Talbot  and  Queen  Anne's  territory  was  adjacent,  and  contributory 
in  many  ways  to  Hillsborough  in  business,  school  attendance,  church  con- 
gregations, etc.,  as  it  now  is.  Legend  has  it,  however,  that  one  man,  of 
English  or  Scottish  birth  or  descent,  a  merchant  of  the  village  and  the  pos- 
sessor of  large  means,  was  the  leading  spirit  and  backbone  of  the  whole 
enterprise.  To  him  is  accredited  generous  subscriptions  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  the  building,  and  a  sum  besides,  by  way  of  endowment  thereof,  for 
the  education  of  the  orphan  children  of  that  vicinity  and  for  their  care  and 
support  whilst  acquiring  it;  as  is  also  the  importation  of  the  bricks  of 
which  it  was  built.  There  is  no  question  of  his  deep  interest  in  it,  and 
his  leadership  seems  to  be  substantiated  by  the  record,  in  that  he  was 
first-named  of  the  grantees  of  the  site  and  of  the  trustees  in  the  incorporat- 
ing Act.  The  fact  that  other  buildings  in  the  village  used  and  occupied 
by  him — the  house  on  the  hill,  near  the  Tuckahoe  bridge,  in  which  he  is 
said  to  have  lived .  and  died,  and  the  granary,  store-room  or  warehouse  at 
the  Caroline  end  of  the  bridge,  used  by  him  in  his  business — were  of  the 
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same  material  as  the  school-house  (light-colored  sand  brick),  gives  strong 
color  to  the  claim  of  his  direct  instrumentality  in  its  erection. 

The  statement  of  some  writers  that  the  Hillsborough  School  was,  at  one 
time,  a  private  denominational  school  does  not  seem,  by  the  record,  at 
least,  to  have  any  foundation,  and  it  would  be  giving  speculation  free  rein 
to  say  that  Lord  Hillsborough,  of  the  Calvert  family,  for  whom  the  village 
was  named,  founded  and  endowed  it  in  his  day,  or  some  of  his  descendants 
did  it  in  his  name  at  a  later  date;  or  that  the  Goldsborough  family  of 
Talbot,  staunch  Episcopalians  and  very  much  interested  in  St.  Paul's 
Church,  erected  there  many  j^ears  after  the  school-house,  were  the  bene- 
factors; or  that  John  Hardcastle,  Jr.,  and  Francis  Sellers,  the  donor  of  the 
site  and  the  endowment,  both  of  whom,  it  may  be  presumed  from  other 
and  later  deeds  of  gift  and  testamentary  bequests,  were  Methodists,  made 
denominationalism  a  condition  of  either  deed  or  gift.  If  there  was  a  taint 
of  denominationalism  previous  to  the  incorporation  Act  it  was  thereby  cut 
out  completely,  by  selection  of  trustees  pronouncedly  Catholic,  Episcopal 
and  Methodist  in  their  religious  affiliations. 

Besides  having  within  its  corporate  limits  in  the  early  years  mentioned 
one  of  the  foremost  seats  of  learning  in  the  State,  and  the  foremost  in  the 
county,  Hillsborough  had  other  claims  to  distinction.  It  was  a  place  of 
business  importance,  the  centre  of  trade  in  the  county,  and  therein  was 
published  the  first  Caroline  county  newspaper,  "The  Caroline  Intelligencer,'' 
in  1831,  by  Lucas  Brothers. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hillsborough  School,  in  the  present-day  vernacular, 
were  "on  their  job"  from  the  start,  and  in  a  few  years  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  did  not  pertain  solely  to  the  school,  but  as  a  body  they  were  to 
be  reckoned  with^in  all  matters,  it  seems,  concerning  the  village.  The  Legis- 
lature of  1806  practically  placed  the  village  government  in  their  hands,  by 
authorizing  them  to  appoint  the  bailiff,  one  of  whose  duties  was  to  collect 
in  their  corporate  name,  and  for  the  benefit  and  education  of  the  orphan 
children  in  their  school,  the  taxes  laid  upon  every  person  who  kept  a  dog 
or  dogs  in  said  village,  as  also,  for  the  same  purpose,  the  fine  imposed  upon 
all  residents  who  alarmed  their  neighbors  by  "suffering  or  permitting  their 
chimney  to  catch  fire  so  as  to  blaze  out  of  the  top." 

Lest  the  orphan  children  supported  and  educated  at  their  school  might 
fall  into  bad  hands  after  leaving  it,  they  asked  the  General  Assembly  and 
were  granted  the  power  in  1807  to  bind  them  out,  as  apprentices,  when 
they  had  acquired  a  certain  amount  of  book-learning,  especially  in  arith- 
metic— the  boys  until  they  were  twenty-one  and  the  girls  until  they  were 
sixteen  years  of  age. 

Although  the  bailiff  had  some  perquisites  from  impounding  swine,  goats 
and  geese  found  running  at  large  in  said  village  or  within  a  half  mile 
thereof,  the  office  was  not  much  sought  after;  in  fact,  appointees  sometimes 
declined  the  honor  when  thrust  upon  them.  Unwillingness  to  serve  as 
bailiff  became  so  pronounced  that  the  Legislature  was  called  upon  to  aid 
the  trustees,  and  in  1810  it  was  made  an  offence,  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  $20.00,  to  decline  to  serve  as  bailiff  when  appointed  by  the 
Trustees  of  Hillsborough  School.  About  this  time  there  were  other  troubles 
that  called  for  legislative  aid.  The  trustees  made  complaint  that  certain 
evil  disposed  persons  enticed  away  from  their  school,  and  from  the  care 
and  custody  of  the  teacher  and  trustees,  some  of  the  children  taken  on 
charity  before  they  became  well  grounded  in  the  rules  of  arithmetic;  and 
forthwith  an  Act  provided  that  a  fine  be  imposed  upon  any  person  or 
persons  who  enticed  away  or  harbored  any  of  the  charity  children  in  charge 
of  the  teacher  or  the  Trustees  of  the  Hillsborough  School. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  school,  at  the  outset  and  all  through  its 
career,  embraced  the  elementary  branches;  but,  as  provided  in  the  incor- 
poration Act,  it  included  the  classics.  And  so  well  up  did  it  range  in  the 
higher  educational  branches  that  it  soon  gained  recognition  as  one  of  the 
prominent  schools  of  the  secondary  class  in  the  State,  receiving  in  1812, 
by  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  donation  of  $500.00  for  that  year 
and  a  like  sum  annually  thereafter  for  nearly  a  score  of  years.  In  one  of 
the  reports  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  of  1823,  this  information  is  given:  Amount  of  donation  from 
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State,  $500.00;  teacher,  1;  free  students,  5;  students  in  classical  department, 
S;  students  in  English  and  mathematics,  19;  total  number  of  pupils,  27. 

When  one-half  of  the  State's  annual  donation  to  academies  was  wrested 
from  it  in  1827  and,  "for  the  better  education  of  the  youth  of  the  county," 
given  to  the  Denton  Academy,  to  be  erected;  or  when  the  whole  of  it  was 
taken  from  both  academies  in  1830,  Hillsborough  School  did  not  at  once 
lose  its  prestige  as  a  seat  of  learning.  The  writer  has  been  personally 
informed,  by  one  pupil  at  least,  the  late  Colonel  Richard  Thomas,  for  so 
many  years  cashier  of  Easton  National  Bank,  of  his  seeking  classical  in- 
struction therein  during  the  thirties. 

Notwithstanding  the  various  functions  of  the  trustees  of  this  school  they 
failed  to  perpetuate  their  corporate  existence,  by  appointments  to  till 
vacancies  in  the  board  as  they  occurred,  as  required  by  the  terms  of  the 
incorporation  Act,  and  prior  to  1840  it  lapsed.  Owing  to  jealousies  among 
the  people  a  new  or  opposition  school  was  talked  of  but  did  not  materialize, 
nevertheless  the  old  school  had  a  precarious  existence  for  some  years,  alter- 
nating between  a  private  school  and  a  located  school  of  the  county,  as  it 
was  able  or  not  to  muster  in  its  territory  the  required  number  of  fifteen 
subscribed  scholars  to  entitle  it  to  a  share  of  the  State  donation. 

In  1844  it  was  made  by  enactment  a  primary  district,  but  its  small  area — 
less  than  one-fourth  of  the  authorized  size — and  the  consequent  high  taxes 
for  school  purposes,  gave  rise  to  a  deal  of  complaint  by  the  taxpaying  resi- 
dents. High  taxes,  however,  could  not  have  been  the  only  disturbing  ques- 
tion, for  an  Act  of  the  following  session  of  the  Legislature,  (1845,)  author- 
ized the  sale  of  the  old  building  and  the  erection  of  a  new  one  on  the 
Denton-Hillsborough  road,  not  more  than  two  nor  less  than  one  and  a  quarter 
miles  from  Hillsborough.  The  same  Act  authorized  the  Orphans'  Court  to 
appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  alter  the  boundary  lines  of  the  dis- 
trict, although  they  had  been  precisely  set  out  in  the  Act  of  the  preceding 
year,  by  which  it  was  made  a  primary  district.  Another  Act  of  the  1845 
Session  authorized  the  holding  of  an  election,  at  the  school-house  in  Hills- 
borough, on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  to  vote  by  ballot,  for  or  against  the 
school  tax,  the  result  not  to  affect  the  collection  of  taxes  already  levied  for 
that  year. 

Messrs.  Samuel  Dunning,  James  Hignutt  and  James  Carter,  having  been 
appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  divide  District  No.  2,  (the  Middle  or  Denton,) 
into  school  districts  of  not  greater  dimensions  than  six  miles  square,  were 
especially  authorized  to  define  Hillsborough  district.  In  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  under  which  it  was  last  laid  out,  a  baker's  dozen  of 
the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  district  the  succeeding  year  presented  the 
following  petition  to  the  Orphans'  Court: 

To  the  Honora'ble,  the  Judges  of  the  Orphans'  Court  for  Caroline  County: 

The  undersigned,  taxable  inhabitants,  resident  in  the  limits  of  the  school 
district  under  a  late  law  known  as  School  District  No.  1  of  the  Middle  Elec- 
tion District  of  Caroline  County,  the  limits  of  which  have  recently  been 
altered  and  defined  by  commissioners  appointed  by  law;  according  to  the 
provisions  of  a  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  Chapter  353,  section  3,  ask  your  honorable  body  to  ap- 
point three  suitable  persons  to  hold  an  election  in  this  school  district, 
July  5th,  1847.

The  election  was  not  held  on  the  date  petitioned  for  and,  if  held  at  all, 
resulted  in  the  defeat  of  the  primary  plan,  for  at  the  December  Session  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  that  year,  (1847,)  the  district  was  again  divided

into  two  school  districts,  one  of  which  was  to  be  called  Hillsborough  district 
and  to  receive  one  school's  share  of  all  the  school  funds  of  the  Middle  dis- 
trict. The  other  portion  of  the  district,  as  laid  down  in  1846,  seems  to  have 
been  left  to  take  care  of  itself.  This  new  Hillsborough  district  was  quite 
a  bit  smaller  than  that  land  and  under  the  Act  of  1844,  Messrs.  David 
Knotts,  William  Connolly,  Dr.  John  H.  Holt,  Warner  R.  Busteed,  Barrett 
Patton,  Henry  T.  Dean  and  Dr.  Thomas  Hackett  were  appointed  trustees 
with  all  authority  allowed  trustees  of  other  schools  not  primary  in  the 
Middle  election  district,  and  to  serve  until  the  election  of  trustees  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1846.  They  were  required  to  have 
the  school  for  that  district  conducted  in  the  town  of  Hillsborough. 

Dropping  out  of  public  notice  as  it  did,  at  least  so  far  as  enactments  indi- 
cate, is  conclusive  proof  that  the  partisans  or  patrons  of  the  old  school 
accepted  the  inevitable  and  ceased  their  efforts  to  maintain  it  save  as  a 
located  school.  A  decade  after  the  last-mentioned  enactment  the  Rev.  George 
Francis  Beaven,  having  become  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  in 
that  town,  took  up  also  the  duties  of  tutor  in  that  school,  and  in  one  way 
or  another,  as  teacher  or  patron,  he  both  expressed  and  exemplified  great 
interest  in  it. 

Although  the  school  came  under  the  control  of  the  public  school  author- 
ities under  the  laws  of  1865  and  186S,  yet  local  sentiment  clung  to  it  as  to 
a  private  possession,  and  it  was  not  destined  to  pass  out  of  existence  with- 
out coming  again,  in  part,  at  least,  into  its  own.  The  General  Assembly  of 
1874  decreed  that  its  corporate  existence  be  revived  and  continued;  that 
Dr.  Thomas  Hackett,  Henry  J.  Fisher,  Charles  H.  Fleming,  Charles  E. 
Jarrell,  William  E.  Barton,  Hugh  Duffy  and  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Holt  be  declared 
the  legal  trustees  of  said  school,  and  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Act  of 
1798,  as  if  the  same  had  not  been  forfeited  and  lost. 

A  few  years  later  came  another  struggle.  A  large  portion  of  the  patrons 
wished  for  a  graded  school,  but  the  trustees  were  not  willing  to  convey  the 
building  and  site  to  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners,  which  was 
necessary  under  the  existing  law,  which  prohibited  the  Commissioners 
from  building  upon  any  site  for  which  they  had  not  a  sufficient  legal  title; 
hence  the  request  was  declined.  It  was  adjusted  in  some  way,  however, 
and  in  1878  it  was  erected  into  a  graded  school,  the  old  brick  building  giving 
place  to  a  modern  two-room  structure,  to  which  additions  have  since  been 
made.   And  thus  passed  the  old  Hillsborough  School — a  cherished  landmark. 


THE  OliD  DENTON  ACADEMY. 

Although  Denton  did  not  have  an  academy  in  the  early  years  of  the  last 
century,  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  it  did  not  have  a  school  of  good  class 
for  that  day  or  period,  or  that  the  residents  thereof  had  no  aspirations  con- 
cerning a  school  of  the  secondary  class.  The  pretentions  of  the  rival  village 
of  Hillsborough,  because  of  its  school,  were  not  viewed  with  complacency 
in  the  shire  town,  and  efforts  to  outdo  it  in  this  particular  were  not  lacking, 
although  not  successful  until  many  year  had  passed.  The  ambitions  of 
Dentonians,  as  to  schools,  were  by  no  means  meagre,  as  will  hereinafter 
appear. 

By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1804,  a  supplement  to  the  town 
charter,  of  1802,  one-fourth  of  an  acre  of  land  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
the  public  square,  where  the  jail  was  built  in  1854,  was  set  apart  and  vested 
in  the  town  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon  a  school- 
house  in  said  village  and  it  was  laid  out  and  appears  upon  the  plat  of  the 
town  made  in  1807  by  Robert  Orrell,  surveyor.  Whether  or  not  there  had 
been  concerted  effort  toward  building  it  previous  to  1808  is  not  known.  In 
that  year  some  of  the  most  prominent  and  influential  men  of  the  county, 
many  of  whom  were  not  residents  of  the  town,  enlisted  in  behalf  of  a  school 
for  Denton.  They  besought  the  Legislature  to  grant  the  privilege  of  a 
lottery  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  necessary  funds  for  its  erection,  and 
Messrs.  Thomas  Richardson,  Solomon  Brown,  Alexander  Maxwell,  Jr.,  Henry 
Helm,  William  Potter,  William  Hughlett  and  George  Reed  were  named  as 
commissioners,  with  the  privilege  of  proposing  a  scheme  of  lottery  to  raise 
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a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  $1000.00,  for  the  erection  of  a  school-house  in 
the  village  of  Denton."  At  that  time  lotteries  were  both  popular  and  legiti- 
mate. The  State  encouraged,  controlled  and  profited  by  them,  received  a 
per  cent,  or  toll  from  each  drawing,  and  required  all  commissioners  proposing 
a  scheme  or  drawing  a  lottery  to  give  ample  bond  to  the  State.  But,  how- 
ever popular  they  may  have  been  in  other  sections  of  the  State  as  a  means 
of  building  churches  of  all  denominations,  parsonages,  rectories,  lodge- 
rooms,  etc.,  the  people  of  Caroline  county  would  have  none  of  it,  and  after 
the  tickets  had  been  partly  sold  the  project  was  called  off,  the  tickets  re- 
deemed, and  the  building  of  a  school-house  in  Denton  was  given  a  quietus 
for  some  years. 

The  donation  of  $500.00  per  year  to  the  Hillsborough  School  in  1812  was 
a  rankling  thorn  in  the  flesh  of  Dentonians  and  patrons  of  Denton  schools, 
who  had  by  no  means  given  up  the  idea  of  having  an  academy.  They  made 
effort  after  effort  to  get  the  donation,  or  a  portion  of  it,  but  without  success 
until  1827,  when  the  General  Assembly,  "believing  that  the  education  of 
the  youth  of  Caroline  county  would  be  better  promoted  thereby,"  divided 
the  sum  therefore  given  to  the  Hillsborough  School,  giving  one-half  thereof  to 
the  Denton  Academy,  to  be  erected;  and  by  the  same  Act  incorporated 
the  said  Denton  Academy,  with  Joseph  Richardson,  Dr.  Charles  Tilden, 
Dr.  George  Martin,  Edward  B.  Hardcastle,  Joseph  P.  W.  Richardson  and 
Robert  T.  Keene  as  trustees,  with  authority  to  till  vacancies  and  use  a 
corporate  seal. 

Those  were  not,  however,  halcyon  days  for  academics.  Public  sentiment 
was  somewhat  against  them  and  setting  decidedly  toward  primary  education. 
The  result  in  this  county  was  that  in  1830  the  State  donation  to  academies 
was  withdrawn  from  the  two  schools  between  which  it  had  so  recently 
been  divided,  and  the  Justices  of  the  Orphans'  Court,  into  whose  hands  all 
school  funds  for  this  county  had  been  given  in  1821,  were  directed  by  the 
Legislature  to  distribute  it  among  the  located  schools  of  the  county. 

The  Denton  Academy  scheme  was  only  temporarily  down.  It  recurred 
in  legislative  annals  in  1835,  in  shape  of  an  enactment  authorizing  the 
Commissioners  of  Caroline  county  to  call  on  the  county  surveyor  "to  lay 
out  a  lot  of  ground — a  part  of  the  public  square  in  the  village  of  Denton, 
on  the  corner  of  Gay  and  Second  streets,  and  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  an 
acre — for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon  an  Academy  house  for  the  benefit 
of  education,"  and,  upon  the  return  of  the  surveyor's  plat  to  them,  the 
Commissioners  were  directed  to  give  a  deed  therefor  to  the  Trustees  of 
Denton  Academy. 

During  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1838  the  academy  promo- 
ters met  with  signal  success.  The  Orphans'  Court  was  directed  to  call  back 
and  receive  from  the  located  schools,  to  which  it  had  been  distributd  in 
1837,  the  State  donations,  and  to  pay  over  to  the  Trustees  of  Denton 
Academy,  to  be  erected,  the  full  amount  of  said  donation  remaining  in 
hand  at  that  time;  and  to  pay  annually  thereafter  all  such  donations  to 
the  said  Denton  Academy.  It  was  to  have  no  part,  however,  of  the  other 
school  funds  belonging  to  the  Middle  district  of  Caroline  county. 

With  this  impetus  the  academy  movement  gathered  force  rapidly  and 
the  ambitions  of  its  friends  grew  amazingly.  A  building  was  proposed 
that  would  eclipse  everything  of  like  character  on  the  Eastern  Shore.  In 
fact,  it  looks  like  a  college  building  was  intended  to  be  erected.  The 
Legislature  was  memorialized  the  following  year,  (1839,)  thus:  "Sundry 
citizens  of  Caroline  county  propose  to  have  an  academy  built  in  Denton  for 
the  purpose  of  education,  and  said  undertaking  will  materially  subserve 
the  public  convenience  and  interests,  but  adequate  means  to  accomplish 
this  highly  useful  object  cannot  be  procured  save  through  the  privilege  of 
a  lottery."  The  lottery  privilege  was  given  to  Messrs.  James  Sangston, 
Joseph  Richardson,  William  A.  Tatem,  George  T.  Martin,  Edward  B.  Hard- 
castle, William  A.  Ford,  James  Bartol,  John  Evitts  and  William  Bailey,  and 
as  commissioners  they  were  given  full  power  and  authority,  "by  a  scheme 
or  schemes  of  lottery,  and  the  sales  thereof,  or  the  tickets  therein,  and 
without  being  subject  to  any  tax  whatever,  to  raise  the  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  free  and  clear  and  over  and  above  all  expenses  and 
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charges,  for  the  building  of  said  academy,"  upon  giving  bond  to  the  State  j 
before  making  any  sale  or  drawing  of  lottery.  It  may  be  said  with  absolute  ■  j 
certainty  that  the  commissioners  named  did  not  avail  themselves  of  this : 
very  tempting  privilege  or  any  portion  of  it;  but  that  the  whole  business,:  t 
like  the  earlier  effort  of  the  same  kind,  was  thrown  over  in  deference  to  •  ^ 
local  opposition  to  lotteries.  It  is  believed  that  when  Denton  Academy ;  , 
was  built,  sometime  between  1840  and  1845,  that  it  was  largely  if  not  j 
entirely  out  of  the  accumulated  funds  of  the  State  donation  to  academies  in  .  . 
this  county,  which  had  been  given  by  the  Act  of  1838  to  and  for  the  use  of "  ; 
said  academy,  | 

When  erected  it  was  upon  the  site  surveyed  and  set  apart  for  it  in  1835,  ( 
and  was  a  modest  but  substantial  two-story  building,  with  school-room  and  ] 
double-entry  hallway  below  and  school-room  and  cloak-room  above.  The  i 
upper  room,  unused  it  is  said  for  some  years  after  completion,  v/as  used  i 
by  the  female  students  all  the  years  within  the  writer's  recollection,  save  ( 
one  or  two,  when  a  division  was  made  according  to  grade  and  regardless  of  j 
sex,  which  will  be  referred  to  again  later  on.  And  there  it  stood  for  a  genera-  < 
tion  in  good  condition  despite  the  persistent  efforts  of  a  number  of  boys  in 
out-of-school  hours,  to  knock  slates  off  the  roof  and  slats  out  of  the  belfry,  and  ] 
despite  also,  the  capricious  actions  of  a  three-foot  box  stove  that  either  would  i 
not  draw  at  all  and  smoked  pupils  and  teachers  out,  or  burned  like  a  house  , 
afire,  and,  because  of  a  false  flue  and  poor  insulation,  set  afire  to  the  . 
building  at  quick  recurring  intervals  during  the  winter  season,  fortunately  ! 
at  such  times  as  the  boys  and  the  pail  of  water  were  at  hand  to  quench  it.  ] 
It  is  said  that  some  of  the  boys  had  foreknowledge  and  some  control  of  j 
the  stove's  caprice.  ,  , 

Some  of  the  diversions  and  foibles  of  teachers  of  the  male  department  of  ;  i 
Denton  Academy  during  the  twelve  to  twenty  years  following  1850 — when  i 
the  schoolmaster  was  a  law  unto  himself  as  to  discipline — obtrude  themselves 
upon  memory  with  such  sharp  insisture  that  they  cannot  be  wholly  irrelevant, 
and  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  readers  of  this  sketch.    First  in  mind  is 
he  of  fine  attainments,  magnificent  physique,  and  excellent  teaching  and  i 
thrashing  qualifications.    It  is  said  that  he  had  the  birch  or  the  greenbriar 
always  and  conspicuously  in  evidence  and  almost  daily  in  application  to  the  I 
backs  of  certain  sturdy  and  well-grown  youths  who  "got  their  schoolin'  "  in  ; 
the  winter  months,  when  they  could  not  work  on  the  farm;  the  irony  of  i 
the  situation  to  them  being  that  they  were  most  frequently  the  emissaries  ' 
when  requisition  was  made,  (rarely  less  than  twice  a  week,)  upon  a  certain 
clump  of  greenbriars  that  grew  particularly  straight  and  strong  about  a 
lone  pine  that  stood  less  than  a  hundred  yards  from  the  academy.  Following 
him  v/as  a  lithe,  dark-haired  gentleman  of  no  particular  teaching  ability 
or  skill  in  the  use  of  the  rod,  but  so  swift  of  foot  that  he  could  beat  an 
ordinary  horse  in  a  straight-away  hundred-yards  dash,  and  who  not  infre- 
quently walked  eight  or  ten  miles  into  the  country  after  supper  to  sit  in  a 
game  with  congenial  companions,  oftentimes  into  the  wee  hours  and  some- 
times until  the  early  morning  hours,  just  giving  himself  enough  latitude  to  : 
make  the  school-house  in  time  for  the  beginning  of  the  morning  session; 
this  last,  perhaps,  when  his  progress  was  hampered  by  the  driving  in  of 
the  obstinate  live-stock  trophies  of  his  games.    Then  came  the  smooth-faced, 
good-natured  and  good-looking  New  York  chap,  with  theatrical  talent,  who 
enlisted  the  young  professional  men  of  the  town  in  his  entertainment 
project  and  made  a  theatre  of  the  old  court-room,  and  whose  personations  of 
female  characters  won  great  applause.    Then  again  the  slasher,  who  sub- 
stituted a  long  rope,  made  into  a  lasso,  for  the  rod,  and  sometimes,  lacking  a 
good  reason  for  using  it,  he  would  remark:    "Well,  boys,  I  don't  know  that 
you  have  done  anything  to-day  that  particularly  calls  for  a  lamming,  but  a 
little  of  the  lasso  now  may  prevent  your  doing  it;"  and  the  pupils  were 
ranged  in  line  round  the  semi-circular  portion  of  the  platform,  and  the 
several-times-doubled  lasso  was  plied  vigorously  and  impartially  up  and  down 
the  line.    The  lasso  was  also  used  to  test  the  strength  of  a  boy's  neck  when 
dragged  from  his  seat  by  it  or  hung  up  against  the  sidewall  from  an  overhead 
pulley.    It  is  needless  to  say  that  teachers  did  not  succeed  themselves  in 
those  days,  any  more  than  they  escaped  making  defense,  in  a  pugilistic  way. 
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in  attacks  by  irate  parents  or  friends  of  pupils  who  received  more  than  a 
fair  share  of  the  liberally-dispensed  birch,  greenbriar  or  lasso. 

In  contrast  with  this  class  of  teachers  was  the  Quakeress  who  followed 
them — bright-eyed,  alert,  capable  and  successful  as  an  instructress,  and  secure 
of  her  position  in  spinsterhood.  She  made  the  innovation  heretofore  referred 
to,  that  of  having  a  mixed  school  of  boys  and  girls  of  the  more  advanced 
grades.  The  pupils  were  quickly  responsive  to  her  manifest  interest  in  them 
as  students,  and  her  interest  in  their  recreations  won  their  hearts.  Peculiar 
as  her  mode  of  recognition  of  meritorious  or  expeditious  work  may  appear 
to  the  school-children  of  to-day,  it  was  altogether  effective  with  and  appre- 
ciated by  her  pupils.  Hers  was  a  simple  proposition:  "If  thee  finishes  thy 
Latin  translations,  mathematics,"  (or  whatever  the  afternoon  lesson  might 
be,  "before  the  closing  hour,  we'll  have  the  extra  time  on  the  ice;  I  want 
to  see  how  thee  skates;"  or  if  in  the  springtime,  "We'll  go  for  a  walk  in  the 
country."  The  task  was  sure  to  be  promptly  and  satisfactorily  finished,  and 
in  those  strolls  this  beloved  and  tireless  spinster,  in  enormously-crinolined 
skirts,  led  her  train  of  healthy  and  happy  lads  and  lasses  a  merry  clip  to 
some  particularly  fine  fern-bed,  or  in  search  of  other  native  flora,  or  to  some 
point  of  local  interest,  from  two  to  five  miles  away.  And  last  of  this  class  of 
teachers  was  the  solemn-visaged  literatus,  who  had  published  in  the  local 
newspaper,  over  his  own  name  and  as  original  matter,  several  very  striking 
articles,  which  attracted  much  local  attention  on  account  of  their  erudition; 
and  it  was  not  a  blow,  apparently,  when  the  editor  remarked  to  him  that 
his  articles  could  be  found,  word  for  word  and  in  entirety,  in  a  volume  in 
print  half  a  century  previous  to  that  time,  for  he  replied  with  all  gravity  and 
seeming  sincerity,  that  it  was  "merely  a  coincidence,  a  most  remarkable 
coincidence." 

School  district  No.  3  of  the  Middle  election  district,  as  laid  out  in  1846  by 
Messrs.  Samuel  Dunning,  James  Hignutt  and  James  Carter,  had  located 
within  its  boundary  lines,  besides  Denton  Academy,  a  school  located  or 
instituted  in  1843  "for  the  education  of  females."  This  district  was  first 
to  file  with  the  Orphans'  Court  a  petition  for  the  appointment  of  judges  to 
hold  an  election  for  seven  trustees,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  1846,  submitting  the  question  of  primary  school  districts  to  the 
vote  of  the  taxpayers.  It  was  filed  April  13th,  1847,  and  had  the  signature 
of  thirteen  taxpayers: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Caroline  County: 

The  undersigned,  citizens  of  School  District  No.  3,  respectfully  petition 
your  Honors  to  appoint  a  day  for  the  holding  of  an  election  for  seven 
trustees  to  said  school,  under  the  Act  and  in  accordance  with  Act  of  Assembly 
made  and  provided;  and  to  appoint  judges  to  hold  said  election  in  the  town 
of  Denton.

Notwithstanding  the  unlucky-number  handicap,  a  most  vigorous  campaign 
was  made  for  the  adoption  of  the  primary  plan,  or  "for  the  school  tax," 
as  the  slogan  was  sounded,  and  it  was  carried  by  a  considerable  majority. 
The  Female  School  and  the  Academy  were  not  merged,  it  appears,  by  the 
district  becoming  a  primary  one,  as  the  Academy  was  not  cut  out  of  the 
county's  share  of  the  State  donation  to  colleges  and  academies  and  the 
Female  School  still  received  its  ratable  proportion  of  the  Free  or  Charity 
School  Fund,  and  of  the  interest  on  the  Surplus  Revenues.  School  district 
lines  were  sharply  drawn  by  this  contest.  Whereas  the  Act  of  1846  gave 
pupils  the  privilege  of  attending  the  school  nearest  them,  whether  in 
the  same  school  district  or  not,  the  Act  of  the  December  Session,  1847,  with

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drew  that  privilege,  and  the  Denton  primary  district,  being  the  single  or 
lone  one  in  the  Middle  district,  took  large  credit  to  itself  and  became  as 
exclusive  as  the  law  allowed.  But  notwithstanding  its  success  in  providing  1 
increased  revenue  by  the  right  to  levy  the  school  tax,  both  the  Academy  0 
and  the  Female  School  forfeited  their  share  of  the  school  funds  for  a  P 
portion  of  that  year  (1847)  because  the  trustees  had  been  too  busy  election-  st 
eering  to  hunt  up  teachers  for  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  to 
and  the  General  Assembly  at  the  December  Session  following  was  called  an 
on  to  reinstate  them,  so  as  to  draw  the  forfeited  portion  of  the  respective  ft( 
school  funds.  tb' 

The  school  tax  was  evidently  popular  in  this  district,  and  possibly  because  of 
of  the  two  schools  therein,  the  Female  School  having  meantime  abandoned  wl 
the  building  in  which  it  was  instituted  and  taken  possession  of  the  upper  \  as 
room  of  the  Academy  building,  the  district  was  given  authority  in  1858  i  Ti 
to  increase  the  tax  rate  to  thirty-three  and  one-third  cents  on  the  $100.00.  of 
Whether  the  trustees  for  the  two  departments  of  the  Academy  w^re  sepa-  i  aj 
rate  or  joint  is  not  remembered,  but  one  set  of  trustees  for  the  male  j  al 
department  is  distinctly  in  mind — Messrs.  James  H.  Fountain,  Samuel  Dun-  '<  ?c 
ning  and  John  Robert  Fountain — who  were  appealed  to  personally  when  j 
special  half-holidays  were  desired.  The  curriculum  was  an  unstable  affair,  fo 
and  text-books  were  changed  with  every  incoming  schoolmaster.  At  one  i  ^1 
time  students  of  the  alphabet  and  one  student,  at  least,  of  Blackstone, 
were  to  be  seen  daily  in  the  same  room.  In  those  days  John  Comly  was  the  yi 
most  popular  school-book  author,  but  Smith,  Murray,  Greenleaf  and  others  r( 
had  advocates  and  patrons.  R 

The  old  Academy  building  was  removed  from  its  original  site  to  a  lot  j  tl 
on  Lowe  street,  jointly  owned  and  donated  in  1875,  by  the  late  Colonels  !  S 
Philip  W.  Downes  and  Joshua  Wesley  Bryant,  to  the  County  School  Com-  ^ 
missioners,  and  there,  used  as  an  academy;  in  fact,  it  is  standing  to-day,  ^ 
in  use  as  a  dwelling  and  not  as  a  school-house,  hard  by  the  more  capacious  i  v 
academy  building  which  supplanted  it  in  1883,  and  which  since  the  High  |  I 
School  building  came  into  use  in  1901,  has  been  used  solely  for  primary  |  c 
school  work.  The  original  site  of  the  Academy — the  half-acre  of  the  public  t 
square — was  given  by  the  Legislature  of  1884  into  the  charge  of  Messrs.  '  s 
Robert  J.  Jump,  Jonathan  W.  Kerr,  Thomas  C.  West,  Richard  T.  Carter  t 
and  the  late  James  Swann,  as  trustees  for  the  Masonic  Lodge,  as  was  also  1 
the  other  portion  of  the  square,  upon  which  the  old  market-house  stood,  s 
and  upon  which  the  Masonic  Building  was  that  year  erected.  \ 

The  roster  of  the  male  department  of  the  old  Denton  Academy  cannot  c 
be  given  with  exactness,  but  it  is  said  that  among  its  first  principals,  I 
after  its  actual  incorporation  in  1839,  (although  it  was  then  an  academy  ,  ( 
only  in  name,  a  nearby  building  being  in  use  for  a  school-house,)  was  I  ( 
Edward  Martin,  Esq.,  the  father  of  the  late  Judge  William  Richardson  1 
Martin,  and  he  was  followed,  somewhat  in  the  order  here  given,  by  Messrs.  1 
William  McLean,  Philip  DeRochburne,  John  V.  Crosby,  Rev,  Mr.  Howard, 
Prof.  Thompson,  J.  Earle  Maloy,  Messrs.  Conard,  Ryan,  Talmadge,  Matthew  | 
Clark,  Geo.  M.  Fisher,  M.  D.,  James  E.  Austin,  Cerenus  C.  Powell,  Miss 
Huldah  Bonwill,  Rev.  Robt.  W.  Todd,  Messrs.  James  McBeth,  James  Conner,  1 
and  Thos.  C.  West,  the  last  of  whom  taught  several  years  whilst  the  i 
Academy  remained  on  the  original  site  and  a  short  time  after  its  removal, 
and  was  succeeded  by  Prof.  Chas.  W.  Byrn,  during  whose  principalship  the 
old  building  was  replaced  by  the  new,  and  who  conducted  a  High  School 
for  one  year  in  a  separate  room  from  the  new  building,  but  went  back  \ 
thereto  as  principal  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Roberta  Hobbs,  in  1889.  Mr. 
Wm.  E.  Brown,  Prof.  Wm.  S.  Crouse  and  Prof.  E.  M.  Noble,  followed  in 
the  order  named,  the  last  of  whom  was  principal  of  the  High  School  from 
the  time  of  its  erection,  in  1901,  until  his  appointment  as  Secretary  to  the 
School  Board  in  1905. 

It  is  not  intended  to  overlook  the  teachers  in  the  female  department  of 
the  old  Denton  Academy,  although  they  are  not  clearly  in  mind,  and  only 
these  can  be  mentioned:  Misses  Ryan,  Thompson,  Glenn,  Sallie  Jump, 
Miriam  Bailey,  Lucy  B.  Richardson,  McCullough,  Gray  and  Small. 
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THE  FREE  OR  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1812,  in  recognition  of  the  growing  sentiment 
among  the  people  of  every  portion  of  the  State  in  favor  of  public  education, 
made  an  effort,  though  a  feeble  one,  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of 
at  least  one  school  in  each  county,  by  requiring  all  the  banks  in  the  State 
to  bind  themselves  to  pay,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1815,  and 
annually  thereafter,  the  sum  of  $20,000.00,  in  proportion  to  the  capital 
stock  of  each  actually  paid  in;  which  sum  was  to  be  equally  divided  among 
the  counties.  This  effort  was  so  much  involved  with  another  proposition 
of  great  concern  to  the  State  at  that  time  that  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
which  was  the  stronger,  or  the  moving  power,  with  our  legislators.  However, 
as  the  title  set  it  forth,  "An  Act  to  incorporate  a  Company  to  make  a 
Turnpike  Road  leading  to  Cumberland,  and  for  the  Extension  of  the  Charters 
of  the  several  Banks  in  this  State,  and  for  other  purposes,"  it  does  not 
appear  that  the  school  feature  of  the  Act  was  deemed  of  especial  importance; 
although  failure  to  accept  the  proposition  in  toto — road  subscription  and 
school-fund  pledge — within  six  months,  made  forfeit  the  charter  of  the 
bank  or  banks  declining,  and  acceptance  guaranteed  a  renewal  of  charter 
for  fifteen  years.  The  banks  made  a  vigorous  and  temporarily  successful 
fight  against  the  whole  measure. 

The  victory  of  the  banks  was  a  costly  one  nevertheless,  for  the  following 
j^ear,  1813,  the  matter  was  again  brought  to  the  front.  The  banks  were 
required  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Cumberland  Turnpike 
Road  in  sufficient  sum  to  complete  it,  as  one  of  the  conditions  upon  which 
the  State  allowed  them  to  exist.  They  had  no  choice  in  the  matter.  The 
State,  as  stockholder,  wanted  this  road,  from  which  great  financial  returns 
w^ere  expected,  and  played  the  winning  hand  it  held,  and,  although  schools 
were  subsidiary  to  this  main  object,  they  were  again  coupled  up  with  the 
road  project  in  this  bill,  which  was  changed  so  far  as  schools  were  concerned. 
Instead  of  the  specific  amount  per  year  for  schools,  an  annual  tax  of  twenty 
cents  in  the  $100.00  of  the  capital  stock  actually  paid  in,  was  levied  upon 
the  banks.  The  money  resulting  from  this  tax  was  to  be  invested  in  the 
stock  reserved  by  the  State  to  be  subscribed  for  in  the  Commercial  and 
Farmers'  Bank  of  Baltimore  and  the  Mechanics  Bank  of  Baltimore,  and 
was  inviolably  pledged  to  the  establishment  of  a  general  system  of  free 
schools  throughout  the  State,  to  be  used  or  appropriated  for  no  other 
purpose  whatsoever,  the  interest  thereon  to  be  equally  divided  among  the 
counties.  The  banks  were  required  to  transmit  their  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion of  the  proposition  within  six  months,  and  within  that  time  the  Bank 
of  Caroline,  located  in  Denton,  forwarded  acceptance  and  had  its  charter 
extended  until  1835.  Howsoever  the  banks  may  have  felt  about  the  terms 
upon  which  they  secured  a  new  lease  of  life,  they  all  accepted  both  proposi- 
tions. 

The  sum  of  money  resulting  to  the  school  fund  from  this  tax  had 
become  so  satisfactory  by  the  time  the  December  Session  of  the  General 
Assembly  convened  in  1816  that  provision  was  made  at  that  time  for  the 
distribution  of  it  to  the  counties.  Nine  sensible  and  discreet  men  were 
appointed  in  each  county,  called  Commissioners  of  the  School  Fund,  to 
apply  it  in  their  respective  counties  as  they  in  their  judgment  deemed 
meet  to  accomplish  the  object  sought.  The  Commissioners  named  for  Caro- 
line county  were:  Colonel  William  Potter,  Richard  Hughlett,  Elisha  Dawson, 
Thomas  Goldsborough,  William  Hardcastle,  Elijah  Satterfield,  Willis  Charles, 
Levi  Dukes  and  Peter  Willis.  Provision  was  made  at  the  same  session  for 
turning  over  to  the  counties  their  respective  portions  of  this  fund,  upon 
application  therefor  by  the  authorized  agent  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
School  Fund.  And  provision  was  also  made  to  augment  the  fund  by  drawing 
a  lottery  for  $50,000.00  a  year  for  five  years,  if  practicable,  to  be  invested 
and  distributed  as  were  the  other  school  funds. 

Caroline's  alert  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  immediately  came 
to  the  front  with  a  definite  plan  for  the  application,  as  to  this  county,  of  this 
money  to  be  had  from  the  State  for  the  establishment  of  free  schools.  In 
a  separate  Act  of  that  session,  actually  passed,  in  fact,  before  the  general 
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law  above-mentioned,  Messrs.  William  Potter,  Richard  Hughlett  and  Elisha  ^\ 
Dawson  were  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  and  divide  the  county  jf 
into  school  sections  of  not  greater  dimensions  than  equal  to  six  miles  square;  jj 
to  return  in  writing  a  particular  and  distinct  description  of  each  of  said  (( 
sections,  numbered  in  progressive  succession,  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  jj 
for  record,  and  to  appoint  in  each  five  sensible  and  discreet  men  as  trustees,  ik 
Upon  organization  of  the  trustees  they  were  to  give  notice  of  an  election  ^ 
to  determine  upon  a  site  for  a  school-house  and  whether  it  should  be  d 
erected  by  voluntary  contributions  or  by  an  equal  and  proportionable  tax 
on  the  assessable  property  of  the  section.    As  soon  as  a  suitable  school- 
house  had  been  built  in  any  of  said  sections,  in  conformity  with  the  pro-  j] 
visions  of  this  Act,  and  the  Justices  of  the  Levy  Court  satisfactorily  \\ 
appraised  thereof,  they  were  to  give  the  trustees  a  certificate  of  its  estaD- 
lishment,  which  was  the  evidence  required  to  entitle  said  school  to  a  fj 
proportion  of  the  school  funds  pledged  by  the  State  by  the  Act  of  1813.  j; 

Notice  was  to  be  given  of  the  opening  of  the  schools  and  all  white  children,  ,1 
especially  orphans,  were  to  be  taught  gratis  in  their  respective  districts, 
but  not  beyond  the  double  rule  of  three,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  ij 
trustees.    After  the  first  year  trustees  were  to  be  elected  annually  by  voters  of  j 
the  respective  districts,  at  an  election  held  the  first  Monday  in  May.  ij 

Five  years  later,  in  1821,  the  General  Assembly  took  from  the  Commis-  T 
sioners  of  the  School  Fund  for  Caroline  county  all  power  and  authority  j 
vested  in  them  by  the  Act  of  1816,  and  vested  the  Justices  of  the  Orphans'  [ 
Court  therewith;  and  provided  that  the  bank  stock  transferred  by  the  T 
Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore  to  the  authorized  agent  of  the  Commis-  il 
sioners  of  the  School  Fund  for  Caroline  county — $2,350.00  of  the  Commercial  i 
and  Farmers'  Bank  of  Baltimore,  and  $1,475.00  of  the  Mechanics'  Bank  of  j 
Baltimore — and  the  $1,645.00  paid  into  the  hands  of  said  agent,  be  by  him  a 
transferred  to  the  Justices  of  the  Orphans'  Court,  who  were  to  use  their  s 
discretion  as  to  selling  said  stock  and  investing  the  proceeds.  The  Orphans'  f 
Court  was  also  empowered  to  appoint  five  suitable  persons  in  each  election  | 
district  as  commissioners,  to  ascertain  and  point  out  to  said  court  such  c 
schools  in  their  respective  districts  as  in  their  opinion  were  entitled  to  r 
receive  a  part  of  said  school  fund,  which  was  to  be  annually  apportioned,  t 
in  equal  parts,  to  the  three  election  districts,  and  one-third  thereof  placed  i 
at  the  disposition  of  the  Commissioners  for  each  of  the  districts,  who  were 
to  apply  the  same  to  the  education  of  orphan  children,  or  children  whose  j 
parents  were  unable  to  pay.  The  prime  object  in  establishing  a  State  free  , 
school  fund  was  to  provide  for  this  class  of  children,  and  from  the  manner  , 
of  disbursing  it  some  years  later,  it  became  known  as  the  Charity  or  Free  , 
School  Fund.  With  the  still  further  purpose  of  aiding  this  class,  the  , 
Legislature  in  1823  made  it  obligatory  upon  each  college,  academy  or  school  , 
receiving  a  donation  from  the  State,  to  receive  and  give  tuition  to  at  least 
one  charity  scholar  for  each  $100.00  so  received — the  scholars  to  be  in- 
structed in  all  branches  taught  in  said  college,  academy  or  school,  and 
furnished  with  text-books  gratis.  , 

The  elaborate  but  chim.ericai  State  Free  School  Law  of  1825,  which 
provided  for  a  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  with  practically 
unlimited  powers,  and  which  was  to  become  effective  only  in  the  counties 
adopting  it  at  the  next  election  for  Delegates,  was  rejected  by  Caroline, 
with  five  other  counties,  chiefly,  it  is  believed,  because  of  its  cumbersome 
machinery — nine  commissioners  and  eighteen  inspectors  of  schools  for  each 
district — and  because,  in  this  county,  school  matters  were  satisfactorily 
managed  under  existing  conditions.  It  is  not  worth  while  to  recite  the 
excellent  features  of  this  law,  which  did  not  go  into  force  in  this  county, 
and  which  was  abandoned  and  declared  impracticaole  two  or  three  years 
after  its  enactment. 

The  common,  free,  or  primary  schools,  as  they  were  variously  called  at 
succeeding  periods,  did  not  make  great  progress  or  increase  much  in  number 
in  this  county  for  the  first  three  decades  of  the  last  century,  notwithstanding 
the  State  aid  and  the  local  encouragement  given  them.  In  1830,  however, 
they  had,  as  in  other  portions  of  the  State,  somewhat  of  a  boom,  largely 
at  the  expense  of  the  academies  or  secondary  schools.    The  State  donation 
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which  had  been  divided  two  or  three  j^ears  previously  between  the  two 
academies  of  the  county — Hillsborough  and  Denton — was  withdrawn  from 
them  and,  along  with  the  other  school  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Orphans' 
Court,  distributed  equally  among  the  located  schools.  At  this  time  local 
interest  in  elementary  education  was  at  its  zenith,  A  number  of  school- 
houses  in  the  county,  which  afterwards  became  public  school  property, 
were  erected  by  large  landowners  out  of  their  private  means.  One  of  this 
class  in  the  Upper  district,  known  until  very  recently  as  "Castle  Hall," 
was  erected  by  Hon.  William  Hardcastle,  one  of  the  commissioners  under 
the  Act  of  1816;  his  son,  the  now  venerable  but  genial  Dr.  Alex.  Hardcastle, 
although  but  four  or  five  years  of  age,  was  an  interested  on-looker  at  its 
building. 

In  1831  an  Act  to  equalize  the  State  donation  to  academies,  increased  that 
fund  in  Caroline  to  $800.00  per  annum,  and  directed  its  distribution,  giving 
$250.00  to  the  Upper  district,  $300.00  to  the  Middle  district  and  $250.00  to 
the  Lower  district,  entirely  for  the  use  of  the  common  schools.  Another  set 
of  commissioners  were  appointed  by  this  Act  to  locate  schools,  particularly 
in  sections  without  them,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  fair  and  proper 
distribution  of  the  money  appropriated  co  the  several  districts,  the  follow- 
ing were  appointed  commissioners:  Thomas  Burchenell,  George  Newlee, 
Thomas  Clendening,  James  Roe  and  Abraham  Jump,  Jr.,  for  the  Upper 
district;  Dr.  Marcellus  Keene,  Giles  Hicks,  Thomas  H.  Baynard,  Thomas  S. 
Carter  and  Willis  Charles,  for  the  Middle  district;  and  Peter  Willis, 
Tilghman  Davis,  Robert  S.  Keene,  Foster  Willis  and  Clement  Hubbard  for 
the  Lower  district.  When  schools  were  located  the  citizens  of  each  school 
district  were  to  select  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  trustees, 
and  a  certificate  of  the  selection  of  trustees  was  sufficient  to  entitle  each  to 
a  portion  of  the  State  donation  for  the  erection  of  a  school-house.  To 
still  further  promote  the  building  of  school-houses  an  Act  of  1832  provided 
for  an  appropriation,  not  to  exceed  $100.00,  out  of  any  surplus  in  the 
hands  of  the  Orphans'  Court  for  the  erection  of  a  comfortable  school-house 
on  each  site  or  location  certified  by  the  commissioners  appointed  the  pre- 
ceding year  to  locate  schools.  After  the  first  year  fifteen  subscribed  scholars 
had  to  be  certified  by  the  trustees  to  entitle  a  school  to  a  distributive 
share  of  the  State  donation. 

The  more  populous  counties  and  Baltimore  City  got  in  body  blows  on 
the  smaller  counties  in  the  General  Assembly  of  1833,  and  by  resolution 
changed  the  mode  of  distributing  the  Free  School  Fund  from  an  equal 
division  among  the  counties,  as  provided  in  1816,  to  a  division  of  one-half 
of  it  to  the  counties  and  Baltimore  City  according  to  white  population,  and 
dividing  the  remaining  half  into  twenty  equal  parts,  the  city  and  each 
of  the  counties  to  take  one  of  said  parts.  The  loss  to  Caroline  was  quite 
a  blow,  and  there  were  others  it  seemed  to  follow.  The  school  atmosphere 
had  become  quite  thick,  so  thick  that  an  Act  of  the  same  session  required 
the  Orphans'  Court  to  forward  to  the  General  Assembly  the  number  of  pupils 
educated  out  of  the  charity  fund,  designating  age  and  sex,  and  called  for 
a  particular  statement  of  the  money  disbursed  on  account  of  State's  donation 
to  located  schools. 

By  title  the  Act  of  1834  was  "A  supplement  to  the  Acts  of  1821  and  1831, 
relative  to  the  distribution  of  the  Free  or  Charity  School  Fund  for  Caroline 
County,  and  of  the  donation  by  the  State  to  said  county  for  the  purposes  of 
education,"  but  it  was  in  reality  a  substitute,  supplanting  them  in  almost 
all  particulars.  So  comprehensive  was  it  that  its  objects  seemed  to  be  the 
gathering  up  of  all  loose  ends  of  county  school  legislation  and  the  rounding 
up  of  the  loose  change  belonging  to  the  several  school  funds.  The  dissatis- 
faction with  school  expenditures  manifest  in  1833  by  the  call  of  the  Legisla- 
ture for  accounts  and  vouchers  was  altogether  uncloaked  in  1834.  It  called 
to  account  every  person  into  whose  hands  any  school  funds  had  been 
committed,  and  authorized  suit  in  every  instance  where  an  unexpended 
balance  was  shown  and  not  immediately  turned  over  to  the  Orphans'  Court. 
It  was  elaborate  in  defining  the  duties  of  all  persons  who  were  to  be  under 
its  provisions  connected  with  the  schools.  It  provided  for  the  appointment 
by  the  Orphans'  Court  of  a  new  set  of  Commissioners  of  the  Free  or  Charity

School  Fund,  and  for  a  new  mode  of  disbursing  that  fund.  The  money 
was  not  placed,  as  formerly,  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners,  but  they 
were  notified  of  the  amount  to  the  credit  of  their  respective  districts,  and 
their  first  duty  was  to  diligently  inquire  for  and  ascertain  such  orphan 
or  destitute  children  as  they  might  deem  proper  objects  for  education  out 
of  said  fund,  and  to  select  from  time  to  time  from  that  number,  giving  to 
each  child  selected  an  order  for  their  reception  and  tuition,  as  a  charity 
scholar,  at  the  nearest  or  most  convenient  school.  Those  orders,  accompa- 
nied by  an  account  for  tuition,  verified  by  affidavit,  were  presented  by 
teachers  to  the  Board  of  District  Commissioners,  who  thereupon  gave 
orders  for  their  payment  by  the  Justices  of  the  Orphans'  Court  out  of  the 
district's  money.  The  fee  for  tuition  of  a  charity  scholar  was  ordinarily 
$12.50  per  year. 

This  same  Act  of  1834  reduced  the  number  of  regularly  subscribed  scholars 
to  entitle  a  located  school  to  a  share  of  the  State  donation  from  15  to  12, 
and  required  that  the  trustees  file  annually  a  report  that  the  requisite 
number  had  been  subscribed.  Located  schools  were  entitled  to  draw  a 
distributive  share  for  one  year  after  location  regardless  of  number  of  sub- 
scribed scholars;  but  no  school  was  to  receive  more  than  $100.00  in  any 
one  year.  The  Register  of  "Willis  was  to  file  all  reports  and  transmit  them 
annually  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1834  was  in  generous  mood  toward  schools 
and  held  out  large  promises,  to  wit,  that,  in  case  of  subscription  by  the 
State  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  when 
the  sinking  fund  in  that  behalf  equalled  the  subscription,  the  whole  of  the 
dividends  on  said  shares  be  applied  to  the  common  schools  of  the  State, 
to  be  distributed  as  per  resolution  of  1833;  or,  in  cas3  of  non  subscription, 
when  said  company,  and  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Railroad  Company, 
to  which  the  State  had  also  loaned  its  credit,  paid  their  respective  debts 
to  the  State,  the  whole  of  the  excess  above  par  value  received  for  certificates 
of  stock,  and  the  interest  thereon,  be  paid  to  the  schools  and  distributed  as 
aforesaid.  And  it  also  held  out  a  threat:  That  if  any  county  or  the  city 
of  Baltimore  failed  to  levy  the  full  amount  of  the  colonization  tax  provided 
for  by  the  Act  of  1833,  that  said  amount  be  deducted  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Western  Shore  from  the  share  of  said  county  or  city  in  the  Free 
School  Fund.    The  amount  of  colonization  tax  required  of  Caroline  was 

.    SOURCES  OF  REVENUE. 

There  was  no  local  school  legislation  for  Caroline  in  1835-6,  but  the 
general  legislation  of  the  latter  year  affected  Caroline,  with  all  other  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  adversely.  $274,451.00  of  the  State's  portion  of  the 
Surplus  Revenue  of  the  United  States  (*note)  was  diverted  from  the  schools, 
to  which  it  had  been  pledged  many  years  previously,  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  State  debt;  the  remaining  portion  thereof,  $625,549.00,  or  by  accretions 
now  $681,387.25  deposited  in  bank  at  five  per  cent,  interest,  the  interest 
to  be  distributed  among  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimoie 
for  the  encouragement  and  support  of  common  school  (ducation.  The  mode 
of  distributing  this  interest  was  provided  a  year  later — one-half  in  propor- 
tion to  white  population  and  the  remaining  half  in  equal  parts  to  Baltimore 
City  and  the  several  counties — and  it  was  made  payable  at  the  same  time 
and  as  a  portion  of  the  Free  School  Fund.  Our  legislators  were  on  hand 
with  an  Act  directing  its  payment  in  this  county  to  the  Orphans'  Court, 
and  directing  the  Court  to  distribute  it  equally  among  all  the  schools  or 
sites  laid  off  or  in  operation;  and  also  to  pay  over  to  the  trustees  of  the 
several  school  districts  any  surplus  of  the  Charity  Fund  remaining  in  their 
hands,  together  with  the  interest  arising  from  investments  which  had  been 


*NoTE. — The  administration  of  national  affairs  during  President  Andrew  Jackson's 
term,  beginning  in  Mai-'ch,  18'3.3,  was  so  economical  that  the  national  treasury  over- 
flowed and  the  national  debt  was  so  nearly  wiped  out  as  to  be  below  .$.34.000.00 — a  sum 
that  an  hour's  customs  receipt  of  this  day,  at  least,  would  have  obliterated — and  Con- 
gress, in  preference  to  a  change  of  tariff  rates,  (which  the  Maryland  Legislature  by 
resolution  requested  Congress  not  to  do),  apportioned  and  dis-tributed  the  excess  re- 
ceipts or  surplus  to  the  States,  for  the  purposes  of  education.

;»     In  1839  there  was  substituted  for  the  interest  on  the  Surplus  Revenue 

•  the  specific  sum  of  $34,069.36,  out  of  the  revenue  to  accrue  to  the  State 
from  the  Washington  branch  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  which  sum 
is  especially  mentioned  in  the  annual  appropriations  to  schools  as  being  in 

r  lieu  of  the  sum  substituted  for  the  interest  on  the  Surplus  Revenues,  and  is 

;  distributed  as  of  the  Free  School  Fund. 

Beginning  with  1840  Caroline  again  held  pre-eminence  for  quantity  and 

?  variety  of  local  school  legislation,  as  will  be  seen  by  quoting  some  of  the 
Acts  of  that  year:  One  authorized  the  removal  of  the  located  school  at  Town- 
send's  Cross-Roads  to  Chinquapin  Ridge;  a  second  authorized  the  several 
boards  of  Commissioners  of  the  Free  School  Fund  to  give  to  any  school 
which  may  have  been  in  operation  six  months  during  that  year  $50.00  out 

,  of  said  fund;  by  a  third  the  Orphans'  Court  was  directed  to  pay  to  the 

'  trustees  of  school  number  three  of  the  Upper  district,  its  full  proportion 
of  the  Free  School  Fund,  the  State  donation  and  the  interest  on  the  Surplus 

.  Revenue  due  it  at  that  time,  and  also  gave  said  trustees  authority  to  levy 
a  tax  on  all  property  in  said  school  district,  to  establish  and  make  perma- 
nent said  school,  in  connection  with  the  funds  received  from  the  State,  and 
when  permanently  established  should  be  a  free  school  for  all  white  children 
of  said  district;  and  a  fourth  appointed  commissioners  to  locate  a  school 
near  Fowling  Creek,  in  the  Lower  district,  and  transferred  to  it  the  dona- 
tion formerly  given  to  a  school  near  that  site. 

The  Upper  district  took  the  lead  in  1841  in  the  effort  to  establish  free 
schools  by  local  taxation.  At  the  general  election  the  taxable  inhabitants 
were  to  vote  viva  voce  for  or  against  the  school  tax.  if  a  majority  favored 
it,  five  trustees  were  to  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  trustees  of  the 
respective  schools  were  to  have  their  proportion  of  uninvested  school  funds 
due  the  Upper  district,  except  school  No.  3.  which  had  already  had  its 
share  and  its  free  school;  nevertheless,  if  majority  in  that  district  were 
against  this  Act,  the  law  of  the  preceding  year  was  thereby  repealed  and 
said  school  was  to  be  governed  by  law  in  force  prior  to  1840. 

Of  the  Acts  of  1843  one  seemed  to  smack  of  friction  between  the  good 
people  of  Denton  as  to  schools.  But,  in  fact,  it  was  the  beginning  of  public 
schools  for  girls,  and  was  a  shrewd  move  on  the  part  of  its  promoters 
to  get  a  part  of  the  State  donation  and  the  Free  School  Fund  for  the  educa- 
tion of  females,  who  had  hitherto  been  educated  at  private  schools.  The 
appointment  of  a  board  of  trustees,  distinct  from  that  of  the  other  school 
or  academy  in  the  district,  was  necessary  because  one  person  could  not 
be  trustee  to  more  than  one  school.  The  Act  authorizing  its  location, 
appointed  Messrs.  William  A.  Tatem,  James  Turner,  Nehemiah  Fountain, 
George  T.  Martin  and  Gaylord  Moore  trustees,  and  entitled  it  to  all  the 
privileges  and  benefits  accruing  to  other  schools  of  the  Middle  district. 
The  selection  of  the  site  was  ratified  in  1844,  the  small  building  used  as  a 
sschool-room  for  females  being  upon  the  corner  of  Gay  and  Third  streets, 
whence  it  was  removed  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  will  be  well  remembered 
[)y  many  readers  and  particularly,  no  doubt,  by  a  teacher  therein  in  the 
Barly  fifties,  who  is  yet,  in  honored  age,  a  resident  of  Denton. 

An  Act  of  1846  provided  for  doing  once  again  work  that  had  been  done, 
or  had  been  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly  to  be  done,  more  than 
Dnee  before.  Messrs.  Samuel  Dunning,  James  Hignutt,  and  James  Carter 
were  the  commissioners  appointed  this  time  to  lay  out  the  Middle  district 
Into  school  districts.  They  did  the  work  promptly,  defining  eight  districts 
or  sections,  and  filed  thier  report  in  writing.  By  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
the  sections  or  districts  could  determine  separately  whether  or  not  the 
primary  plan  should  be  adopted  therein,  the  petition  of  ten  or  more  taxable 
inhabitants,  filed  with  the  Orphans'  Court,  being  the  only  requirement  of  the 
taxpayers  for  holding  the  election.  Only  four  of  the  eight  school  districts 
made  application  for  the  appointment  of  judges  to  hold  an  election  for 
this  purpose — Hillsborough,  Denton,  Chinquapin  Ridge  and  Meluney's  Woods — 
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and  was  not  adopted  by  any  of  the  districts  named  but  Denton.  The 
features  of  the  primary  plan  were  the  election  of  seven  trustees  for  three 
years,  who  were  invested  with  authority  to  levy  a  tax,  not  to  exceed  twenty 
cents  on  the  $100.00,  on  all  property  in  a  primary  district  for  the  support 
of  the  school  therein.  The  difference  between  the  primary  school  and  the 
free  school  seems  to  have  been  inappreciable  except  in  name. 

The  most  stirring  event  in  connection  with  education  in  this  county  in 
1848  was  the  contest  for  the  free  scholarship  in  Washington  College,  to  be 
awarded  by  the  Orphans'  Court,  by  resolution  No.  31  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  1847,  which  gave  each  of  the  Eastern  Shore  counties  one  free  scholarship 
in  that  college,  including  board  and  tuition.  The  applicants  were  numerous 
and  desperately  in  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  secure  this  prize,  enlisting 
all  their  friends  in  their  behalf.  It  was  also  a  very  prolonged  contest. 
Letters  and  petitions  poured  in  and  were  under  consideration  for  nearly 
three  months.  The  Court  had  these  lads,  from  thirteen  to  fifteen  years 
old,  to  choose  from:  James  E.  Hopkins,  James  G.  Cannon  and  Francis  R. 
Forman,  of  the  Upper  district;  James  E.  Hignutt,  Martin  V.  B.  Jones, 
Collison  Pritchett  and  Robert  W.  Todd,  of  the  Middle  district,  and  Francis 
E.  Smith  and  William  James  Hubbard,  of  the  Lower  district.  Master  James 
E.  Hopkins  was  selected  about  the  last  of  January,  1849. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION  OF  1851. 

Quite  a  vigorous  verbal  warfare  was  waged  in  the  Reform  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1851  concerning  schools.  So  much  hostility  to  the  existing 
rule  of  distributing  the  State  school  funds  was  displayed  by  the  Baltimore 
City  members,  and  on  the  part  of  majority  of  the  whole  body,  against  any 
tax  for  public  schools,  that  some  of  the  members  became  alarmed  lest  the 
effort  be  made  at  that  time  or  by  a  future  Legislature  to  divert  said  funds. 
To  forestall  action  of  this  sort  Colonel  Richard  C.  Carter,  one  of  the  Caroline 
county  delegates,  introduced  and  succeeded  in  having  passed  the  following 
resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Education  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  inserting  a  clause  in  the  Constitution  securing  the  present  school  fund 
that  originates  under  several  Acts,  as  a  permanent  and  perpetual  fund  for 
the  establishment  and  encouragement  of  common  schools  throughout  the 
State." 

One  antagonist  of  the  school  tax  expressed  the  prevailing  sentiment  in 
these  words:  "That  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  maintain,  educate  and 
support  their  children  until  they  arrive  at  majority."  On  the  other  hand, 
there  was  a  respectable  minority  that  wished  to  go  on  record  as  favorable 
to  such  action  by  the  Convention  as  would  open  the  door  for  some  future 
Legislature  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  establish  free  schools.  The  whole 
Caroline  delegation — Messrs.  Edward  Hardcastle,  Thomas.  R.  Stewart,  John 
Thawley,  and  Col.  Richard  C.  Carter — voted  for  making  it  obligatory  upon 
the  succeeding  Legislature  to  "establish  efficient  schools,  adequate  to  educa- 
tion of  every  white  child  in  the  State,"  but  they  all  shied  when  the  condition 
was  annexed  by  a  Baltimore  City  delegate,  "that  the  expense  of  such  educa^ 
tion  be  assessed  in  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for 
schools  within  their  respective  limits."  The  outcome  was  that  the  school 
question  remained  at  the  close  of  the  Convention  just  as  it  was  at  the 
beginning  of  it.  The  Legislature  of  the  succeeding  year,  (1852,)  provided 
for  the  payment  of  the  several  sums  of  money  appropriated  for  the  benefit 
of  free  schools,  including  bonus  from  banks,  dividends  on  bank  stock  standing 
to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund,  and  tax  on  passengers  on  the  Washington 
branch  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  aggregating  $63,568.01,  to  the  coun- 
ties and  city  at  the  existing  ratio.  Caroline,  with  6,096  population,  received 
$3,027.15,  and  Baltimore  City,  with  141,440  population,  received  $5,528.53. 

School  No.  2,  of  the  Middle  district,  which  remained  in  the  located  class, 
is  of  especial  interest  to  the  writer  because  of  personal  knowledge  of  it, 
(for  he  was  therein  initiated  into  school  life,)  and  because  of  its  teacher 
in  1853 — the  late  James  B.  Steele — at  that  time  a  farmer,  but  who  will  no 
doubt  be  remembered  by  many  readers  as  a  practicing  attorney  at  the 
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5*  Denton  bar,  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  as  a  County  School  Commissioner 
under  the  elective  system  and  by  appointment,  as  Register  of  Wills  for 
.  many  years  preceding  his  demise  in  1896,  and  particularly  as  a  patron  of 
■Jjand  participant  in  the  work  of  all  local  social-educational  or  literary  socie- 
ties. The  location  of  this  school  may  be  readily  distinguished  by  mention  of 
some  of  the  subscribing  patrons: — William  A.  Ford,  William  A.  Williams, 
Charles  A.  Griffith,  Levi  Dukes,  George  W.  Wilson,  Henry  Wilson,  James  Roe 
Jiand  Mrs.  Ara  Ann  Raughley.  The  contract  between  the  trustees  and  patrons 
and  this  teacher,  very  recently  in  hand,  did  not  state  the  compensation 
to  the  teacher.  As  a  located  school,  it  was  entitled,  of  course,  to  a  share 
of  the  State  donation  and  the  Free  School  Fund.  The  subscriptions  were 
upon  condition  that  the  school  be  kept  open  for  eleven  months  during  the 
year,  and  pupils  be  instructed  in  all  ordinary  school  studies,  in  the  higher 
English  branches,  and  in  mathematics  and  Latin,  if  they  were  sufficiently 
advanced.  The  month  of  vacation  uniquely  divided  doubtless  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  farmer-teacher  and  a  majority  of  the  pupils — "one  week 
in  wheat-seeding  time,  one  week  in  corn-planting  time,  one  week  in  harvest, 
and  the  remaining  week  at  teacher's  option." 

1853  was  the  record  year  for  the  enactment  of  local  laws  establishing 
schools  in  different  sections  of  the  county,  chiefly  in  the  lower  portion 
of  it.  In  1854  all  the  schools  of  the  Lower  district,  which  had  been  divided 
and  called  the  Third  and  Fourth  districts,  were  made  primary;  but  their 
career  as  primary  schools  was  brief,  for  in  1856  they  were  cut  out  root 
and  branch,  by  the  repeal  of  the  1854  Act,  in  very  precise  and  emphatic 
language:  "That  each  and  every  clause,  section  or  premises  thereof,  which 
authorizes  the  election  of  trustees  of  primary  schools,  or  the  assessment 
mljand  collection  of  a  tax  or  taxes  by  trustees  of  primary  schools  be  and  is 
hereby  repealed."  Another  Act  directed  the  Orphans'  Court  to  distribute 
the  school  funds  belonging  to  the  county,  giving  to  each  school  an  equal 
portion. 

An  incident  of  importance  to  all  persons  interested  in  schools,  especially 
in  the  smaller  or  poorer  counties  in  1858,  was  the  receipt  by  the  State  of 
$160,929.26  from  the  general  government,  as  interest  on  advances  made 
during  the  1812  war  with  England,  which  the  State  had  been  seeking  for 
a  generation  to  collect,  and  which  it  had  pledged  by  Resolution  No.  38,  of 
the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1825,  for  the  establishment  and 
support  of  common  free  schools  throughout  the  State,  and  which  was  to  oe 
invested  in  that  portion  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of 
Maryland  reserved  by  the  State  to  subscribe  for,  the  dividends  arising  there- 
from to  be  appropriated  for  the  purposes  mentioned,  as  the  Legislature 
might  thereafter  determine.  So  much  of  the  resolution  of  1825  as  related 
to  investment  of  the  fund  was  repealed  and  it  was  afterwards  invested  in 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  stock,  and  in  the  distribution  of  the  school  funds 
it  is  included  in  the  Free  School  Fund. 

Caroline  was  given  in  1860,  along  with  fifteen  other  counties,  an  extra 
donation  of  $400.00  by  the  State,  making  in  all  $1200.00  for  that  year  for 
the  Academic  Fund,  the  same  as  at  present  received,  but  which  was 
then  as  now  used  in  the  general  school  fund.  During  the  early  years  of 
the  Civil  War  interest  in  school  work  was  at  low  ebb  and  the  erstwhile 
flood  of  local  school  legislation  for  Caroline  county  was  a  much-diminished 
quantity.  By  resolution  directed  to  the  United  States  Congress,  the  General 
Assembly  of  1820  declared  the  public  lands  the  common  property  of  all  the 
States  of  the  Union,  and  that  "such  States  as  had  not  had  appropriations 
of  land  for  the  purposes  of  education,  were  entitled  to  such  appropriations 
as  will  correspond,  in  just  proportion,  with  those  heretofore  made  in  favor 
of  other  States;"  but  not  until  1864  did  this  resolution  bear  fruit.  The  land 
scrip  was  then  received  and  the  State  Treasurer  was  directed  to  sell  it 
and  invest  the  proceeds,  which  were  to  remain  forever  undiminished  except 
as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  Congress. 
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SCHOOL  SYSTEMS  OF  1865  AND  1S67. 

The  adoption  of  the  State  School  Law  of  1865  did  away  with  the  privileges, 
and  perhaps  the  perplexities,  of  Caroline  legislators  as  to  special  school 
legislation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  seemed  to  furnish  a  solution  of  the 
problems  of  educating  the  youth  of  the  State.  Without  interfering  with 
the  funds  already  set  apart  by  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  schools,  it 
imposed  a  State  school  tax  of  fifteen  cents  on  the  $100.00,  and  authorized 
the  counties  to  levy  a  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  $100.00,  for 
the  support  of  the  schools.  It  was  a  step,  and  a  long  step,  in  the  right 
direction,  nevertheless  it  was  peculiarly  distasteful  to  a  large  majority 
of  the  taxpaying  citizens  of  the  State,  because  it  had  its  origin  in  force, 
and  by  repression  of  their  rights  in  other  matters,  (they  not  being  allowed 
to  participate  in  the  selection  of  the  legislators  who  framed  it,)  and 
because  it  typified  centralization  in  administration  to  an  obnoxious  degree. 
It  provided  for  the  appointment,  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  of  one  commissioner  for  each 
of  the  four  School  Commissioner  districts  into  which  this  county  was  divided, 
and  each  of  said  commissioners  had  absolute  control  of  the  eight  or  nine 
schools  in  his  district,  hired  and  discharged  teachers  at  will,  distributed 
the  text-books,  for  which  pupils  were  required  to  pay  in  advance,  and  had 
other  autocratic  powers.  The  taxpayers  who  had  previously  had  entire 
control  of  the  schools  in  their  respective  districts,  were  relegated  to  the 
rear,  and  became  mere  on-lookers.  Nevertheless,  they  had  their  hour  at 
the  commissioner's  court.  It  was  compulsory  by  the  language  of  the  Act, 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  it  was  much  observed: 

"The  resident  voters  of  each  school  disitx-ict  shall  assemble  at  the  school-house  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  at  four  o'clock  in  the  aftemoon,  to  discuss  question  relating  to 
the  condition  of  the  school-house,  its  site  and  furniture,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may 
tend  to  the  improvement  of  education,  and  to  make  the  school  as  good  as  in  the  exer- 
cise of  a  sound  discretion  they  may  deem  expedient.  The  meeting  shall  be  organized  by 
the  appointment  of  a  Moderator,  who  shall  preside,  and  a  clerk,  who  shall  keep  the 
minutes." 

The  school-houses,  notwithstanding,  were  allowed  to  get  into  a  very 
dilapidated  condition  and  the  children  to  remain  away  from  school.  It  was 
through  no  fault  of  the  School  Commissioners  or  their  clerk,  Mr.  William 
Stevens,  that  this  condition  existed,  it  was  directly  attributable  to  apathy, 
or  to  antagonism  to  the  features  of  the  law  that  were  regarded  as  innova- 
tions of  a  restrictive  sort.  The  report  of  the  clerk  to  the  School  Commis- 
sioners of  the  work  done  in  the  year  1866,  the  first  published,  was  by  no  means 
encouraging.  Concerning  the  school  buildings  of  the  county  he  said,  "nearly 
one-half  of  them  are  in  miserable  condition."  Attendance  was  unsatisfactory, 
also.  The  general  condition  of  affairs  can  be  best  illustrated  by  giving 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  as  they  were  published,  and  comparing  them 
with  those  of  other  and  more  recent  years.  The  county  levy  of  twenty 
cents  on  the  $100.00  yielded  $4,500.00;  and  from  the  State  was  received 
$6,823.30  State  School  Tax,  $1,859.20  Free  School  Fund,  $800.00  Academic 
Fund  and  the  special  donation  of  $400.00 — a  total  of  $14,382.50 — to  expend 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  thirty-five  schools  in  the  county  at  that  time, 
with  an  average  enrollment  of  twenty-two  pupils,  or  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-one  in  all,  making  the  per  capita  cost  $19.15.  The  1865  school  law 
had  too  much  to  contend  with  to  survive  a  great  while,  and  it  was  super- 
seded after  a  three  years'  trial,  by  a  radically  different  one,  under  another 
and  more  popular  regime. 

Unlike  its  predecessor  the  school  law  of  1868  was  very  liberal  toward 
the  people.  It  restored  to  them  the  control  they  otherwhiles  had  of  their 
schools  by  making  elective  the  County  School  Commissioners,  one  for 
each  election  district,  by  the  voters  of  their  respective  districtls,  at  the 
general  election;  and  two  School-House  District  Trustees,  by  the  voters 
of  the  school-house  districts,  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May.  The 
Commissioner  made  a  third  member  of  each  board  of  school-house  district 
trustees  in  his  election  district.  The  elective  features  of  the  law  were 
repealed  after  one  election  had  been  held,  and  the  appointment  of  School 
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Commissioners  made  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court. 
Afterwards,  as  at  present,  the  Governor  of  the  State  was  given  the  appoint- 
ing power.  In  recent  years  minority  representation  in  the  Board  of  County 
School  Commissioners  has  been  made  compulsory.  Other  features  of  the 
1868  laws  were  the  reduction  of  the  State  school  tax  to  ten  cents  on  the 
$100,00;  the  reduction  of  the  area  of  the  school  districts  to  four  miles  square 
and  the  submission  of  the  whole  Act  to  the  voters  of  the  State  for  adoption 
or  rejection. 

The  personnel  of  the  several  boards  of  County  School  Commissioners 
under  the  Act  of  1865,  and  under  the  Act  of  1868  and  its  supplements,  is 
familiar  to  a  few  readers  of  this  sketch,  but  to  the  majority  a  chronicle  of 
them  in  order  of  service  may  be  of  interest: 

Rev.  Charles  B.  Boynton,  Dr.  M.  A.  Booth,  Mr.  William  S.  Ridgely,  and 
Dr.  Andrew  Stafford  were  appointed  Commissioners  in  1865;  Col.  Jas.  E. 
Douglass  succeeded  Dr.  Stafford  in  1868,  and  Dr.  Chas.  E.  Tarr  succeeded 
Mr.  Ridgely  in  1869.  Mr.  William  Stevens  was  clerk  to  these  boards. 
There  was  no  County  Examiner  but  the  Rev.  Libertus  Van  Bokklen,  the 
State  Superintendent,  examined  and  certified  the  teachers,  and  kept  the 
machinery  of  this  law  which  he  outlined  and  had  enacted  in  full  working 
order. 

Messrs.  John  F.  Dawson  for  the  First  district,  James  B.  Steele  for  the 
Second,  James  E,  Douglass  for  the  Third,  and  James  L.  Bullock  for  the 
Fourth,  (the  Lower  district  having  been  divided,)  were  elected  in  1869, 
qualified  the  following  May,  and  served,  by  appointment  afterwards  until 
1874,  except  Mr.  Steele,  who  in  November,  1873,  became  Register  of  Wills. 
Messrs.  George  H.  Moore,  Wm.  S.  Ridgely  and  James  E.  Douglass  formed 
and  James  E.  Douglass  from  1879  to  1881;  with  Rev.  George  F.  Beaven 
the  board  from  1874  to  1879;  Messrs.  Henry  C.  Comegys,  Henry  Wilson 
secretary  of  the  respective  boards  and  County  School  Examiner. 

Messrs.  John  F.  Dawson,  Edward  R.  Goslin  and  Dr.  Enoch  George  served 
from  1881  to  1886,  with  the  late  James  Swann  as  Secretary  and  Examiner. 

Dr.  Alexander  Hardcastle,  Dr.  Enoch  George  and  Mr.  Henry  P.  Chambers 
were  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  1886;  Messrs.  Thomas  A.  Smith,  Edward 
R.  Goslin  and  Henry  C.  Fisher  in  1889;  Messrs.  Thos  W.  Jones,  H.  Franklin 
Stevens  and  Henry  C.  Fisher  in  1896  and  served  until  1900.  M.  Bates 
Stephens  was  Secretary  and  Examiner  during  this  period. 

Messrs.  Albert  W.  Sisk,  Henry  C.  Fisher  and  Thomas  W.  Jones  were  the 
appointees  in  1900  and  served  until  1904,  Mr.  John  E.  Wilson  succeeding 
Mr.  Fisher,  who  died  in  January  of  that  year,  and  Prof.  Wm.  S.  Crouse  was 
Secretary  and  Examiner. 

Ex-Senator  Harry  A.  Roe  succeeded  Mr.  Jones,  who  died  in  November, 
1904,  and  at  the  present  time  the  board  is  composed  of  Col.  Albert  W.  Sisk, 
Hon.  Harry  A.  Roe  and  John  E.  Wilson,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Edward  M.  Noble 
is  Secretary  and  Examiner. 

It  would  be  superfluous  to  particularize  the  work  of  the  several  boards, 
or  any  member  thereof.  All  did  an  excellent  work  and  there  now  stands 
in  every  section  of  the  county,  in  the  way  of  sightly  school  buildings, 
abundant  evidence  of  their  faithfulness  and  zeal.  They  responded  at  all 
times  to  the  demands  of  the  people,  for  buildings  or  furniture,  to  the  utmost 
limit  of  the  means  at  their  disposal.  The  ordinary  country  school-houses  of 
this  day,  built  within  the  past  three  decades,  are  of  good  architecture,  well 
lighted,  well  heated,  and  altogether  comfortable,  and  would  seem  little 
short  of  magnificent  in  contrast  with  those  of  a  class  for  the  erection  of 
which  $100.00  was  considered  an  ample  appropriation.  The  academy  build- 
ings, sufficiently  capacious  at  the  time  of  their  erection  are  fast  becoming 
overcrowded.  Some  of  the  Commissioners  have  passed  out  of  the  service, 
but  can  yet  view,  with  extreme  satisfaction,  to  be  sure,  the  progress  ot 
the  work  in  which  they  once  had  an  active  share;  but  others,  alas!  have 
gone  to  their  rest,  honored  in  memory  as  they  were  during  their  useful 
lives. 

If  primary  education  alone  was  sought  to  be  conferred  upon  the  youth 
of  this  county  at  this  as  in  ye  olden  time,  and  its  ''terrene  superfices''  was 
divided  into  school  sections  of  dimensions  mentioned  in  the  several  Acts 
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upon  the  subject,  (six  miles  square,)  and  the  school  rooms  now  in  use  b? 
in  the  country — equivalent  in  seating  capacity  to  an  old-time  one-room  tt 
school  building — were  each  located  as  a  school,  about  eleven  of  them  would  ;  p! 
be  situate  in  each  section;  so  that  no  resident  of  the  county  would  be  more  .  ti 
than  a  mile  distant  from  a  school-house.  But  the  tendency  has  been  steadily  ti 
toward  higher  educational  facilities  and  concentration  in  school  work;  •  sf 
calling  for  the  segregation  of  pupils  into  grades  and,  so  far  as  practicable, 
for  separate  rooms  for  each  grade.  From  this  has  resulted  the  erection  s; 
of  graded  schools  or  two-room  buildings  at  Marydel,  Henderson,  Goldsboro,  ■  ii 
Hillsboro,  Concord  and  Choptank;  and  academies  at  Greensboro,  with  five  pi 
departments,  one  Manual  Training;  Ridgely,  four  departments;  Denton,  ci 
four  departments,  all  primary;  Preston,  four  departments,  and  Federalsburg,  i: 
seven  departments,  three  for  high-school  work;  and  from  this  the  erection  i 
of  the  High  and  Manual  Training  School  building  in  Denton  in  1901,  and  fi 
the  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  of  $500.00  per  annum  to  Federals-  y 
burg  in  1904  and  Greensboro  in  1906  for  the  establishment  of  High  School  i 
departments  in  the  respective  academies.  v 
The  Denton  High  School  building  speaks  for  itself  as  to  architecture,  8 
and  it  can  very  well  be  said  of  it  that  an  efficient  corps  of  teachers  each  I 
year  has  built  up  for  it  quite  a  reputation  as  a  seat  of  learning,  from  i 
which  has  been  graduated  creditable  classes  of  well  educated  young  people.  s 
The  class  this  year  numbered  nineteen.  Besides  the  several  rooms  of  the  i 
High  School  Building  there  are  now  in  Denton  the  four  rooms  of  the  ' 
Academy  building,  on  Lowe  street,  now  used  for  primary  school  w^ork,  ! 
and  the  two  rooms  at  the  colored  school  building,  with  an  enrollment  ' 
altogether  of  more  than  five  hundred  pupils;  quite  an  increase  in  number  i 
in  the  fifty  years  since  the  two  rooms  of  the  old  Academy  were  all  our 
school  facilities,  and  the  average  attendance  in  both  did  not  exceed  sixty 
or  seventy. 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  the  growth  in  school  attendance  since  1865, 
and  for  comparing  per  capita  cost  of  pupils  then  and  now,  etc.,  the  following 
statistics  are  quoted  from  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  County  School 
Board  for  1909:  Number  of  school  buildings,  75;  teachers,  107;  pupils  on 
roll  at  winter  term,  4,467,  or  about  41  for  each  teacher.  The  receipts  were 
$21,500.00  from  the  county  levy  of  35  cents  on  the  100.00;  and  from  the 
State  was  received  $17,968.13  State  School  Tax,  $1,533.56  Free  School  Fund, 
$1,200.00  Academic  Fund,  $1,000.00  for  Greensboro  and  Federalsburg  High 
Schools,  and  $4,937.59  from  loans,  making  an  aggregate  of  $48,637.08  for 
the  expenditures  of  the  year.  The  cost  per  pupil  was  $11.21.  The  Manual 
Training  School  Fund,  the  Free  Book  Fund,  the  Commercial  Training 
Fund  and  the  Colored  Industrial  Fund  are  separate  appropriations,  and  are 
as  so  much  thrown  in  to  fill  the  measure  of  the  State's  good-will  toward 
the  rising  generation.  Although  there  are  twice  as  many  school  buildings 
as  in  1865,  and  thrice  the  number  of  teachers,  and  six  times  the  number 
of  pupils,  and  close  to  five  times  the  sum  raised  by  county  taxation,  the  \ 
per  capita  cost  is  not  now  so  high.  Indeed,  it  will  be  seen  from  the 
figures  given  below  that  the  cost  of  educating  the  children  has  not  materially 
differed  at  any  of  the  periods  referred  to,  as  for  instance,  the  teachers 
under  the  order  system  received  $12.50  for  each  charity  scholar,  and  in 
Denton  district,  with  a  thirty-three  and  a-third  cent  school  tax,  the  cost 
per  pupil  could  not  have  been  less  than  that  amount;  the  per  capita  cost 
in  1865  was  $19.15,  in  ]886  $7.29,  in  1909,  with  a  much  higher  educational 
grade,  $11.21.  This  is  below  the  average  of  the  counties  and  for  the  State 
which,  with  Baltimore  City  included,  is  $18.07. 

There  is,  however,  a  very  appreciable  difference  in  the  extent,  so  to 
speak,  of  the  education  of  the  different  periods.  Outside  of  the  few  who 
aspired  to  and  were  preparing  for  a  college  training,  pupils  of  the  earlier 
period  were  considered  fully  educated  when  they  had  mastered  the  much 
talked-of  three  "R's"— reading,  'riting  and  'rithmetic— whilst  pupils  of  to-day  , 
at  that  stage  of  "book-learning"  feel  that  they  have  barely  laid  the  founda- 
tion for  the  solid  school  work  to  follow.  Fortunately  for  them  they  are  not 
handicapped,  as  were  students  in  the  schools  of  "lang  syne,"  by  the  prede- 
lictions  of  teachers  as  to  methods  of  teaching  or  for  certain  authors  of  text- 
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books.  Teachers  now  have  their  work  cut  out  for  them  as  precisely  as  is 
that  of  the  pupils,  thanks  to  the  "Course  of  Study"  adopted  and  the  system 
of  normal  training  in  the  summer  schools.  Pupils,  therefore,  can  take  up 
the  work  at  any  point  at  which  they  may  have  broken  off  in  any  other  sec- 
tion of  the  State  from  which  they  removed;  and  their  opportunities  for 
acquiring  an  education  is  practically  limited  only  by  their  ambition. 

No  sketch  that  touches,  even  incidentally,  the  progress  of  the  State  school 
system  during  the  past  decade  would  be  at  all  com.plete  if  mention  of  a 
favorite  son  of  Caroline,  who  has  been  a  prime  factor  therein  for  that 
period  of  time,  were  omitted.  Dr.  M.  Bates  Stephens  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  exacting  duties  of  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Education 
in  1900,  with  signal  equipment  therefor — a  generous  collegiate  education 
and  a  practical  education,  or  rather,  a  helpful  training  as  a  school  teacher 
for  some  years,  and  as  a  County  School  Examiner  for  more  than  a  dozen 
years — and  with  these  were  coupled  administrative  ability  of  high  order. 
Industrious  by  habit,  quick  to  apprehend  and  adjust  situations,  forceful 
with  pen,  clear  in  reasoning  and  suave  of  manner,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered 
at  that  it  can  be  said,  and  it  is  here  said  without  intent  to  disparage  his 
predecessors,  that  no  one  of  them  has  done  so  much  as  he  towards  arousing 
and  broadening  interest  in  public  school  work,  or  towards  simplifying  and 
systematizing  that  work  so  that  the  maximum  of  results  can  be  attained 
with  a  minimum  of  labor  by  teacher  and  pupil.  Dr.  Stephens  is  not  an 
unknown  figure  nor  a  passive  spectator  in  the  meetings  of  the  National 
Educational  Association,  for  he  has  both  sown  and  gleaned  in  that  vast  field. 
Caroline  is  proud  of  her  son,  who  has  reflected  credit  upon  her,  and  who  is 
deservedly  one  of  the  most  popular  men  in  the  State,  and  who,  as  an  official, 
as  in  duty  bound,  has  made  use  of  every  opportunity  to  diffuse  information 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  instruction,  and  in  every  way  in  his  power  con- 
served the  interest  and  promoted  the  efficiency  of  the  public  schools  of  the 
State. 

Caroline  was  among  the  foremost  of  the  counties  to  establish  a  secondary 
school  a  century  ago;  she  was  among  the  foremost  in  the  effort  to  establish 
free  primary  schools,  on  a  practical  basis,  anterior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
State  school  system;  she  has  been  for  years  and  is  now  among  the  very 
foremost  (one  county  alone  surpassing  her)  in  school  attendance,  according 
to  population;  she  stands  not  very  far  from  the  top  in  per  cent,  of  pupils 
in  and  above  the  sixth  grade,  and  she  may  be  relied  on  to  be  in  the  vanguard 
of  educational  procession,  and  bearing  her  little  part  bravely  if  the  time  ever 
comes — and  it  seems  to  be  coming — when  all  the  States  will  be  banded  into 
an  educational  system  or  union  with  national  supervision.  Although  her 
107  teachers  and  4,467  pupils  do  seem  to  be  an  infiritesimal  part  of  the 
470,000  teachers  and  19,000,000  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of  the  nation; 
and  her  $48,637.08  a  scarcely  noticeable  portion  of  the  $270,000,000  annually 
expended  by  all  the  States  combined  in  the  public  school  education  of  the 
youth  of  this  great  Republic;  and  her  most  capacious  school-buildings  dolls' 
houses  beside  some  of  those  in  New  York  City,  into  which  could  be  gathered, 
at  one  time,  all  the  school  children  of  Caroline  county  and  a  thousand  more 
besides;  yet  her  contributions,  her  efforts  and  her  buildings,  however  small, 
or  feeble,  or  tiny,  make  her  part  of  the  warp  and  woof  out  of  which  a 
strong  national  fabric  has  been  woven,  and  make  her  people  feel  that  they 
have  contributed  and  are  contributing  a  mite  toward  uplifting  to  the  top- 
most and  a  distinctive  position  this  leading  free-school  nation  of  the  world, 
wherein  progressiveness  in  agriculture,  achievements  in  manufactories  and 
civic  advancement  have  demonstrated  that  general  education  is  the  bulwark 
and  strength  of  Republics,  and  that  the  victories  of  peace  are  more  com- 
plete, substantial  and  enduring  than  those  achieved  through  roar  of  cannon, 
rattle  of  musketry  or  flash  of  sword.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of 
Cecil  County  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1910. 

The  lamented  death  of  the  late  George  Biddle  on  December  14,  1909,  made 
it  necessary  for  the  School  Commissioners  to  fill  an  unexpired  term  in  the 
office  of  Superintendent.  At  a  special  meeting  on  December  17,  1909,  Miss 
Katharine  Budd  was  appointed  temporarily  and  filled  the  office  until  Febru- 
ary 8,  1910,  at  which  time  she  was  succeeded  by  William  D.  Bratton,  who  at 
the  regular  meeting  on  January  15,  1910,  had  been  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

The  office  having  been  under  the  direction  of  three  Superintendents,  and 
the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  old  books  were  rebound  and  many  of  them 
redistributed  to  various  schools,  has  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  give  even 
an  approximately  accurate  report  on  the  cost  of  books,  and  with  your  per- 
mission I  have  omitted  that  item  from  the  detailed  expenses  of  each  school, 
showing  the  aggregate  in  the  general  expense  column.
